On the 13th day of October last, assisted by R. W. Brethren D. C. Cregier, Deputy Grand 
Master; George H. GinsoN, as Senior Grand Warden ; and G. W. Barnard, as Junior Grand 
Warden ; and other brethren in the several stations, I constituted Union Park Lodge, No. 610, 
and installed the officers thereof agreeably to ancient form and usage. 

All of said Lodges give promise of much usefulness. 
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DISTRICTS, DEPUTIES AND REPORTS. 

In conformity to the order of the Grand Lodge, I divided the State into twenty-four districts, 
and appointed the brethren whose names are mentioned on pages 364 and 365, proceedings of the 
Grand Lodge for 1869, as Deputies for their respective districts. 

Reports have been received from all the Deputies. These reports show a remarkable degree of 
unanimity, peace and concord, in which we all rejoice. The Deputies have been great helpers 
and assistants in my work, and their advice, always cheerfully given, has been sound and im- 
partial. 

The district system has thus far worked well. I would fraternally recommend that the num- 
ber of districts be increased to thirty. Our territory is very large, and the number of Lodges 
largely increased. I think it advisable to make the districts large enough to give respectability 
to the office of Deputy, and yet of such size as to be conveniently traversed, and not render the 
office a burden. 

It is my duty to return my grateful thanks to the Deputies for their services, counsel and cor- 
dial co-operation, but special mention is due to Deputies Clyde, Barnard, Stevens, Hammond, 
Hollister, Stilwill, Hay, House, and Palmer for their efficient and timely services in set- 
tling difficulties and enforcing discipline. 

I have had occasion to call to my aid the services of several brethren as special deputies, 
among whom are R. W. Brethren Thomas J. Wade, A. L. Virden, John C. Winslow and John 
D. Hamilton, all of whom rendered important service, and are entitled to your thanks.

I presume that all these Lodges, established previously to the first day of July last, will apply 
for charters. 
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DISCIPLINE. 

In several eases, upon application of a respectable number of brethren, I have set aside pro- 
ceedings of Lodges, in cases of trials, and have directed the cases to be tried again. In every in- 
stance substantial justice has been done, and appeals to the Grand Lodge have been avoided. 

Charges having been preferred against the Worshipful Masters of Neoga Lodge, No. 279, and 
Muddy Point Lodge, No. 39(5, 1 placed the papers in the hands of R. W. Bro. William H. House, 
II. D. G. Master, for the 18th district, who investigated the charges, and reported to me that they 
were not sustained, and in his finding I concurred. 

Various charges were preferred against the Worshipful Master of Mt. Pleasant Lodge, No. 224, 
I gave the matter a long and patient hearing, and found no charges sustained except such as 
were confessed. I administered a reprimand to the W. M., and gave such counsel to the Lodge 
as I though advisable, and left the brethren with their Master, I trust in good and harmonious 
condition. 

Soon after the close of the last Grand Communication, additional charges were preferred against 
Bro. J. B. Weight, W. M. of Havana Lodge, No. 88 ; not being clearly denied I transferred the 
government of the Lodge for the remainder of the term to the Senior Warden. 

Charges having been preferred against the Worshipful Master of Palmyra Lodge, No. 4(53, 1 
specially deputed R. W. Bro. A. L. Virden to investigate the charges with power; the result was 
the deposition of the said Master, in which I concurred. 

Charges were preferred by one of the members of Streator Lodge, No. 607, against the Worship- 
ful Master thereof. From the correspondence I became convinced that the accuser was laboring 
under an erroneous view of matters, but he pressed his ease with sueli pertinacity that I special- 
ly deputed R. W. Bro. Thos. J. Wade to investigate and report ; the result proved that there 
was not any ground for the charges, and they were dismissed. 

Very serious complaints were made against the Worshipful Master of Kingston Mines Lodge, 
No. 357, together with statements that the Lodge had become so demoralized, that enforcement of 
discipline was an impossibility. I invested R. W. Bro. Sylvester Stevens, D. D. G. M. for the 
9th district, with full powers, and directed him to investigate the matter thoroughly, and under- 
take such steps as would vindicate the fraternity and liberate the good men in the Lodge from 
their intolerable burden. Noted as that It. W. Brother is for his kindness and charity, he per- 
formed his duty thoroughly, arrested the charter, received a petition for a new Lodge, from good 
and true men, which, being duly recommended was granted, and I doubt not that you will ap- 
prove his work and'grant a charter for the new Lodge. 

Many cases of alleged irregularity in trials, and findings contrary to evidence, have been pre- 
sented to me, which I have disposed of by advising parties how to appeal, or by urging settlements 
of difficulties and reconciliation among brethren. 

Very serious charges were brought against a member of a Lodge, of a character more revolting 
than those for which you expelled an accused party, at your last Grand Communication, but the 
party, though confessing a portion of the charges, was only ordered to be reprimanded. The 
Worshspful Master conceived it to be an evasion of justice, was unwilling to give the reprimand 
and appealed to me. The details of the ease are lengthy, and I will not weary you with them. 
The testimony and proceedings were furnished me. I ordered further proceedings stayed and 
soon a respectful petition was presented requesting a new trial. I accordingly deputed R. W. 
Bro. J. C. Winslow to hold a new trial, which resulted in the suspension of the accused, and for 
the faithful performance of the onerous duty he is entitled to your commendations. 

Charges having been preferred against a distinguished member of Neoga Lodge, No. 279, at 
the request of all parties I presided at the trial, which was long and tedious, thoroughly prose- 
cuted and persistently defended. The accused was found guilty upon several of the specifica- 
tions and charges, and was indefinitely suspended. The long friendship which had existed be- 
tween the accused and myself, caused me to hesitate about presiding, but I yielded to the earnest 
wish of all part ies. The case, I understand, is before you on appeal. 

Complaint was filed by St. Louis Lodge, No. 20, Mo., against Douglas Lodge, No. 361, at Mascou- 
tali, St. Clair county, alleging irregular proceedings and work. 
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I found the facts In brief to be as follows : 

That on the 6th of August last, Bro. Philip Horn had been a resident of Mascoutah for three 
years; that in February, 1S69, he was rejected by said Douglas Lodge ; that he is by occupation a 
peddler, and spends considerable time in St. Louis ; that in December following he applied to 
said St. Louis Lodge, as a citizen of St. Louis, and was again rejected ; that a large majority of 
his time was spent in Mascoutah, that there is no evidence before me that he was asked by 
said St. Louis Lodge if he had ever been rejected ; that he was. elected in Douglas Lodge March 
5, 1870, initiated March 19, passed in due time and raised to the Third Degree in May ; that about 
or after the time the candidate received the Third degree, said St. Louis Lodge protested against 
the advancement of the candidate. It is admitted by said Douglas Lodge that Bro. Horn did not 
state in his petition in February, 1870, or at the time of his initiation, that he had been rejected, 
and said Lodge alleges that as he was a resident of their jurisdiction, and the knowledge of his 
rejection a matter of record ; that such a statement would be of no force only as a formal com- 
pliance with the established rule. 

I decided that as it was quite clear that Bro. Horn was a resident of Illinois, that Douglas 
Lodge was not bound to regard the action of St. Louis Lodge, even if well known ; but that the 
Lodge erred in not complying with the rule established by the Grand Lodge, and said Douglas 
Lodge was reprimanded accordingly. 

CONFLICTING OPINIONS DECIDED. 

Bro. S. A. Didama, a member of Onarga Lodge, No. 305, signed the petition for a dispensation 
for Buckley Lodge, hut did not sign the petition for a charter ; I decided that his membership re- 
mained in Onarga Lodge. 

Bro. M. L. Waterman, a member of Onarga Lodge, No. 305, signed the petition of Buckley 
Lodge, U. D., for a charter ; the petition was granted and his name was inserted in the charter. 
Held that the charter is his demit and that he is a member of said Buckley Lodge. 

It was alleged that a suspended brother in Westfield Lodge, No. 163, had been declared rein- 
stated, in an irregular manner, having been immediately thereafter elected to an important sta- 
tion. Serious difficulties and disagreements followed. R. W. Bro. D. G. Burr, D. D. G. M., vis- 
ited the Lodge and ascertained that the brother suspended was illegally declared to be reinstated, 
and declared the proceeding void, in which I concurred. I believe the Lodge is now prosperous 
and united. 

It was represented to me that two brethren, members of Muddy Point Lodge, No. 396, were 
charged with gross criminal conduct, and that there was either inability or indisposition on the 
part of the Lodge to try the brethren, and I directed R. W. Bro. House, D. D. G. M., to cause 
charges to be preferred in said Lodge, and to preside and bring the matter to a speedy conclusion; 
it resulted in the expulsion of one, and the suspension of the other. Bro. House is entitled to 
great praise for his perseverance and ability in this matter, and as the lodge is unable to requite 
his services, I trust that you will amply reward him. 

I have thus brought before you some of the principal cases requiring my attention. Other 
cases under different heads, will be mentioned, while very many others amicably adjusted or in- 
volving a point of law, will be entirely omitted. 

In this connection permit me to say that Masonry is no hiding place for criminals or shelter for 
crime. If a Mason should be a good man and true, and should strictly obey the moral law, then 
we have no room in our Lodges for criminals and deliberate violators of the laws of the laud, nor 
have we any use for Lodges which harbor offenders against the peace and security of society. 
The idea that a Mason is to shield a brother guilty of crime, or screen him from just punishment, 
is a portion of the anti-Masonic code, and is in no sense justified by any Masonic teachings or 
practice. 


CHANGES OF LOCATION. 

Upon the petition of Kino Solomon’s Lodge, No. 197, on the 22d day of January, 1870, I 
changed the location of said Lodge from Old Kane (Homer) to Kane, on the railroad from Jack- 
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sonville to Alton. The Lodge was nearly unanimous in the request, and as no other jurisdiction 
was affected, it seemed proper that the location should be changed. I ask that this action be con- 
firmed. 

Upon the Petition of Hyde Park Lodge, No. 422, approved by the Deputies R. W. Breth. Bar- 
arnd and Clyde, and by Garden City Lodge, No. 141, Blair Lodge, No. 393, Home Lodge, No. 508, 
and Apollo Lodge, U. D., I changed the location of said Lodge from near the northern line of 
the town of Hyde Park to a convenient location iu the southern portion of South Chicago. This 
Lodge was not located within the incorporated town of Hyde Park, but several miles from it, and 
was unpleasantly situated, and a change was not only desirable but necessary. I fraternally ask 
that this change be confirmed, and that another name may be given to the Lodge if desired. 

In the month of June last, upon the petition of Oxford Lodge, No. 367, and with the consent of 
the Lodges interested, I changed the location of said Lodge from Oxford, Henry county, to New 
Windsor, in Mercer county. This Lodge has an excellent jurisdiction, and is nowin a condition to 
make good progress. I fraternally ask confirmation. 

The town of Coatsburg is situated five miles from Camp Point, on the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy Railroad, and is an important location. While Columbus Lodge was at Columbus it had 
jurisdiction over Coatsburg ; in March last only four members resided at Columbus while fourteen 
resided at Coatsburg, and as Columbus was off from the railroad, a quorum was seldom in attend- 
ance, and it became manifest that its location must be changed, or else that the Lodge must cease 
to exist. The change was resisted by the W. M. at Camp Point, but being warmly seconded by 
R. W. Bro. Blakesley, D. D. G. M., I thought it just to grant the prayer of the Lodge and locate 
it at Coatsburg, and so ordered. I do not ask a confirmation in this case, but hope the whole mat- 
ter may be fairly considered. If the change is not confirmed then I think the charter should be 
vacated. 

At the last Grand Communication, the location of Delia Lodge, No. 525, was changed from 
Winterrowd, in Shelby County, to Elliottstown, in Effingham county. Very soon after applica- 
tion was made for leave to remain at Winterrowd, but I did not feel at liberty to set aside the 
action of the Grand Lodge, but limited the time to remain and required them to conform to the 
decree of your honorable body. 

Immediately after this body closed its labors in October last, I found Mechanicsburg Lodge No. 
299, at Mechanicsburg without a master or warden. Its records were in a bad condition and I 
was informed that they had not been written up for months, if they had for years. Mechanics- 
burg is and old and wealthy town, situated on the old thoroughfare from Springfield to Decatur. 
Before the Lodge was formed, the brethren united and built a nice hall, ample for all their need, 
and entered it with their dispensation and charter in 1858. The membership has always been re- 
spectable, but it is plain that the Lodge has never been favorably regarded by the people around 
it, who are largely Anti-Masonic. Its growth was to a great degree, from the extremes of its 
jurisdiction, and four Lodges have been mainly or partially formed from its membership. Daw- 
son Lodge, No. 556, is on the Toledo, Wabash and Western Railway, about six miles westerly from 
Mechanicsburg, niiopolis Lodge, No. 521, is situated about eleven miles easterly from Mcchan- 
burg, on the same railroad. Buffalo, called by the railroad men, Mechanicsburg Station, is three 
miles from Dawson, three miles from Mechanicsburg, and nine miles from Illiopolis. One year 
before I had been importuned to entertain a proposition to change the location, but I discouraged 
it. In October last a petition was presented, signed by ten members praying for the removal of 
said Lodge to Buffalo. The latter place is beautifully located, has a large business and much en- 
terprise. This petition was fortified by a pledge, signed by fifteen brethren, members of other 
Lodges, residing at or near Buffalo, in which they agreed to sustain and assist said Lodge if re- 
moved. 

Following this came, a protest signed by five members, against removal, and praying that W. 
Bro. 0. P. Hall, who was about to remove into the jurisdiction from Dawson, might be appoint- 
ed master. Relying greatly upon his high character and ability to bring order out of confusion, 
I cheerfully made the appointment until the regular election, but had resolved to change the lo- 
cation when satisfied that there could be no reasonable objection on the score of jurisdiction. 
Upon inspection of distance I thought, and still think, that Illiopolis Lodge would gain more ju- 
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risdiction than it would lose. Although not certified to me, yet I was informed and did fully be- 
lieve that Dawson Lodge had placed its consent upon record, and had agreed that when the 
change of location should be made, demits should be granted to the members resident at 
Butfalo. Inspecting the returns to ascertain upon what day the regular election should be held, 
I found that it would occur on the Saturday evening preceding the full of the moon in December, 
I accordingly ordered an election to be held on that date, which was done. I also ordered that 
the location of the Lodge be changed from Mechanicsburg to Butfalo, from and after the first of 
January. Although the return above alluded to was certified as correct by the Secretary, yet, 
when the time arrived for the election, he stated that it was not the correct time, but as no evi- 
dence to the contrary was ottered the election was held. Immediately thereafter I received a let- 
ter from a former master, who was not present at the election, stating that the By-Laws provided 
for the election at another time ; upon investigation I found that he was correct, and the election 
was declared void, and a dispensation was granted to hold an election on the 15th of January, of 
which due notice was given. A dispensation was also granted to receive and act upon the peti- 
tion of several brethren for affiliation. I attended and presided in person. Afterward I learned 
that Dawson Lodge objected to what had been done. If this objection had been made known to 
me before the removal was ordered, no such order would have been made. The reasons which 
induced me to make the change are : 

1. The neglect to keep the records in proper condition. 

2. The want of agreement and interest at Mechanicsburg. 

3. The Anti-Masonic sentiment and the want of working force at Mechanicsburg. 

4. The unity and enterprise of the brethren at Butfalo, the convenience, and the number of 
members. 

The brethren, at considerable cost, had fitted np a Lodge room, and I did not think it advisa- 
ble to change my order which would have been to arrest the charter, if the change of location 
had not been made, and to require a settlement of the affairs of the Lodge. There is no mem- 
bership anywhere superior in character and worth to the brethren at Buffalo. This will be read- 
ily admitted on all hands. The work done at Buffalo shows the propriety of the change, and 
while I do not ask that my action may be approved, or the change confirmed, yet I trust that the 
good of Masonry may induce a eareful consideration of the whole subject before any decision may 
be made. 


FOREIGN JURISDICTIONAL QUESTIONS. 

In July, 18G9, 1 received a communication from the M. W. Grand Master of the State of New 
York, that 11. W. Bigelow Lodge had conferred the degrees upou one George Van Houten, a 
resident at the time of Rochester, New York, and who had previously made application to Gene- 
see Falls Lodge, No. 507, at. Rochester, and had been rejected. 

1 communicated by letter with the W. M. of II. W. Bigelow Lodge, No. 438, who defended the 
action of the Lodge and insisted that Van IIouten was at the time a legal resident of Chicago. 

Communications passed between the M. W. Grand Master of New York and myself, and I 
became satisfied that Van IIouten was really a citizen of Rochester at the time he was initia- 
ted and placed the matter in the hands of II. W. Bro. Clyde, D. D. G. M., and from him I 
learned that II. W. Bigelow Lodge would endeavor to' make a settlement of the matter with 
Gennesee Falls Lodge, and so the matter stood at your meeting last year. 

In the latter part of November I received another communication from the Grand Master of 
New York alleging that no adjustment had been made. 

The correspondence satisfied me that Van Houten had been guilty of gross deception; that 
he was really an unworthy man; that he had exercised important functions as a citizen of Chi- 
cago when in reality he was a citizen of Rochester, New York, where his family resided, and 
that he ought to he expelled. 

Charges were therefore preferred against him in II. W. Bigelow Lodge, npon which he was 
tried, found guilty and expelled. The correspondence is lengthy, and in some cases quite 
sharp, hut courteous and fraternal. The whole of it is subject to inspection.

A similar complaint was made in March last against Seneca Lodge, No. 582, at Seneca, in 
tin's State. I investigated the matter quite thoroughly and found that while Seneca Lodge had 
not been quite regular in questioning the candidate, yet no wrong intention was manifest either 
in the candidate or the Lodge. Upon a representation of the fact, and of the inexperience of 
the Lodge, to the M. W. Grand Master of New York, the matter was dropped. 

In October, 1857, M. W. Grand Master Gorin caused charges to be forwarded to the Grand 
Secretary of the Grand Lodge of New York against Cosmopolitan Lodge, No. 585, charging said 
Lodge with initiating one Mark Pollack, a sojourner, who had been twice rejected in Chicago 
Lodge, No. 437, and who was at the time of his initiation, passing and raising a citizen of 
Chicago. 

Charges were preferred in said Cosmopolitan Lodge against said Pollack, upon which he was 
tried and definitely suspended. From the testimony it appears that Pollack asserted that he 
had never been rejected, and in this matter he and others involved W. Bro. Charles Cohen, 
who was at the time W. M. of Chicago Lodge. 

Oil the 31st of December, 1808, the M. W. Grand Master of New York, addressed a letter to 
me, charging that Bro. Coiien aided and abetted said Pollack in obtaining the degress in said 
Cosmopolitan Lodge, and that he was a party to the misrepresentations of said Pollack. 

That letter I referred to It. W. Bro. Clyde, D. D. G.M., who reported to me, that he had been 
unable to gain any information from any one except from Bro. Cohen, who asserted that he 
never had any knowledge or information in regard to the application of said Pollack, until he 
had taken the degrees. T supposed that I had communicated this to the M. W. Grand Master 
of New York, but if I did, it never reached him. T regarded the matter at rest, until I received 
a copy of that portion of the address of the M. W. G. M. of New York, delivered before the 
Grand Lodge of that State, in June, 1869, which was followed by a letter from Bro. Cohen call- 
ing my attention to the matter, and desiring an investigation. I then procured from the M. W. 
Grand Master of New York, a complete copy of the testimony and documents used in the said 
trial of Bro. Pollack, and sent the same to It. W. Deputies Clyde and Barnard for further 
investigation. 

It appears that when Bro. Pollack returned to Chicago, he applied to Chicago Lodge for ad- 
mission to visit, and was objected to by Bro. Coiien himself, then in the chair, for reasons which 
he stated to the Lodge. 

I am credibly informed that no one in the city of Chicago stands fairer in character than Bro. 
Coiien. His statement corroborates at great length and with minuteness the statement made 
to R. W. Bro. Clyde, and this is supported by statements from Breth. .Jacob Koch, Morris 
Koiin, and Deputy Barnard, which lesnlted in a firm conviction that Bro. Coiien was in no 
way directly or indirectly obnoxious to the charge preferred against him, and 1 so expressed 
myself to the M. W. Grand Master of New York, who, among other things, in a letter of date 
June 2, said: “the evidence is convincing so far as any evidence can be where only one side is 
heard, that Bro. Coiien is guiltless in this matter.” 

Another party is involved besides Breth. Coiien and Pollack, but I am of opinion that enough 
has been done. 

On the 27th day of January last I received an official letter from the It. W. Grand Secretary 
of the Grand Lodge of Missouri, in regard to an alleged invasion of jurisdictional rights by Mt. 
Nebo Lodge, No. 76. After some correspondence with said Lodge, 1 visited Carlinville, and 
gathered up the facts in the case, and thereupon addressed the following letter to the M. W. 
Grand Lodge of Missouri: 

To the M. IP. Grand Master , R. IF. Deputy Grand Master, and Grand Wardens and Brethren of the 
M. TP. Grand Lodge of Missouri : 

M. W.. It. \Y., and Dear Brethren: Health, Salutation and Peace. The M. W. Grand Lodge 
of Illinois, aud the Grand Master of Masons send yon fraternal greeting. 

It pleased your Grand Master, M. W. Bro. JonN D. Vincil, at your Communication ill Octo- 
ber, A. L. 5869 to say as follows: 
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“There are others. A Lodge over the river in our sister Grand Lodge of Illinois, perpetrated 
the same wrong upon our rights. 1 ’ Mr. Adam Tappan, for some years a resident of the Territo- 
ry of New Mexico, went (in the spring of 1868) on a visit to his relations in Illinois. While there 
he was made a member of Alt. Nebo Lodge, No. 76, “and after an absence of four months, he re- 
turned to Santa Fe a full grown Mason. He also visited Montezuma Lodge, No. 109, until Bro. 
Green interfered. I issued the same order in his case as in the other. I dislike to speak harsh- 
ly or judge uncharitably, but am constrained to utter the conviction that, seeking the honors of 
Masonry in places remote from the residence of the applicant throw's a dark cloud of suspicion 
about the case. It ought to raise a doubt in the minds of the brethren where the application is 
made, and that doubt should only be removed by the most indubitable assurance of worthi- 
ness, accompanied by all necessary legal authority to work up such material.” 

W. Breth. Wm, II. Stone, Martin J. Hubble, and J. A. Price, Committee, were also pleased 
to report upon the above subject with others as follows: 

“JURISDICTIONAL RIGHTS.” 

“Your committee are pained to learn of the invasion of this jurisdiction by Monitor Lodge, No. 
528, of New York City, Alt. Nebo Lodge, No. 76, in Illinois, and St. Merron Lodge, No. 129, 
Paisley, Scotland, and fully endorse the emphatic protest of the AI. W. Grand Alaster in the 
premises, and had supposed that the firm and unswerving position of this Grand Lodge was 
fully understood by every other jurisdiction, to the extent that our rights would not be again in- 
vaded; but, believing that the above acts were committed by subordinate Lodges, ignorant of 
Alasonic rights and usage, and that ample redress will be afforded when the grievance is 
properly presented to 'the respective Grand Lodges, we therefore recommend that the Grand 
Secretary express in suitable terms, the solemn protest of this Grand Lodge to Grand Lodges 
named, against this action by their subordinates, and that the parties so made Alasons be re- 
cognized only as clandestine, until they be properly healed by the Lodges to whose jurisdiction 
they properly belong, entertaining, as w r c fully do, the belief that the Grand Lodges named will 
make ample apology, and punish the offending Lodges.” 

On the 26th day of January last, I received a letter from the R. W. Grand Secretary of the M. 
W. Grand Lodge of Alissouri, from w'hich I give the following extract: 

“By reference to pages 25 and 65 of published proceeding of the Grand Lodge of Alissouri, you 
will notice the complaint made by the AI. W. Grand Alaster of Alt. Nebo Lodge, No. 76, of your 
jurisdiction, in the invasion of tiie rights of Alontezuma Lodge, No. 109, New Mexico, under 
charter of this Grand Lodge. 

Also that it has been made my duty to express to you, fraternally, the firm position of this 
Grand Body in respecting the jurisdictional rights of otherGrand Lodges, and this Grand Lodge 
is naturally jealous of her own; and to express the belief that yon will administer the reprimand 
w'hich the case justifies, and to prohibit to the extent of your ability a repetition of causes for 
such complaints.” 

The facts in the case are as follows: 

Bro. Arthur Daniel Tappan, a native of the State of New York, came, w'hile quite a youth, 
to Illinois to reside. For several years he resided with his brother, Bro. Henry Tappan, at 
Alton, for three years with him at Jerseyville, and for some time with another brother at Bunker 
Hill ; who is now f deceased. At or before the decease of this brother, Bro. Henry Tappan re- 
moved to Bunker Hill, and there remained until he w'as elected sheriff of Alacoupin county, 
when he removed to Carlin ville, w'here he now resides and is a member of Alt. Nebo Lodge, No. 
76. The deceased brother represented Alacoupin county in the Legislature, in 1847, and both he 
and Bro. Henry Tappan wore men of unusual intelligence, capacity and enterprise. Bro. 
Henry Tappan served the Lodge in several capacities at Bunker nill. He was the natural 
guardian, and stood ns father to Bro. Arthur D. Tappan, and the latter considered his home 
to be with his brother Henry. 

Before the latter brother left Bunker Hill, Bro. Arthur D. Tappan, then, ever since, and still a 
single man, went west and traveled over California, Arizona and New Alexico for several years. 
That he w r as at Santa Fe and did business there is admitted, but that he considered it as his 
home, is denied. In 1867, the Indian troubles induced him to return to his brother Henry, at 
Carlinville, where he arrived in the fall. He came with the intention, stated previously by let- 
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ter, of going into business with his brother. Before doing so he determined to visit his birth- 
place, and there spend the winter. Up to this time he had entertained no serious intention of 
becoming a Free Mason. But at his tirst home, in company with his relatives, lie found that his 
father had been a devoted Mason; that lie was witness to the terrible persecutions of the anti- 
Masons; had sutlered himself, and that he had left behind him a noble record and many memo- 
rials of his devotion to the Order. This awakened in him a strong desire to become a Mason, 
and he communicated to his brother Henry his desire to take the degrees in his Lodge where he 
was known, and as he had received intelligence that his affairs in New Mexico demanded his 
attention, that he would like to receive them as soon as practicable. Mt. Nebo Lodge, No. 76, at 
Carlinville, is not obnoxious to the belief that she is “ignorant of Masonic rights and usages.” 
ller membership will compare favorably with that of any Lodge in Illinois, Missouri, or else- 
where, for character, learning or Masonic intelligence. She has always been loyal to Masonic 
law and usages. Enrolled upon her list of Past Masters are the names of the present Governor, 
judges, members of both branches of the legislature, clerks of courts, and regimental, brigade, 
division, corps and department commanders during the late civil war. Colonel Tuaddeus Phil- 
lips, the present Master, was elected in December, 1855, and served as such until 1861, when he 
entered the service as Captain, and left it in 1866 at the head of a regiment. In December, 1867, 
he was again called to the Oriental Chair, and is now in his third term of second service. I 
have been thus particular in detailing these facts in order that the supposition of ignorance of 
Masonic law and usage on the part of either Mt. Nebo Lodge or Bro. Henry Tappan, may be 
dispelled. 

No Lodge now in existence would repel more, promptly any invasion of her jurisdictional 
rights, or be more careful to respect the rights of Lodges, than Mt. Nebo Lodge, No. 76. Of 
this I am myself a cheerful witness. 

The Grand Lodge of Missouri lias no sovereignty beyond her own State lines. Every Grand 
Lodge in the Uifited States has a right to occupy the Territory of New Mexico, in common with 
all the others. The fact that there was any Lodge in New Mexico was wholly unknown to 
either Mt. Nebo Lodge, or Bro. Henry Tappan. It was natural for the younger brother when 
resolved to become a Free Mason, to apply to the brother who had been the guide of his youth, 
with whom he still intended to become a business partner, and at the place where he intended to 
reside. The facts, as communicated by Bro. Henry Tappan, and as understood by the Lodge, 
w’ere made known to the Grand Master, who granted his dispensation to confer the degrees upon 
Bro. Arthur Daniel Tappan without regard to* time. More than eight, months after he left 
New' Mexico, to-wit: on the tirst day of June, 1868, he w r as initiated, passed June 6th, and raised 
June 13th, and was demitted the same day. 

With this demit he w’ent to Santa Fe, was admitted to visit the Lodge, and was subsequently 
exalted in Santa Fe Chapter, a part of the- members of which, if not all of them, were members, 
of the Lodges in Santa Fe. under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Missouri. 

Having closed up his husiness, Bro. Arthur Daniel Tappan, in pursuance of his previous 
intention, in the winter of 1868-6 returned to Carlinville, entered into business with his brother 
Henry, attiliated with Mt. Nebo Lodge, hut not suited with his prospects, demitted again in 
May, 186!), and returned to Santa Fe. 

The Grand Lodge of Illinois Inis ever been careful of the rights of her sister Grand Lodges. 
No Lodge is permitted to receive petitions from the borders of adjoining States, without the 
consent of the Lodge holding jurisdiction, with the approval of the Grand Master. 

The present Grand Lodge of Illinois was formed in 1840, and w 7 as immediately recognized by 
the Grand Lodge of Missouri; yet, instead of withdrawing from our territory, I do certainly 
know that as late as 1847, Col. II. 1*. Boy a kin, of Salem, Marion Count}', was D. I). G. M., and 
it is my belief that the Grand Lodge of Missouri continued to hold jurisdiction over a Lodge at 
Salem, if not over others, as late as 1851 ; for all this the Grand Master of Illinois exerted all his 
authority to prevent one of our subordinate Lodges from initiating a candidate who had applied 
from Missouri, on the ground of convenience, during his term of office in 1850-51. 

Even if all the statements and suppositious of M. W. Bro. Vincil, your honorable committee, 
your M. W, body, and of your K. W. Grand Secretary in your behalf w’ere true, 1 cannot conceive 
upon what principle of Masonic law' or common justice you can require of us to treat Bro. Ar- 
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tbur Daniel Tappan a? a clandestine Mason. He petitioned and was accepted in due form. 
He was made in a regularly constituted Lodge, and , by the authority of the Grand Lodge of Illi- 
nois. As T understand the term “clandestine” it applies to Masons working without lawful con- 
sent. While I understand that a brother may be irregularly made in a regular Lodge, yet 1 
have never learned that such irregularity is to effect his standing. On the contrary, unless pre- 
viously forbidden, his making is considered good, but the party guilty of the irregularity is sub- 
ject to censure or discipline. 

If Mt. Nebo Lodge has invaded the jurisdiction of a subordinate Lodge in New Mexico, she is 
subject to discipline and should make atonement, and if she has been aided and abetted in so 
doing by the Grand Lodge of Illinois, ample apology should be made. But the demand to hold 
an innocent party to be clandestine, is one which we hold to be unlawful and one which I fra- 
ternally decline to entertain. 

Far be it from me to criticise your M. W. body upon the manner or the mode in which you may 
seek for justice or demand reparation for violations of Masonic law or jurisdictional rights. 
But in no other instance have I any recollection of any such matter being brought to the notice 
of this Grand Lodge, without first giving our authorities or the M. W. Grand Lodge of Illinois 
due notice and opportunity for explanation, apology or defense. The. first notice or knowledge 
that came to the Grand Lodge of Illinois or any of its subordinates, came through your printed 
proceedings, accompanied by the letter herein alluded to from your R. W. Grand Secretary. 
May I be pardoned in saving that M. W. Bro. Vincll charges us in explicit terms with wrong; 
admits and justifies the use of harsh language, not to say an uncharitable judgment? That your 
honorable committee assumes our guilt, and that your M. W. body has rendered judgment, and 
demanded execution at our hauds without notice or trial? M. W., R. W„ and W. Brethren, have 
you done by the M. W. Grand Lodge of Illinois as you would expect her to do by you? We are 
your ecpials: nothing more, nothing less. And in a friendly and brotherly spirit. I do claim that 
we should have had notice, and opportunity for explanation, apology, or defense. In conclu- 
sion, I say; 

1. That Bro. Arthur Daniel Tappan (not Adam) if a resident anywhere, was a resident of 
Illinois. 

2. That he was well known personally or by reputation at Carliuville, and known to be 
worthy. 

3. That the character of both Mt. Nebo Lodge and of Bro. Henry Tappan, forbids the idea 
that any violation of law or jurisdictional rights was intended or thought of. 

4. The indifference of Bro. Arthur Daniel Tappan to the subject of Masonry until his visit 
to New York, and his want of any knowledge of Masonry in New Mexico, preclude the idea of 
any mercenary or improper motive on his part. 

5. Bro. Arthur Daniel Tappan was a single man, with no fixed and determinate residence 
but with a constant idea of home in Illinois; it has been the custom to respect that idea, and to 
permit some flexibility in such cases. 

6. All the parties are worthy; all have acted sincerely and in perfect good faith. 

7. The M. W. Grand Lodge of Illinois and all her subordinates have the highest respect for 
your M. W. Grand Body, and will at all times observe the laws of comity and jurisdiction, and 
will not permit them to be violated, and most sincerely desire to live on terms of perfect amity 
and friendship with you, all your subordinates, and every Mason in your jurisdiction. Your 
glory is onr glory ; our success is your success, and there is no interest affecting the one that 
does not affect the other. 

Regretting any difference, trusting to your calm consideration of the whole subject, I shall lay 
before the M. W. Grand Lodge of Illinois this letter, and its action thereon will be communi- 
cated to yon at the earliest convenient moment. Renewing my assurances of high fraternal

J. W. Clyde, as 
Senior Grand Warden, and G. W. Barnard, as Junior Grand Warden, and other Grand Officers, 
on the 8th day of October last, 1 laid the corner stone of the West Chicago Benevolent Associa- 
tion, in West Chicago. An elegant oration was delivered by M. W. Bro. Bromwell. Ah excel- 
lent banquet followed. The building is now nearly complete, and the stock is owned by Cleve- 
land and Hesperia Lodges, Washington Chapter and Chicago Oommanderv and the members ot 
those bodies. This enterprise is a great, credit to the energetic brethren who conceived this 
project, and have arrived so nearly to the consummation.

About twelve hundred Masons were in procession, 
and one hundred and twenty Knights Templar in full uniform did guard and escort duty 
under t lie command of Era. Sir C. H. Foote, of Cairo. Music graced the scene and the ut- 
most order prevailed. Dinner was served to several thousands, the houses of the citizens 
were open, and the hospitality generous and hearty. 

On the 18th day of June last, assisted by R. W. Bro. Rodney Ashley, as Deputy; R. W. 
Bro. Thomas J. Prickett, as Senior Grand Warden; and W. Bro. Frank J. Chapman, as 
Junior Grand Warden, and a full complement of officers. I laid the coruer stone of a new 
Baptist Church, at Murphysboro.

Broadwell, as Senior Grand Warden; W. Bro. Stephen Ellis, as Junior Grand Warden, 
and a full complement of officers, I laid the corner stone of the Jacksonville Female College 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. A very large concourse was present, the provision was 
munificent, and full three hundred Masons were in the procession. Ehvood Commandery, 
of Springfield, Em.

On the 4th 5th and 6th days of March last, Grand Examiners Chamberlin, Fisher, 
Priokett, and Barnard, with myself, held a Grand Lodge of Instruction at Odin, which is 
at the crossing of the Illinois Central and Ohio and Mississippi Railroads. The attendance 
was large from the neighboring Lodges, several degrees were conferred, Masonic ceremonies 
were taught, and instruction was given in the ritual. The Worshipful Master of Odin 
Lodge, Bro. T. J. Whitehead, is a thorough proficient in the work, an eloquent degree 
worker, and an accomplished gentleman. Bro. II. S. De Pew, the Secretary, is an able sup- 
porter. 

On the 26th, 27th and 28th days of April, Examiners Chamberlin and Barnard, with 
Secretary Ide and myself, held a meeting at Galesburg, at which nearly fifty Lodges were 
represented.

It was a joyous occasion and Ihe most ample provision was made for the large 
number of Masons present. 

On the same day the brethren at Bradford had a fine time, and a very superior address 
from the Rev. Bro. E. J. Fourester, of Aurora. 

On the same day the members of Tyrian Lodge, No. 333, held a pic-nic, and Rev. Bro. 1). 
F. Carnahan delivered an able address. 


OFFICIAL VISITS. 

During the past year 1 have visited Springfield Lodge, No. 4; St. Paul’s, No. 500;Chenoa, 
No. 292; Trio, No. 57; Chatsworth, No. 539; Schiller, No. 335; Monmouth, No. 37: Trinity, No. 
501; Vesper, No. 584: Leroy, No. 221 : Temperance, No. lb: DuQuoin, No, 234: Shekinah, 
No. 241 ; Metropolis. No. 91 : Thos. J. Turner, No. 409; Cleveland. No. 211 : and H. W. Bige- 
low, No. 438. 

In all the places where 1 have laid corner stones, in all the Lodges where I have dedi- 
cated halls, performed ceremonies of installation or constitution, or made visits, T have been 
received with the honors appropriate to my station, and in such a manner as to reflect credit 
upon your distinguished body. 

At nearly every one of these ceremonies or visits other Lodges have been represented, and 
I have not lacked for efficient and able assistance and co-operation.

Thomas J. Phiokett. of Carbondale: D. W. Thomson, of Fulton; George O. Ide, of Prince- 
ton: Leander Chitrcii. of Woodstock; A. T. Daukah, of Tolono; and D. (’. Jones, of Salem. 


MASONIC TEMPLE. 

At yonr last Grand Communication, the committee appointed the previous year to con- 
sider the most feasible method for the permanent location of the Grand Lodge, and the erec- 
tion of a Masonic Temple, made a very able reporl, and demonstrated to the satisfaction of 
the Grand Lodge, that if a Temple is to be built for the purpose of deriving a revenue from 
its use and rental, that it could not he made so largely profitable upon the money expended 
in any place so well as in Chicago. An increase of more than 1(50,000 in its population 
within the last ten years very greatly confirms this opinion. 

The following resolution was offered and adopted after the adoption of said report, to- 
wit: 

“ Resolved . That a committee of five he appointed to select a suitable site in the city of Chi- 
cago, on which to build a “Temple. “ or building for the Grand Lodge, and procure a refusal of 
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soid die until all the Lodges in ihe State can he made acquainted with such selection, and 
have received a printed copy of the report just made, and when a majority of such lodges 
shall have sanctioned such selection, the committee shall he empowered to complete such 
purchase or lease, and proceed in the usual way to make an offer for the same.* 1 

After considerable reflection, I resolved to act carefully in the selection of the committee, 
and to select such as would command the confidence of this Grand Lodge and of the busi- 
ness community. 

Accordingly, after considerable consultation, I appointed R. W. Bro. Wilky iM. Egan, 
formerly President of the Board of Trade, of unquestioned foresight, probity and business 
sagacity: and associated wi'li him P. O. M..T. J. Ti'bner. of Freeport, a good lawyer; R. W. 
Bro. John M Pearson 1 . of Alton, who presides over the Grand Chapter: and R.W. B:*o.Wm. H. 
Tirnku, of Chicago. P. G. Junior Warden, a gentleman of character and business capacity; 
and your Grand Secretary, whose financial ability was so thoroughly demonstrated as 
auditor of State. 

The committee held several meetings, selected a site in a commanding business location, 
but found that a large sum of money must he advanced as a forfeit, and that large sums, 
utterly beyond their power to raise, must he paid at short intervals until the whole sum 
was paid. Nor could any other desirable property be purchased on any better Terms. One 
piece of property which was offered your committee on such exacting terms, in ten days 
thereafter was sold at five per cent, advance in price and on much better terms to the sell- 
ing party. 

The committee found themselves embarrassed with terms with which it was impossible 
to comply. No means had been provided them, nor any made by which they could be raised. 
They had no authority to borrow, and even if they had been authorized to borrow, the act of 
incorporation restricted them to one thousand dollars. 

But under the terms of the resolution it was clearly ascertained that the refusal must 
await the action of the lodges, and that until their sanction could he obtained, no purchase 
could be made. Every Chicago representative — every representative in this Grand Lodge 
at all acquainted with operations in real estate in this city, will at once see, that while the 
report presented the matter fairly, that the resolution under which the commit lee were 
compelled to act. completely blockaded their progress, for no transactions can be had in 
such real (‘state as this body would demand under that resolution. Of course further action 
and expenditure of money was unnecessary. 

What is to be done? It is not for me to recommend, neither do T express any opinion in 
regard to the manner in which a temple shall be built or where it shall he located. 

But the difficulties which environ our brethren in Massachusetts Maryland and Missouri 
should he carefully avoided. A temple can he built, it should be built, and if for revenue, 
then it can and should be built of such proportions and magnitude as to ensure a revenue 
far over-reaching all other possibilities of additional or extra expense, and in such a manner 
as to reflect credit on our craftsmen and State. This should be planned and deliberately 
perfected, and so as to avoid all discord and confusion. 

The following plans have been suggested to me in brief: 

1. A joint slock arrangement. 

2. An amendment to onr act of incorporation, and the issuance of bonds. 

3. An investment of our surplus funds from year to year, by commissioners, in Chicago 
real estate, until the amount becomes sufficient to build a temple free from embarrassment. 

4. To resort to the methods practiced in New York to raise money. These two latter 
propositions might he united. 

5. To locate the Grand Lodge at some central point, and erect a plain building sufficient 
for its wants. 
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M. W. Bro. Thomas J. Tuknek having advised me that he cannot attend at (his Grand 
Communication, I have a pointed R. W. Bro. Isaac R. Dilleii, Past Senior Grand Warden, 
upon the Temple Committee. 


RE I NSTATEM ENTS . 

Upon the recommendation ot' Lee Centre Lodge, No. 146, 1 restored James Ckombie to all 
the rights and benefits ot Masonry, as authorized by the resolution of the Grand Lodge on 
page til, Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of 1868. This order was made on the 13th day of 
November last. 

On the first day of January last, upon filing the proper papers, 1 reinstated Breth. David 
Solenbaroeh and A. J. Bateson to membership in Lewistown Lodge, No. 104, as per reso- 
lution on page 311, Proceeediugs of Grand Lodge for 1869. 


DECISIONS. 


I have made the following decisions: 

1. The Lodge found a brother guilty upon charges preferred and voted a reprimand : the 
W. M. neglected to perform the duty, and removed from the State; held, that the S. W. 
should administer the reprimand, or cause the same to be done. 

2. An objection before balloting, made to the Master, is equivalent to arejection, and the 
ballot should be stayed until the objection is removed. 

3. The charter members of a new Lodge are liable for dues for the qnarter or term in 
which such charter was granted to the Lodge of which they were members at the time such 
charter was granted. 

4. It is the duty of every non-affiliate to join some Lodge, but he is privileged to join such 
one as suits him best, without regard to local jurisdiction. 

5. Tlie right to visit is not absolute but conditional. The right to ask implies the power 
to deny, and the power to deny rests with any member of the Lodge, and must be respected. 

6. Where a negative ballot is cast upon application for initiation, advancement or affilia- 
tion, no brother has any right to disclose how he voted, and any such disclosure should be 
followed by effective discipline, except in cases where it is clear that the negative was the 
result of misapprehension or mistake. 

7. The officers of a Lodge named in a charter hold their positions after installation, until 
the time set for election in the by-laws, when an election should be held, even if it should 
occur on the next day after their installation. 

8. When a candidate is declared rejected the Lodge has no further power over the mat- 
ter, until the W. M. orders another ballot under section 4*2. Grand Lodge By-Laws. 

9. In voting by show of hands the W. M. does not vote, unless his vote may be necessary 
to a tie. or as a casting vote. The W. M. never has but one vote, and may vote whenever a 
ballot is taken. 

10. The “any other Lodge” mentioned in section *26, Grand Lodge By-Laws, includes any 
Lodge wherever located. 

11. A brother wishing to visit a Lodge must first satisfy himself of its legality by inspec- 
tion of (lie charter and the usual test; the Master of the Lodge must then require proof in 
the usual way that the brother is a just and upright Mason. 

12. The test should precede all examinations; two brethren may examine each other for 
tlicir mutual satisfaction, but they cannot vouch for each other upon such an examination; 
the only cases where vouchers are permitted are where the brethren have sat in Lodge 
together, or where a satisfactory examination has been had by authority of the W. M. 
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13. It. is unlawful to give a suicide Masonic burial, unless the evidence of insanity is 
clear. 

14. A two-thirds vote restores a member suspended indefinitely to membership. 

15. In the absence of any Lodge by-law, a majority vote is sufficient to grant a demit. 


LIABILITY OF ONE LODGE TO ANOTHER. 

Northern Light Lodge, No. 81, F.ofc A. M.. at Mauston, Wisconsin, submit led an account 
of June 13. 1870. giving items against Marengo Lodge, No. 138. for the sum of $105, charges 
for attending upon Bro. II. Nickerson*. 

Wood bridge Lodge, No. 138. F. and A. M.. at Woodhridge. California, also submitted an 
account of date May ‘24. giving items, against said Marengo Lodge. No. 138, for the sum of 
$619 00 charges for supplies and attention in sickness bestowed upon Bro. A. L. Wheeler. 
The sum total is $7*24 00. 

I received a letter from the W. M. of Marengo Lodge, No. 138, asking if the Lodge was 
obliged to pay such demands. I advised that the whole matter be referred to you for au- 
thoritative decision. 

I am clearly of the opinion that one Lodge cannot hold another in a legal sense beyond its 
contracts, or the provisions of its by-laws. 

A Lodge does not assume the obligation binding upon its individual members, and it 
seems to me that no lodge has the right to incur expenses at the charge of another unless 
upon a promise to pay or a plain provision in the by-laws. The W. Master of Marengo 
Lodge avers that his Lodge cannot pay those demands. As a matter of good policy it may 
be expedient lor this Grand Lodge to pay them, asserting that no more such accounts can 
he allowed unless by promise to pay in some form. 

But I submit the whole matter for your decision. 

AUDITING ACCOUNTS. 

I would respectfully suggest to this Grand Lodge that some method should he devised to 
meet its demands and necessities in some methodical form. It is hardly possible for a 
finance or auditing committee to do justice to the questions and business which comes before 
it during your sessions. 

T would therefore recommend that an estimate be made of sums necessary to meet the 
regular and legitimate expenses of the Grand Lodge during its recess, that the necessary 
sums be appropriated, and that the Finance Committee be required to meet quarterly and 
pass upon all bills and accounts which may be presented, and that upon the certificate of 
the said committee orders he issued, and in no other case, except as now provided by the 
by-laws. 


GRAND LODGE OF QUEBEC. 

That section of North America formerly known as Upper and Lower Canada, New Bruns- 
wick and Xovia Scotia, was. some years since, joined together under one government known 
as -the “Dominion of Canada," and the Provincial Grand Lodges in New Brunswick and 
Novia Scotia have, been formed into sovereign Grand Lodges. 

As long since as 1855. many Lodges in both upper and Lower Canada united in forming an 
independent Grand Lodge, with a jurisdiction over the whole country. Tt was followed by 
a serious confusion, and while the differences were mainly adjusted in 1858, many Lodges 
retained their connection with their respective Grand Lodges in the old country. 

The old provinces of Upper and Lower Canada are now known by the names of Quebec for 
Lower Canada, and Ontario for Upper Canada. In October last a convention of delegates 
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from eighteen Lodges upon the Canada Registry, two upon the Registry of the Grand Lodge 
of England, and one upon the Registry of the Grand Lodge of Scotland, met at Montreal, 
adopted a constitution, and formed a Grand Lodge under the name of Quebec. Among 
many reasons urged in favor of this movement, was the similarity of condition by Quebec to 
that of the separate States of our Union, and the right to form a Grand Lodge for that reason. 
To that the Grand Lodge of Canada replied that her jurisdiction extended over the territory 
of both Ontario and Quebec. This was met by the fact that the Grand Lodge of Canada never 
did exercise exclusive control over said countries. Is has resulted in more violence and ill- 
feeling than is at all justifiable among Masons. I deemed the proceedings of the Grand 
Lodge of Quebec irregular, but the necessity for a separation is clearly demonstrated. It 
was hoped that the Grand Lodge of Canada would come to some compromise, whereby the 
Lodges in Ontario should retain the Grand Lodge of Canada, and those in Quebec should 
be formed into another Grand Lodge. 

Notwithstanding the most strenuous exertions by M. W. Bro. William Mercer Wilson, 
the first Grand Master of Canada, and the powerful co-operation of several eminent Ma- 
sons, the Grand Lodge of Canada has refused all compromise, and nothing is now left but to 
recognize or refuse to recognize the Grand Lodge of Quebec. It is certain that the forma- 
tion of the Grand Lodge of Quebec is no more schismatic or rebellions than was the fonna- 
ation of the Grand Lodge of Canada. This Grand Lodge unhesitatingly recognized the lat- 
ter: the former has been recognized by several Grand Lodges, and I think the matter may as 
well be set at rest by a general recognition of the Grand Lodge of Quebec. 


DECLARATION SET ASIDE. 

Bro W. H. Vining was declared expelled, January 16, 1867, by Lawn Ridge Lodge, No. 415, 
hy a majority vote, and upon insufficient evidence, and, as since shown, without any cause. 
T declared the proceedings irregular, and Bro. Vining not expelled, two-thirds being indis- 
pensible to declare a brother expelled. 


BALLOT SET ASIDE. 

Wesley B. Lucas was rejected in Venice Lodge, No. 621, upon a supposed state of facts, 
which proved to he untrue. Thereupon T set aside the ballot and granted leave to spread the 
ballot again. 


CONDITION OF MASONRY. 

With the charters which will be granted this session, this Grand Lodge will have nearly 
650 chartered Lodges, and something over 36,000 affiliated Master Masons. The increase has 
not been as great as in former years. This is to he ascribed to the scarcity of money, emi- 
gration westward, and a closer watchfulness over the ballot box. It would naturally be in- 
ferred that, the frenzy of anti-Masonry would debar many from seeking admission, but it is 
n singular fact that in the region where anti-Masonry is the most furious, the average of in- 
itiations is equal to any other portion of the State. 

The Grand Lodge met in this city in 1849. M. W. Bro. William Lavely. now an active 
member of your body, w r as Grand Master at that session, and R. W. Bro. William McMur- 
try, at that time Lieutenant-Governor of the State, w-as in attendance as Grand Treasurer. 
R. W. Bro. E. R. Roe, Deputy, is now r the able editor of the Pantograph at Bloomington. M. 
W. Bro. W. C. Hours was elected Grand Master from the station of Junior Grand Warden. 
A most thorough scholar and gentleman. R. W. Bro. William Mitchell, Grand Secretary, 
died immediately after reaching his home at Peoria. No Secretary ever excelled him. R. 
W. Bro. Geo. Davis, deceased, was Grand Orator. Prominent among the members was M. 
W. Bro. Harrison Dills, since Grand Master and now Grand Treasurer, and R. W. Bro.

John 0. Bagby, who now represents No. 9. Of the officers and members Breth. Whitaker, 
Rtssell, Caeiness, Gilson, Wallace, Heyl. Noyes, Barrett, and probably several others, 
are dead. Of the others, Breth. Wade and myself are with yon now. Several have since 
been Grand or Deputy Grand Masters, one of whom, M. W. Past Grand Master Pickett, our 
representative near the Grand Lodge of Kentucky, wc are glad to welcome to-day. The 
Grand Lodge met in a spacious and convenient hall for those days, on Lake street, near La 
Salle, and the third day the Grand Lodge and members of the Fraternity in this city formed 
in procession under the escort of Apollo Cominandery, K. W. Bro. John R. Case, Commander, 
and proceeded to a hall on Randolph street, between State and Dearborn, where a most elab- 
orate and polished oration was delivered by Bro. Davis. The whole number of Lodges rep- 
resented did not exceed forty, and yet wc thought it a grand affair. The old Sherman, on 
the site of the present Sherman, had sufficient room for us all. 

In 1SGG, the Grand Lodge met here the second time, and now, just twenty-one years atter 
the first meeting here, I presume that 575 Lodges are represented, and that from GOO to 800 
representatives are present. 

Is there anything singular in this? Yes, In 1850 the population of the State was over 850,- 
000. The affiliated Masons did nor exceed 2,500, an average of one to 340 inhabitants. Now 
the population of the State is 2,500,000, and the average is one to every seventy inhabitants. 
Romantic as the increase of the population may seem, the increase of Masonry almost exceeds 
the range of credulity. What has kept pace with this? Everything good — everything noble. 
Equality among the people, universal education, the magical spread of the arts and sciences, a 
higher range of c vilization, a higher tone of personal honor, and a decided improvement in 
the moral culture of the people. 

It will be asserted that some Lodges are low in the scale of morals, efficiency or usefulness. 
Admit it. The same is true in every department of human society. Banks are sometimes 
compelled to close, merchants fail, farmers and mechanics do not succeed, and demoraliza- 
tion reaches churches and other societies. Masonry cannot be expected to escape the fate of 
all other earthly things. Ye the advancement of Masonry is the advancement of improve- 
ment, civilization, religion, morality, culture, learningand law. and its cosmopolitan influences 
bring good men in contact, and contribute to bring about that time when all men shall love 
one another. Wherever there is civilization there is Masonry. Wherever Masonry advances 
darkness disappears. Wherever it declines fanaticism obscures ihe light of culture and 
learning, and barbarism, rudeness and lawlessness override order and law. 

While Masonry is essentially social, and a large system of charity, it is not license. Where 
I find th • majority of members of a Lodge in dram-shops, addicted to profane swearing, loose 
in morals and personal honor, and ready to excuse immoral or unmnsonic practices, 1 tremble 
lor the community where it is located. Snell Lodges are t he blots upon our fair system, and 
are no better than birds of prey. They are a moral pest, and should be cleansed or closed. 
My brethren, is this the case with any of your Lodges? Let it be so no longer. 

OUR LAMENTED DEAD. 

The Rev. James I. Davidson, of Decatur, Grand Chaplain, and Past Grand Orator, died at 
his residence on the 10th day of January last, aged about forty years. A native of England, 
and a machinist by occupation, upon arriving at his majority. As early as twelve years of 
age he was known as the l, boy preacher.” lie came to this country when twenty-one years 
old and commenced preaching in the Methodist Episcopal persuasion. He was originally 
licensed in this country at Quincy, by the Quarterly Conference, of which our R. W. Grand 
Treasurer was a member. He passed regularly through the orders, and had become a famous 
preacher when our late civil war broke out. lie entered the service as Chaplain, hut was soon 
elevated to t he rank of Lieutenant Colonel, and displayed in several engagements the most 
daring, heroic, and soldierly qualities. At Chattanooga he was severely wounded, and was 
transferred to the presidency of a court-martial at Nashville. 

After leaving the service, he preached for three years in the first Methodist Society in Spring- 
field, one year in Decatur, and ofie year since he was made presiding elder. lie left a widow 
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and an adopted child. Elwood Commandery, ot which he was a member, went from Spring- 
Held to Decatur and escorted his remains to the Oak Ridge Cemetery, near Springfield, our 
M. W. Bro. William Lavely, commanding, and the deceased was buried with Masonic 
honors. 

Bro. Davidson was a remarkable man. He attached his friends to him very strongly ; his 
mind was of a philosophical cast, but he studied oratory, and his preaching, always effective, 
was occasionally very eloquent. The wounds received at. Chattanooga were the ultimate 
cause of his death: he suffered much but bore all patiently, was serene and tranquil, and in the 
possession of his reason, died happily and in peace. 

R. W. Bro. Phares A. Dorwin, Grand Lecturer, and Past Master of Central Lodge No. 71, 
at Springfield, died of consumption, on the second day of February last, at the age of forty- 
eight years, leaving a widow and three minor sons. The deceased was Master of Central 
Lodge several years, was one of the brightest workmen in the State, and an elder in the Pres- 
byterian church. 

Hon. D. D. Shumway. of Taylorville, for several years Master of Mound SLodge No. 122, 
county judge, member of legislature in 1&46-7, and of the convention which immediately fol- 
lowed, died May 8th, leaving a widow and several children. The deceased was a gentleman 
and an honorable man. 

I cannot avoid mentioning the decease of Col. Lawrence S. Church, of Woodstock, a mem- 
ber of the Constitutional Convention, and for several years a member of the legislature, and 
who, though never Master of a Lodge, was most influential in favor of Masonry. His death 
occurred on the 21st day of July last. The deceased was an able man, a talented legislator and 
an honorable gentleman. 

t presume there are others whom 1 ought to mention here, but I leave that for the Commit- 
tee on Obituaries. 

The deaths of M. W. Breth. Robt. D. Holmes, Past Grand Master of New York, who died on 
tlie 12th of March last, and Benjamin B. French, Past Grand Master of the District of Colum- 
bia, who died on the 13tli day of August last, have caused profound regret and sorrow. Their 
Masonic lives furnish a large portion of the history of Free Masonry in this country since 184fi. 

In April, 1837, at Montpelier, Vt., 1 bid adieu to father and mother for the last time on earth; 
exchanged farewells with brothers and sisters, among them was the youngest child, a lad nine 
years old. The father had suffered at the hands of anti-Masons as few men suffered. The 
eldest son — myself— came by stage and boat to Detroit, and thence to Rock Island on foot and 
alone. Upon reaching the verge of the Bluff overlooking Rock Island, Fort Armstrong, Daven- 
port, the town of Rock Island, the Mississippi and the mouth of Rock ri\er, as the sun was 
declining iii the west, a scene of beauty and grandeur burst upon my vision, such as I had 
never witnessed before. Two other brothers with myself became Masons in this Srate, but the 
parents having passed away, the younger lad, grown to man’s estate, went to California and 
from thence to Virginia City, amid the Sierras of Nevada, where he, too. became a Mason, mar- 
ried. and in a few years sickened, and though kindly cared for by stranger Masons, closed his 
eyes upon the scenes of earth in September, 1808. In July last the body was brought to Rook 
Island, and on the same bluff, not far from where 1 stood in 1837, four brothers— three of ns 
Free Masons— looked again upon the well preserved features of the lad I had left in 1837, with 
his emblems of Masonry resting upon his bosom. There we buried him. In that hour where 
was ambition? Where was wealth, or the pleasures of this world? In the midst of the sorrow 
and weepimr. I felt in my soul to declare, k, 0, Lord, m the midst of life we are in death: have 
compassion upon the children of thy creation, and administer them eomtort in the time of 
trouble/’ 

My brethren; I have again brought back the gavel you placed in my hands one year since. 
I have tried to use it in such a way as to promote harmony and good-will, morality, culture and 
elevation of character. It is now yours. And it will ever be my prayer, that the God of 
Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, may be your God, your father and your trust. For all your for- 
bearance with my faults, for all the honors yon have conferred on me. I feel prolonndly grate- 
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fnl I have been honored far beyond my ability or deserts, but in every position in which I have 
been placed, I have tried to give you honest service, and wherein I have failed it has never been 
for want of good intention. May good order, unity and conrtesy govern your deliberations, and 
may the Grand Architect of the Universe crown your labors with abundant success.

The following Lodges made correct returns in all respects, viz : Blueville, Centre Star, D. C. 
Cregier, Lambert, Polar Star, Rock Island. Somonauk, Sun Jose, Woodford, and Yorktown. 

We also herewith submit a report of the most important errors, in the returns, work and by- 
laws of the remaining Lodges : 


LILLY LODGE. 

Failed to copy Dispensation. Received petitions to be made Masons, and placed them on 
tile. Your Committee are of the opinion that they belong to the committee till report is made. 
We especially call attention to the absence of Masonic terms in the records. Brethren were 
passed and raised without any record of their election or examination. 


HINSDALE LODGE. 

By-laws proride for trial by a Committee, instead of by the Lodge, which your Committee find 
to be an irregularity, and suggest that they be amended so as to conform to the by-laws of the 
Grand Lodge. 


APOLLO LODGE. 

This Lodge adopted By-Laws for their government while U. D., which was unnecessary. It 
also proceeded to elect officers, which has, however, been explained to your Committee as in- 
formal. 
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MOZART LODGE. 

Yonr Committee recommend that the several changes made upon the copy of By-Laws, sub- 
mitted by this Lodge, by this Committee, be adopted by the Lodge, and that Article 11 of Sec- 
tion 4 of the said By-Laws be stricken ont. and trom the last clause of Section 62 to and includ- 
ing Section (58, of the By-Laws of the Grand Lodge be inserted in lieu thereof. 

GREENVIEW LODGE. 

Records somewhat informal. Returns state in one place that G. F. Dowell and Z. T. Burns 
were initiated on the 14th of August, and in another on the 14th of Julj\ the latter evidently 
correct. 


OBLONG CITY LODGE. 

Records informal, and a general absence of Masonic terms. 

IRVINGTON LODGE. 

The records state that a petition was received and referred, but do not state what the peti- 
tioner asked foi;. The records fail to give the names of reference in petitions; fails to give the 
date of reception of petitions of William Fisher and J. M. Grismore; the returns say June 
8th. The returns fail to show that William Fisher, initiated July 9th, was ever elected. Re- 
turns and records do not agree as to the date of passing Brethren Fisher and Grismore. 


LAFAYETTE LODGE. 

Makes no return of the reference of petitions. 

CAMDEN LODGE. 

One petition received, of which record does not state what the petitioner asked for. Record 
as to opening and closing the Lodge informal. Breth. B. H. West, J. H. McIIatten, G. R. 
Anderson and Theodore IIettrick were raised in less than the regular time. 

GRAND CHAIN LODGE. 

Neglected to record Dispensation as required by law. Record shows a general lack of Ma- 
sonic terms, as to opening and closing, reception and reference of petitions, and conferring 
of degrees. By the record it appears that an E. A. was examined in a M. M. Lodge. 


MAYO LODGE. 

Not having completed its work, asks that its Dispensation may be continued, which request 
we recommend be granted. 


PHOENIX LODGE. 

This Lodge having done no work, we recommend that its Dispensation be continued.

Your committee appointed under the following resolution, adopted at the last Grand Com- 
munication. viz: 

“ Resolved , That a committee of five be appointed to select a suitable site in the city of Chi- 
cago, on which to bnild a “Temple,” or building for the Grand Lodge, and procure a refusal, of 
said site until all the Lodges in the State can be made acquainted with such selection, and 
have received a printed copy of the report just made, and when a majority of such lodges 
shall have sanctioned such selection, the committee shall be hereby empowered to complete 
such purchase or lease, and proceed in the usual way to make an offer for the same.” 

Respectfully report as follows: 

That in the month of October last, immediately after receiving notice of appointment, the 
Committee (with the exception of M. W. Bro. Thos. J. Turner) assembled in Chicago, for the 
purpose of consultation as to the best method of accomplishing the wishes of the Grand Lodge 
under the resolution. 


Being unable at that time to make any selection, the committee adjourned until November, 
when the committee again met and examined a number of eligible sites for the proposed build- 
ing, and appointed Breth. Egan and W. II. Turner a sub committee to ascertain the, owner- 
ship of the different sites under consideration, and the terms on which a refusal of the same 
could he obtained. At this meeting Bro. A. M. Bennett was appointed Secretary of the com- 
mittee. 

Your committee again met in March last, to receive the report of the sub-committee, which 
was to the effect that a refusal of either of the sites suitable for the purpose, could be obtained 
only on the payment of a considerable sum of money as a forfeit, say ten thousand dollars or 
more. The site considered by the committee as the most eligible for the purpose, was held at 
one hundred and eighty thousand dollars. The refusal of which, for thirty days, could have 
been obtained on payment of ten thousand dollars in hand, to be forfeited if the purchase was 
not consummated, and in case of the purchase being actually made, a fnrther sum of thirty- 
five thousand dollars, to be paid at the end of thirty days. 


The committee were unable to find any suitable location which coukl be obtained on terms 
better or even so good as this, and being entirely unprovided by the Grand Lodge with means 
to close such a bargain, or with any authority to obtain the same, were unable to procure the 
refusal of a site as contemplated in your resolution, and therefore found no necessity for sub- 
mitting any selection to the Lodges for approval.

REPORT COMMITTEE ON ADDRESS. 

Pending the count of the ballot for Grand Secretary, M. W. Bro. 
Bromwell, P. G. M., from the Committee to whom was referred the 
address of the M. W. Grand Master, submitted the following report : 


The Committee to whom was referred the Address of the Most Worshipful Grand Master, 
respectfully and fraternally report that (hey have considered the same as well as the limited 
time and opportunity allowed them would permit, and they are of opinion that the Ad- 
dress of the Grand Master, together with the large volume of documents, including corres- 
pondence with the Masonic authorities of several jurisdictions, gives evidence of great zeal, 
care and industry on the part of the Grand Master, and also shows that he has well and ahly 
maintained the honor and dignity of this Grand Lodge, both at home and abroad, in a man- 
ner which must b6 gratifying to all Masons of this jurisdiction. 

Your Committee recommend that so much of said Address as relates to Lodges under Dis- 
pensation be referred to the Committee on Lodges U. 1). 

That so much of said Address as relates to the case of Mechanicshnrg Lodge No. 200, be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Petitions. 

That so much of said Address as relates to the Masonic Temple, be referred to the Commit- 
tee on the Masonic Temple. 
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That so much of said address as relates to decisions made by the M. W. Grand Master, be 
referred to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence. 

That so much of said address as relates to the appointment of District Deputy Grand Masters 
be approved and the recommendation contained therein adopted. 

That the action of the M. W. Grand Master in the matters of Mount Pleasant Lodge No. 224, 
Muddy Point Lodge No. 396.*Neoga Lodge No. 279, Havana Lodge No. 88, Palmyra Lodge No. 
463, Streator Lodge No. 607, Kingston Mines Lodge No. 357, Ridge Farm Lodge No. 632, Doug- 
las Lodge No. 361, Onarga Lodge No. 305, and Westtield Lodge No. 163, be approved in all re- 
spects. 

In regard to the questions arising between this Grand Lodge and that of New York, touch- 
ing the case of George Van Houten, and involving the action of H. W. Bigelow Lodge No. 
438. and alsoin the matter of the complaint against Seneca Lodge No. 582, we recommend that 
the action of the Grand Master be approved. Also his action in relation to the case of Bro. 
Mark Pollock, and the proceedings of Chicago Lodge No. 437. 

In relation to the controversy between M. W. Grand Master Reynolds and the Most Wor- 
shipful Grand Master of Missouri, concerning the action of Mount Ncbo Lodge No. 76, in initia- 
ting Arthur D. Tappan; which action is alleged by the Groud Lodge of Missouri to be in vio- 
lation of the territorial jurisdiction of that Grand Lodge, your Committee would say, that in 
their opinion the acts of the Grand Master of Illinois, in the premises have been such as to 
entitle him to the warm thanks and approbation of this Grand Lodge, and the law in such 
cases as held by the Grand Master, properly held and applied, and the whole controversy 
shows a thorough mastery on his part of all the questions involved. 

In the first place it is clear to this Committee that according to the facts in the case of said 
Bro. Tappan, as ascertained and set forth by Grand Master Reynolds, he, Bro. Tappan, was, 
at the time of his initiation, a resident of the State of Illinois, and Mt. Neho Lodge was justi- 
fied in treating him as such. 

Your Committee are surprised at the doctrine laid down by the Grand Lodge of Missouri 
in namely, that the said Bro. Arthur D. Tappan having been initiated in a regular Lodge, is 
by reason of his residence being without the jurisdiction thereof, a clandestine Mason. 

It is a matter beyond the understanding of this Committee that a regular Lodge, working 
under a charter from a regular existing Grand Lodge, can make a clandestine Mason in any 
way. 

We hope the Grand Lodge of Missouri, for which the Grand Lodge and all our Lodges and 
Brethren entertain so high a respect and regard, will reconsider this expression of Masonic 
Law which we feel sure must have been uttered without that due reflection which usually 
characterizes the acts of that illustrious body. 

To conclude this matter briefly, we recommend that the action of our Grand Master be ap- 
proved: that this action on our part be communicated at once to the Grand Lodge of Missouri, 
with fraternal greeting and assurance of high esteem on our part toward that Grand Body. 

The recommendation of the Grand Master that estimates he made in advance, of the sums 
necessary to meet the proper expenses of the Grand Lodge during each fiscal year, and that 
a committee be clothed with the power and required to meet and pass upon all bills quarterly, 
your Committee deem worthy the attention of the Grand Lodge, and they beg leave to offer 
for adoption the annexed resolution on that subject. 

Your Committee further eudorse the opinion of the Grand Master in relation to recogniz- 
ing the Grand Lodge of Quebec as the only course now left by which tlie subject can be dis- 
posed of to the benefit of the Craft, and accordingly offer the following resolution: 

Fesolved , That this Grand Lodge recognizes the Grand Lodge of Quebec as a regular Grand 
Lodge, and extends its Masonic welcome to said Grand Lodge as one proper to take a place 
among the regular Grand Lodges of the Masonic World. 
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Your Committee beg leave to congratulate the Craft upon the happy condition it lias main- 
tained throughout our jurisdiction during the last year, as shown by the statements of the 
Grand Master concerning the laying of corner stones, dedications, Installations, anniversa- 
ries and meetings for exemplification of work attended by him. We understand that the 
meetings at Odin and Galesburg have been particularly useful to Masons in those sections of 
the State, and recommend that such meetings be held in other quarters. 

We join with the Grand Master in his touching tribute to the honored and lamented dead, who 
have been called from among us during the past year. May their memories he long cherished 
and their virtues imitated f bv the Craft who have enjoyed the benefit of their illustrious ex- 
ample. 

Finally, your Committee heg leave to joiu with the Grand Master and this Grand Lodge in 
thanks to all the officers, to whose etforts the Craft, are so much indebted, and in congratula- 
tion to the whole body of the Craft upon the good order, harmony and Brotherly Love which 
prevail among us, and in an invocation to the Grand Architect of the Universe that he may 
continue his blessing and approbation upon our labors.

ALABAMA. 


Communication of I860, commencing on December Gth. 1RG0, and continuing three days. 
Geo. D. Nonius, M. W. G. M., and Daniel Sayue, R. W. G. Secretary. 

The address of the Most Worshipful Grand Master is voluminous. lie announces the re- 
ception of the protest of the Grand Lodge of Louisiana against the action of the Grand Orient 
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of France, and shows that the assumption of the French Grand Body, that race or color has 
anything to do with the question, is without foundation, and recommends immediate action: 
he recommends the recognition of the Grand Lodge of New Brunswick: calls attention to 
the necessities of the “Orphans’ Home”; recommends a committee to compile a suitable 
Monitor for Subordinate Lodges Several decisions were made, but none on points of a new' 
or doubtful character. Seventeen dispensations were granted for opening new Lodges during 
the year. The Grand Master closes his address by recommending sundry Masonic publica- 
tions. 

R. W, Daniel Sayre was introduced and received as the Representative of the Grand 
Lodge of Illinois, near the Grand Lodge of Alabama, with the usual honors. 

A resolution was adopted ’‘recognizing the Grand Lodge of Canada as possessing supreme 
and sovereign control, and exclusive jurisdictional rights, within its territory," and that a vio- 
lation of these rights will be looked upon with disapprobation. 

A proposition to allow' the M. W. Grand Master to appoint the R. W. Deputy Grand Master 
w'as negatived. 

A resolution was adopted that, no Brother has the right to dimit, and that no Lodge has the 
power to grant a dimit. except for one ot' the three following reasons: To form a new’ Lodge; 
to join a Lodge more convenient, or to remove from the jurisdiction of the Lodge. 

Some discussion of points contained in former reports of the Committee on Masonic Corre- 
spondence of the Grand Lodge of Illinois is to be found in the report of the same committee 
of the Grand Lodge of Alabama, hut we do not see that a continuance of the discussion 
would be ot interest to the Craft. We w’otild, however, approve the fraternal spirit in which 
the discussion has been conducted. 

Suitable honors were awarded to Brethren deceased. 

Wm. P. Ohjllton was elected M. W. Grand Master, and Daniel Sayre w r as re-elected R. W. 
Grand Secretary. 


ARKANSAS. 


Communication of 186b, commencing November 1st, and continuing three days. E. H. Eng- 
lish, M. W. Grand Master, and W. D. Blocher, R. W, Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master pays a fitting tribute to the dead of the year, especially mentioning Na- 
thaniel G. Smith. Past Grand Master, and Wm. Hicks, Past Senior Grand Warden. 

Nineteen Dispensations were granted to open new Lodges during the year. During the 
Communication twenty-five new Lodges were chartered, five Dispensations to open new 
Lodges granted, and tw T o Dispensations coutinued. 

The Grand Master relates some very interesting incidents that have come under his own 
observation during his travels, showing the humanizing effects of Masonry : finds some fault 
with the lack of uniformity in the w’ork in the jurisdictions he has visited, but concludes it is 
neare” perfection than could be expected: recommends the usual appropriation to St. John’s 
College, a Seminary of learning under the control of the Grand Lodge; and reports two 
hundred and forty-two Lodges in his jurisdiction. 

By resolution offered by the < ’omniittee on Masonic Law and Usage, all Masonic correspond- 
ence and fraternal relations between the Grand Lodge of Arkansas and the Grand Orient of 
France, were discontinued. 

In consideration of his eminent services to the Order a valuable jewel was presented to 
the M. W. Grand Master. 


Grand Lodge of Illinois. 
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Wc find no notice of the Grand Lodge of Illinois in the report of the Committee on Foreign 
Correspondence. 

W. D. Blocher was elected M. W. Grand Master, and Luke E. Barber, was elected R. W. 
Grand Secretary. 


BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


Communication of 1869, commencing May 1st and continuing one day, J. W. Powell, W. 
Provincial Grand Master, and H. F. Heisterman, Provincial Grand Secretary. 

The communication was held at Victoria. The Grand Master finds that Lodges invade each 
others jurisdiction, and deplores the demoralizing effect of the reception of a candidate into 
one Lodge after having been rejected by another, and thinks it “opens the Masonic door to 
questionable if not unworthy subjects/ 1 We think the Provincial Grand Master condemns 
it very mildly. He complains of the ignorance that exists as to the rules governing the re- 
ception of candidates and the right of visitation. 

The Provinical Grand Master communicates to the Provincial Grand Lodge that he has re- 
ceived papers from the District Grand Lodge working under the Grand Lodge of England, 
proposing the establishment of an independent Grand Lodge for British Columbia, and that 
he had tiansmitted them to the Grand Lodge of Scotland, for the consideration of that Grand 
Body. It is to be hoped the movement will prove successful. 

The course of the Provincial Grand Master was approved by the Provincial Grand Lodge. 

Four Lodges were represented at this Communication with a membership of about one 
hundred and fifty. 

The District Grand Lodge, working by authority of the Grand Lodge of England, has the 
same number of Lodges under its care, and an equal number of members. The same Grand 
Master and Grand Secretary were continned in their respective chairs. 


CALIFORNIA. 


Communication of 1869, commencing October 12th, and continuing live days. Charles 
Marsh, M. W. Grand Master, and Alex. G. Abell, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master's address is brief and pertinent; he reports three violations of his juris- 
diction, each of which was promptly attoned for; he issued twelve dispensations for opening 
new Lodges, all of which were chartered by the Grand Lodge. Four new halls were dedi- 
cated. A dispensation to dedicate a hall jointly with another organization, was properly re- 
fused. The corner stone of an Episcopal .Methodist, Church, was laid by the Grand Master. 
The address recommends the abolition of the affiliation fee, and that there he required but one 
ballot for the degrees. 

Several representatives near other Grand Lodges were appointed, among them being one for 
the Grand Lodge of Illinois, in the person of M. W. Grand Master H. G. Reynolds. 

Nearly one hundred pages are devoted to the report of the Committee on Foreign Corres- 
pondence, in which Illinois is favorably noticed. The committee wonder, as so many have 
wondered, how a Grand Lodge with so many members, gets through with its business in two 
days, A very fair hit, is made at the “esoteric." and the “exoteric" work. 

II was decided by the Grand Lodge that the Master of a Lodge may resign his office and 
dirait from his Lodge; that the fee for affiliation should he abolished; that one ballot for three 
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degrees was not binding npon a subordinate Lodge. The Grand Lodge voted to suspend all 
Masonic intercourse with the Grand Orient of France, so long as that Bod}’ continues its un- 
lawful invasion of the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Louisiana. It was determined that 
the Lodge was the proper authority to decide whether a suicide was entitled to Masonic 
burial. 

A splendid address was delivered by Grand Orator Frank M. Pixley. 

Leonidas E. Pratt was elected M. W. Grand Master, and Alex. G. Abell re-elected It. W. 
Grand Secretary. 


CANADA. 


Communication of 1869, commencing July 16th, and continuing three days. A. A Steven- 
son, M. \V. Grand Master, and Thomas B. Harris, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master congratulates the Grand Lodge on the prosperity of Masonry in the ju- 
risdiction, reporting twelve Dispensations issued to open new Lodges: has laid the corner 
stone of a Masonic Hall and a Christian Church: regrets the greed of office which possesses 
some Brethren : speaks disconragingly of a Masonic Asylum, the erection of which has for 
some years been agitated: congratulates the Fraternity that the Lodges of Nova Scotia arc all 
quietly working under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of that Province; recommends the 
appointment of a committee to open negotiations with Lodges within the jurisdiction of the 
Grand Lodge of Canada, unoer charters not granted by that Body, and closes by expressing 
the hope that the deliberations of the Grand Lodge may be productive of beneficial results. 

A resolution introduced in Grand Lodge requiring two black balls for the rejection of a can- 
didate was very properly voted down. 

The greater part of the business of the Grand Lodge was of a local character. 

The report of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence is a brief and well digested produc- 
tion, containing much information in little space. The proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Il- 
linois are favorably mentioned. 

A. A. Stevenson was re-elected M. W. Grand Master, and Thomas B. Harris was re-elected 
R. W. Grand Secretary. 

A Special Emergent Communication of the Grand Lodge of Canada was held December 1st, 
1869, the purpose stated in the. proclamation to be “to adopt such measures as may be deemed 
necessary in view of the recent rebellion and secession of certain Lodges and Brethren within 
the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Canada.” This Communication was convened to eon- 
siderer the organization of the so-called Grand Lodge of Quebec, but as the M. W. Grand 
Master has already placed before the Grand Lodge the facts and papers in the case, your Com- 
mittee believe that no further necessity exists for pursuing the subject. The proper commit- 
tee will doubtless make such report in the premises as the case demands. 


CONNECTICUT. 


Communication of 1870, commencing May 11th, and continuing two days. Amos E. Cobb, 
M. W. Grand Master, and Joseph K. Wheeler, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master's address is brief and business-like. He reports Dispensations granted 
for opening six new Lodges, all of which were chartered at the annual Grand Communication. 

A body of men claiming to be Masons, and that they worked tinder a Dispensation granted 
by the African Grand Lodge of New York, asked for recognition, but were permitted to with- 
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draw (licir petition, no evidence having been produced that they were what they claimed 
to be. 

All Masonic intercourse was suspended with ihe Grand Orient of France, on account of its 
illegal assumption in Louisiana. 

The answer to the request of the Grand Lodge of Quebec for recognition was deferred until 
the next Grand Annual Comm unicat ion, and the hope expressed that the difficulties, before 
that time, would be settled by the Grand Bodies most interested. 

Copious extracts are made by the Committee on Foreign Correspondence from the address 
of M. W. Grand Master Reynolds, and also from the report of the Committee of this Grand 
Lodge, and fault is found, in a very fraternal spirit, with the strictures of R. W. Bro. Robbins 
on the claims to power put forth by the Grand Lodge of Connecticut, in which the Committee 
of the Connecticut Grand Lodge show themselves “workmen that need not be ashamed.” 
The report is an able one throughout. 

Asa Smitii was elected M. W. Grand Master, and Joseph K. Wheeler re-elected R. W. 
Grand Secretary. 


DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 


Communication of 1809, commencing November 2d. and continuing in session one day. R. 
B. Donaldson, M. W. Grand Master, and N. D. Larner, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

Very little business was done except to receive the report of the Committee on Foreign Cor- 
respondence and the address of the Grand Master. The latter was brief, and the former the 
reverse of (hat virtue, occupying *ome one hundred and twenty-five pages of the proceedings, 
of which seven are devoted to the Grand Lodge of Illinois. 

In the District of Columbia the. Grand Master is required to visit each Lodge in the jurisdic- 
tion at least once a year. It has been found that these visits exert a good iuflnence. 

The claim that has heretofore been put forth by the Grand Lodge of the District of Colum- 
bia, to the right to initiate, pass and raise persons, no matter where they may reside, is can- 
vassed pretty thoroughly, and with seeming fairness, by the M. W. Grand Master in his ad- 
dress to the Grand Lodge at the semi-annual session, and a proposition submitted to prohibit 
such action in future. It was laid over until the annual communication, but we are unable to 
find that any further action was taken in the matter. It is more astonishing that such a claim 
should be made, than that steps should be taken to relinquish it. 

Suitable notice of the death of Past Grand Master W. B. Magrttder was taken, and a new 
burial service was reported by a committee raised for that purpose at a former communi- 
cation. 

R. B. Donaldson was re-clected M. W. Grand Master, and N. D. Larner was rc-clectcd R. 
W. Grand Secretary. 


COLORADO. 


Communication of 1869, commencing September 28th, and continuing one day. Henry M. 
Teller, M. W. Grand Master, and Ed. C. Parmelek, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master's address is a very matter of fact document. He refused to grant a dis- 
pensation for a new Lodge because the Brethren had gone in debt for fixing up a hall in 
which to meet; refund another where the brethren were out of debt and well up in the 
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work, because of tlie sparscncss of the population, and refused a third because the 
petition caiDe into his hands only a month before the Annual Grand Communication. The 
Grand Master called the attention of the Grand Lodge to the prevalence of the vice of intem- 
perance. He closes by saying that the Lodges in all parts of the jurisdiction are doing well. 
Perhaps that is not an unnecessary announcement when all the published facts are re- 
membered. 

The decease of Past Grand Master Weston is feelingly alluded to, and a suitable tribute 
paid to his memory. A brief notice of the proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Illinois, is given 
in the report of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence. 

Henry M. Teller was re-elected M. W. Grand Master, and Ed. C. Parmelee was re-elect- 
ed R. W. Grand Secretary. 


DELAWARE. 


Communication of 1800, commencing June 28th, and continuing one day. Edwin J. Hor- 
ner, M. W. Grand Master, and J. P. Allmond, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master notices the decease of P. D. Grand Master Wm. Graves, and suitable 
tribute to his memory was paid. 

But one Lodge was constituted during the year. 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence give a detailed statement of the facts in the 
Louisiana case and say: “The Supreme Council has been recognized by the Grand Orient of 
France, in utter disregard of the rights of the Louisiana Grand Lodge.” Our own jurisdiction 
is not mentioned in the report of the Committee. 

Edwin J. Hornf.r was re-elected M. W. Grand Master, and J. P. Allmond was re-elected 
R. W. Grand Secretary. 


FLORIDA. 


Communication of 1870, commencing January 12th, and continuing three days. Samvel B. 
Stevens, M. W. Grand Master, and D. W. C. Hawkins, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

A communication was received from the Grand Master stating that a recent death in his 
family prevented him from being present at the communication, and conveying the announce- 
ment of the decease of Past Grand Master Thomas Y. Henry. R. W. Samuel Pasco, acting 
Grand Master, made a brief address. He gave some excellent advice, made allusion to the 
work of the Grand Lodge, not yet. finished, and exhorted to its completion. 

A revision of the standing rules of the Grand Lodge, containing alterations important to the 
Lodges in that jurisdiction, was adopted. 

The Grand Lodge withdrew all Masonic intercourse with the Grand Orient, of France, and 
with the irregular organization in Louisiana which it recognizes. 

A resolution was adopted to the effect that it was inexpedient to hastily recognize the Grand 
Lodge of Quehcc. 

The matters transacted at the late communications of the Grand Lodge of Florida, judging 
from the published proceedings, seem to have been loosely done, but there is evidence of 
amendment in the business performed at the last session. 
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The Committee on Foreign Correspondence have had the good sense to he brief and pointed 
in their report on Grand Lodge proceedings. Illinois conies in for a fraternal and commen- 
datory notice, though our staid, sober and dignified Past Grand Master Gorin would probably 
fail to recognize himself in the name of Givin, by which he seems to be known in that floral 
jurisdiction. 

Samuel Pasco was elected M. W. Grand Master, and Dewitt C. Dawkins was re-elected 
R. W. Grand Secretary. 


GEORGIA. 


Communication of 1869, commencing October 26th, and continuing three days. Samuel 
Lawrence, M. W. Grand Master, and J. Emmett Blackshear, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master introduces charity and labor for the good of mankind, as the sublime 
objects of Masonry ; deplores the apathy existing among the Craft; thinks the cause of the 
evil liesin negligent work; descants upon the arduous duties ofWorshipful Master; denounces 
the action of the Grand Orient of France as a wanton insult to the Grand Lodge of Louisiana; 
recommends that duplicate copies of proceedings be furnished to each Grand Lodge recognized ; 
and gives a detailed history of his Masonic labors through the year. He dislikes and would 
discountenance the “side degrees.” The address is eminently practical, and hence, val- 
uable. 

The proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Illinois for 1868, are briefly reviewed, and in a truly 
Masonic spirit. 

It was resolved that the Grand Orient of France be fraternally requested and urged to re- 
scind its action in the matter of the invasion of the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Louis- 
iana, as the Grand Lodge of Georgia cannot hold fraternal intercourse with any Masonic 
body that knowingly and wilfully recognizes clandestine Masons. 

Samuel Lawrence was re-elected M. W. Grand Master, and J. Emmett Blackshear was 
re-elected R. W. Grand Secretary. 


IDAHO. 


Communication of 1869, commencing October 4th, and continuing five days. Geo. H. Coe, 
M. W. Grand Master, and P. E. Edmonson, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master opens his address by congratulating his Grand Lodge that it has 
been recognized by every Grand Lodge in the United States. Two Dispensations to open 
new Lodges were issued. The Grand Master deplores the want of uniformity in the work, 
a fact that always obtains on the frontier; enjoins the absolute secresy and sacred ness of the 
ballot, protests against the making of Masons by Eastern Lodges, of persons whose homes 
are in the West. This protest has a bearing against a case said to have occurred in Horicon 
Lodge No. 241. of this jurisdiction, where a person said to reside within the jurisdiction of the 
Grand Lodge of Idaho, was made a Mason while on a visit to this State. Six Lodges were rep- 
resented and two others received charters. The Grand Master was requested to appoint a rep- 
resentative near each Grand Lodge that should appoint a similar officer near the Grand Lodge 
of Idaho. 

Subordinate Lodges were required to collect one dollar a year from each non-affiliated Mason 
in their several jurisdictions, to constitute a fund for the relief of orphans. Affiliation fees were 
abolished, bntaftera six months’ residence in the territory the non-affiliates must pay fees equal 
to those paid by a member. 
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Jonas W. Brown was elected M. W. Grand Master, and P. E. Edmonson re-elected R. W. 
Grand Secretary. 


INDIANA. 


Communication of 1870, commencing May 24th, continuing three days. Martin H. Rice, M. 
W. Grand Master, and John M. Bramwell. R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master opens his address by stating that among the Lodges of his jurisdiction 
there has been no strife or discord to interrupt the work; mentions prominently the decease of 
Past Grand Master Blair, formerly of Illinois; condemns the Grand Orient of France for its 
violation of the territory of the Grand Lodge of Louisiana; declines to' discuss the question of 
the regularity of the Grand Lodge of Quebec; reports twenty Lodges opened under Dispensa- 
tion during the year; states that a large number of halls have been dedicated and corner stones 
laid; speaks favorably of the Masonic mutual benefit societies that have sprung up in that 
jurisdiction, and represents them as having a numerous membership. A committee reported 
that it was eminently adapted to give aid and protection to the widows and orphans of deceased 
Masons. The report was adopted. 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence, to whom was referred the assumption of the 
Grand Orient of France of a jurisdiction in Louisiana, reported that the Grand Lodge of Louis- 
iana is the only legal Masonic authority in that State, having jurisdiction over the subordinate 
Lodges of Masonry, and resolved that the Conncil claiming to exist by authority from the Grand 
Orient, is a spurious and clandestine body. Masonic intercourse with the Grand Orient of 
France, was, by resolution of the Grand Lodge, dissolved. 

The consideration of the request of the Grand Lodge of Quebec for recognition, was post- 
poned until the next Grand Annual Communication. 

A memorial page is devoted “to the memory of those Masons who were cruelly murdered by 
order of the Spanish government, in Santiago de Cuba, in the Island of Cuba, without the ben- 
fit of a trial, simply for being Masons.” Pages are also set apart to commemorate the deaths 
of other brethren, among them that of Past Grand Master Blair. 

Martin II. Rice was re-elected M. W. Grand Master, and John M. Bramwell was re- 
elected R, W. Grand Secretary. 


IOWA. 


Communication of 1870, commencing June 7th, and continuing three days. John Scott, M. 
W. Grand Master, and Theodore S. Parvin, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master congratulates the Grand Lodge on the prosperity of the Craft in that 
jurisdiction; twenty-six Lodges have been opened by dispensation during the past year; sev- 
eral Masonic Halls have been dedicated; discipline has been needed but in few instances ; 
there is a commendable uniformity in the work; it is recommended that the Grand Lodge of 
Qnebec be recognized; the status of negroes, as to eligibility to receive the degrees of Ma- 
sonry, is discussed, and the position arrived at that it is a matter to bo decided by the Subor- 
dinate Lodges. 

The Grand Master made forty-nine decisions of questions in Masonsic jurisprudence, none 
of which are important'to this jurisdiction. 

Bitter complaint is made of the dilatory manner in which the chairman of the Committee 
on Foreign correspondence has performed his duties, and there seemed to be good cause 
for it. 
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The Grand Lodge recognized, in the fullest sense, the Grand Lodge of Quebec; resolved 
that “by the ancient constitutions the selection of members of subordinate Lodges belongs to 
the Lodges themselves, 1 ' and annulled all laws inconsistent therewith. 

Copious extracts are made from Grand Master Gorin's address, the report of the Illinois 
Committee on Masonic Correspondence extolled, the oral ion highly praised. It is stated that 
the report of the Illinois Committee is “compressed' 1 into one hundred and eighty-livo pages. 

Suitable notice was taken of the decease of Past Junior Grand Warden, Pearly Jackson. 

John Scott was re-elected M. W. Grand Master, and Theodore S. Pauvin was re-elected E. 
W. Grand Secretary. 


KANSAS. 


Communication of 1869, commencing October 20th, and continuing two days. John H. 
Brown, M. W. Grand Master, and E. T. Carr, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The annual address of the Grand Master is mostly devoted to home subjects, and deals iu 
a candid manner with existing facts. 

Two line Masonic Halls were dedicated during the year. 

The case of the Grand Lodge of Louisiana and the Grand Orient of France was brought up 
by the Grand Master, and was referred to a committee, which reported that all Masonic inter- 
course with the Grand Orient be suspended, and members hailing therefrom should not be 
recognized until that Grand Body reviews its action. The report was adopted. 

A favorable notice of the Grand Lodge of Illinois is found in the report of the Committee 
on Foreign Correspondence. 

John II. Brown was re-elected M. W. Grand Master, and E. T. Carr was re-elected R. W. 
Grand Secretary. 


KENTUCKY. 


Communication for 1869, commencing October 18th, and continuing four days. Elisiia S. 
Fitch, M. W. Grand Master, and J. M. S. McCorkle, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The address of the Grand Master is of length interminable; it occupies about twenty- 
eight closely printed pages. It includes facts, poetry, suggestions, thanks, exhortations, 
reports of doings, excuses, fears, vindications, elections, correspondence, regalia, represent- 
ation, confessions, &c. It contains much that is good and nothing that is bad, but tlu* chaff 
that covers the wheat makes it a serious work to search for the kernel. In addition to this, 
the Grand Master made an address at the laying of the cornerstone of the Widows’ and Or- 
phans’ Home, and a third on leaving the chair, all of which arc published. 

The Grand Master refused to errant Dispensations to open new Lodges; recommends the 
re-election of Grand Masters; the appointment of representatives near Grand Lodges; 
resistance to the aggressions of the Grand Orient of France, and speaks contemptuously of 
the anti-Masonic demonstrations in various parts of the country. 

Fraternal relations and correspondence with the Grand Orient of France were suspended. 

Nine new Lodges were chartered, and live Dispensations to open new Lodges were grant- 
ed ; three Dispensations before granted were continued, and seventeen applications for Dis- 
pensations for new Lodges were denied. 
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Thomas J. Pickett, Past Grand Master of this jurisdiction, is an active and working mem- 
ber of the Grand Lodge of Kentucky. 

Chaules Eqinton was elected M. W. Grand Master, and J. M. S. McCorkle was re-elected 
K. W. Grand Secretary. 


MAINE. 


Communication of 1870, commencing May 3d, and continuing three days. John H. Lynde, 
M. W. Grand Master, and Ira Berry, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

This was the Centennial Anniversary of the Grand Lodge. At a previous communication it 
had been resolved to celebrate it in suitable style, but in consequence of the expense it 
would entail, which the Grand Lodge was not In circumstances to meet, the resolution was 
reconsidered and the celebration omitted. 

The Grand Master issued three Dispensations to open new Lodges. 

He reports that in consequence of a traveling concern in Massachusetts, which pretended 
to confer the degrees of Masonry, he had issued an edict that no Mason from that State 
should be allowed to visit a Lodge under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Maine, with- 
out first exhibiting proof that he had received his degrees in a regular Lodge. 

We are sorry that the Masons of Maine are so poorly posted as to render such an edict 
necessary. What kind of evidence was considered necessary and proper is not stated. 

The recognition of the Grand Lodge of (Quebec is recommended, and the passage of non- 
intercourse resolutions against the Grand Orient of France was suggested. Both proposi- 
tions were adopted by the Grand Lodge. 

The Grand Master speaks severely against intemperance and profanity. 

Among the decisions made was one that “there is no regulation requiring a candidate to 
apply to the Lodge nearest his residence." Then we say there should be such a regulation. 
Another decision is that “an application to which the candidate has affixed his mark should 
not be received." That we take to be good and sonnd doctrine. 

Copious extracts are made by the Committee on Foreign Correspondence from the pro- 
ceedings of this jurisdiction, and generally with approval. 

The Committee very properly takes exception to the doctrine of the Grand Orient of 
France, when tint body says, in substance, that a belief in God is not necessary as a qualifi- 
cation for a candidate for the degrees in Masonry. A belief in the existence of God— so 
much theology there is in Masonry. It is just enough, and none too much. II must be pre- 
served inviolate — sacred. 

John H. Lynde was re-elected M. W. Grand Master, and Ira Berry was re-elected R. W. 
Grand Secretary. 


MARYLAND. 


Communications of 1869. John Coates, M. W. Grand Master, and Jacob H. Medairy, R. 
W. Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master’s address for the May Communication is very brief, and entirely de- 
voted to the debt for and dedication of the Masonic Temple. A tax of two dollars a year on 
each affiliated Mason was assessed, to be paid until the income from the Temple will meet 
the interest on the debt. 
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At the Annual Communication, iu November, the Grand Master reported that he had is- 
sued Dispensations for opening three new Lodges. The address is unusually destitute of 
interest and information, the reason of which may be found in the ill health of the Grand 
Master. 

The Grand Charity Fund is reported to be $68,139 42.

MASSACHUSETTS. 


Communications for 1869, March, June, September and December. Wm. Sewall Gardner, 
M. W. Grand Master, and Solon Thornton, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

From the address of the Grand Master, at the March Communication, wc should infer an un- 
pardonable looseness in recording the proceedings in that jurisdiction. A provision for a com- 
mittee to examine the records has been ignored for ten years past. A charity fund of $50,- 
000 is in such a condition of forgetfulness that the Grand Master did not even know the 
Board of Trustees, or if there existed such a Board; no report of the expenditures for build- 
ing the Temple had been made by the Directors, and various other odd methods of transact- 
ing business are brought to light. 

The subjects contained in the Grand Master's address were referred to a committee, who 
fonnd them of so much consequence as to require more time for consideration than was fur- 
nished by that session. 

At the June Communication, a committee, to whom had been referred the Franco-Louisi- 
ana case, made a full report of the facts. At the close of the report, they say the Supreme 
Council, char^red by the Grand Orient of France in Louisiana, is a spurious, nnmasonic 
body: that the lirand Lodge of Louisiana has been wounded and injured in its just preroga- 
tives by the decree of the Grand Orient of France, but neglect to recommend the severance 
of all Masonic intercourse with the Grand Body inflicting the injury. 

The committee on the address delivered by the Grand Master at the March Communica- 
tion, reported that “several things seemed to need correcting,” and committees were ap- 
pointed to undertake the task of correction. 

The committee also reports, in substance, that the claim of the Grand Orient of Franco 
to the right to establish Lodges in other independent jurisdictions, is wrong. 

The recommendations of the committee were adopted, but as it is not quite clear from 
the record what these recommendations wore, we are left to infer that the action of the 
Grand Orient aforesaid is condemned. 

The address of the Grand Master, at the Annual Communication in December, relates solely 
to local matters. A communication was received from the Grand Lodge of Canada relative 
to the organization of the Grand Lodge of Quebec, and referred to a committee, which failed 
to report. Eleven Dispensations for opening new Lodges were issued during the year. 

Wm. Sewall Gardner was re-elected M. W. Grand Master, and Solon Thornton was re- 
elected R. W. Grand Secretary. 


MICHIGAN. 


Communication of 1870, commencing January 12th, continuing three days. A. T. Met- 
calf, M. W. Grand Master, and James Fenton, R. W. Grand Secretary. 
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The address of the Grand Master is unusually exhaustive. Thirteen Dispensations to 
open new Lodges were granted; ten Masouic Halls were dedicated; the corner stones of 
two buildings Masonically laid. 

The Grand Master decided that a ballot for a candidate when all the members present did 
not vote, because of want of balls, was invalid; that ouly three reasons for granting a dimit 
could exist: the candidate about to travel in foreign countries, to remove beyond the juris- 
diction of the Lodge, or to petition, with others, for a Dispensation to organize a new Lodge, 

The case of the Grand Lodge of Quebec is stated. While granting that Masonic jurisdic- 
tion should be held as far as possible by political boundaries, he regrets that an amicable ad- 
justment has not been reached by the brethren immediately interested, and recommends the 
Grand Lodge of Michigan to refrain from all interference in the matter. 

The Grand Master calls attention to an invasion of jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Louis- 
iana by the Grand Orient, but recommends no action in the premises. 

The Committee to whom was referred the subject of dimits, reported that they were unable 
to agree, some holding with the Grand Master, and others that a brother in good standing had 
a right to a dimit at any time on application. The Grand Lodge adopted the report. How- 
ever, we do not qnite see how the question was decided. 

The Grand Lodge unanimously adopted a resolution suspending Masonic intercourse with 
the Grand Orient of France. 

We do not observe that any action was taken relative to the recognition of the Grand Lodge 
of Quebec. 

A. T. Metcalf was re-elected M. W. Grand Master, and James Fenton was re-elected R. W. 
Grand Secretary. 


MINNESOTA. 


Communication of 1870, commencing January 11th, and continuing three days. C. W. Nash, 
M. W. Grand Master, and W. S. Combs. R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master felicitates the body over which he presides, on the prosperity of the past 
year. Five Dispensations for opening new Lodges were issued. The Grand Master recom- 
mended the subject of the recognition ot the Grand Lodge of Quebec be referred to a special 
committee, but it fell into the bands of the Committee on Jurisprudence, from whom no report 
was received. 

The Grand Lodge protested solemnly against the action of the Grand Orient of France, in 
the Louisiana case, and pathetically besought that Grand Body to reconsider and rescind that 
action. Tt instructed its subordinates to be particularly strict in the examination of visitors 
from Louisiana, and to admit those only who were made in regular Lodges. 

The report of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence is pithy, pointed and brief. The 
Grand Lodge of Illinois is fraternally noticed. 

Charles W. Nash was re-elected M. W. Grand Master, and W. S. Combs R. W. Grand 
Secretary. 


MONTANA. 


Communications of 1808 and 1869. 

M. W. Grand Master Frart at the opening of the communication of 1868, congratulates the 
Grand Lodge on the strength, beauty and harmony of Masonry in that jurisdiction. He re- 
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commends that the law which permits Lodges under dispensation to try members on charges 
preferred, should be abrogated. Well informed Masons will wonder hoM> such a law could 
have been enacted. 

The remainder of the addressis devoted to matters of a local character. 

Wilber P. Sanders was elected M. W. Grand Master, and Sol. Starr R. W. Grand Sec- 
retary. 

At the communication for 1869, the Grand Master opens his address in a glowing eulogy 011 
Masonry in general, and on that which lia* been transplanted to Montana, in particular. He 
reports that he has set aside the laws of the Grand Lodge in certain instances— in three cases 
only— these cases being to grant leave to a Lodge which had balloted for and rejected a can- 
didate, to try it again before the legal period had expired: A law that the less frequently it is 
violated, even by a Grand Master, the better it will be for Masonry. However, the Grand Lodge 
seem to approve snch violations, and sanctioned the act. 

A very flattering notice is given by the Committee on Foreign Correspondence of the pro- 
ceedings of this Grand Lodge. 

N. P. Langford was elected M. W. Grand Master, and Sol. Starr was re-elected R. W. 
Grand Secretary. 


MISSOURI. 


Communication of 1869, commencing October 11th, and continuing fonr days. John D. Vin- 
cil, M. W. Grand Master, and Geo. F. Goitley, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The address of the Grand Master covers thirty-two pages and may be called an exhausting 
document. He asks that Deputy Grand Masters may be authorized to give their opinions on 
disputed subjects, thus relieving the Grand Master of much labor: reports the issue of twen- 
ty-three dispensations to open new Lodges; proposes that District Deputy Grand Masters be 
required to recommend petitions as a condition of issuing Dispensations: reports that Lodges 
of instruction have been held with good results: the arrest of the charters. of several Lodges — 
one for refusal to punish a brother for stealing, and another for refusing to adopt the form of 
work prescribed by the Grand Lodge: one for initiating a man who had been rejected, without 
the proper action taken, and several others were closed for various misdemeanors. 

The Grand Master seems not to have reposed on a bed of roses during his administration. 

The Grand Master also reports an invasion of his territory by Mt. Nebo Lodge, of Illinois, 
by receiving to full grown Masonry, one who had resided for several years in Santa Fe. Ap- 
plication in the proper quarter for redress would probably have righted the wrong. 

The Grand Lodge of Missouri holds all Masons made in an Army Lodge to be clandestine, 
and receives them only after they have become members of a regular Lodge. Such is the de- 
cision of the Grand Master who refused to recognize one of these Masons, though certified by 
the Grand Secretary of this jurisdiction. A considerable portion of the address is devoted to 
the review and reversal of the decisions of a former Grand Master. Most of the suggestions 
and recommendations were approved by the Grand Lodge. 

The Grand Lodge of West Virginia was recognized, and all Masonic intercourse between the 
Grand Orient of France and th^ Grand Lodge of Missouri was suspended. 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence reviews the proceedings of the Grand Lodge of 
Illinois, and charges the chairman of the similar committee of this jurisdiction with attaching 
a meaning to its words which they will not hour; ‘‘trying to make them say that the large 
number of Dispensations issued in Illinois for conferring degrees out of the regular time, arc 
conferred on unworthy persons.” The explanation is that the Committee of the Grand Lodge 
of Missouri said “that nine-tenths ot those who apply for Dispensations to get the degrees, 
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just before they arc going to travel, do so from mercenary motives.” Wc leave it to the Mis- 
souri brethren to say whether a candidate who would apply for the degrees through merce- 
nary motives, ought to be considered entirely worthy. The distinction seems to us to be with- 
out a difference. 

Thomas J. Turner, P. G. Master, was appointed representative of the Grand Lodge of 
Missouri, near the Grand Lodge of Illinois. 

Wm. D. Muir was elected M. W. Grand Master, and Geo. Frank Goulet was re-elected 
R. W. Grand Secretary. 


MISSISSIPPI. 


Communication of 1870, commenced January 17th, and continued four days. Thomas S. 
Garthright, M. W. Grand Master, and J. L. Power, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The address of the Grand Master is diffuse. He congratulates the Grand Lodge on the im- 
proved condition of the jurisdiction over the previous year: reproaches himself for grantiug 
so many Dispensations for balloting for candidates once rejected: a deserved reproach, we 
should say; decides that seven Master Masons are necessary to do business in a Lodge; com- 
plains that the laws of the Grand Lodge prescribe a premium for non-affiliation: recommends 
the erection of a Grand Lodge Temple; advises Masons to treat new citizens kindly, and to 
extend the same consideration to the whites who hold different opinions from themselves; 
makes an eloquent appeal for the Orphans’ Home ; calls attention to the Grand Lodge of 
Quebec, and closes with a very appropriate quotation from the poets. 

Dispensations for eight new Lodges were issued. The Committee on Masonic Law made an 
elaborate report, covering the ground occupied by thirty-four questions, none of which are of 
sufficient importance to claim special notice. A question is to be submitted to the Grand 
Lodge, at its next communication, to the effect, that as Masonry has become specula- 
tive instead of operative, cannot a man who has lost a finger, an arm, or a leg, or who is 
otherwise maimed, perform all the social and moral duties incumbent on Masons, and should 
he not therefore be admitted? 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence made a report which contains much valuable 
matter. In relation to our own Grand Lodge there is nothing singular, unless it be an indi- 
vidual enriosity to know what a “Rail Road Secretary” is, and a mild stricture on the lan- 
guage of a former report of a Committee on Foreign Correspondence of this Grand Lodge. 

George R. Fearn was elected M. W. Grand Master, and J. L. Power was re-elected R. W. 
Grand Secretary. 


NEVADA. 


Communication of 1869, commencing September 21st, and continning three days. 

George W. IIopkins, M. W. Grand Master, and Wm. A. M. VanBokkelen, R. W. Grand 
Secretary. 

The Grand Master expresses his fears that the sudden and growing popularity of our Fra- 
ternity may prove detrimental to its interests and stability; thinks where the increase of 
membership is slow, the new ones better assimilate with the old than if the influx is great 
and sudden. He reports that peace and harmony pervade his jurisdiction, and that Brethren 
have exercised considerable care in the selection of material for the moral and Masonic edi- 
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fice; complains of the invasion of the jurisdiction by New York Lodges, hut reports satisfac- 
tion made, and says he has issued one Dispensation to open a new Lodge. The address is 
brief and practical. 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence speak fraternally of the Grand Lodge of Illi- 
nois, and quote liberally from its proceedings. It was decided that no cypher should be 
used in the jurisdiction. 

A special committee was raised to procure a design for a Grand Lodge Diploma. The 
Grand Lodge of West Virginia received fraternal recognition. The matter of the invasion 
of the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Louisiana, for want of time to investigate it, was 
postponed to the next Annual Communication. 

Complaint was made that the Grand Lodge of Kansas chartered a Lodge at Salt Lake 
City, which had worked two years under a Dispensation from the Grand Lodge of Nevada 
and had been refused a Charter by that Grand Body, and also by the Grand Lodge of Mon- 
tana. We apprehend it would be difficult to justify the action of the Grand Lodge of Kansas 
upon any recognized principle of Masonic comity. 

The Committee on Jurisprudence, to which was referred the often propounded question as 
to what physical defects in the candidate should bar the entrance to the Lodge, reported that 
“men made Masons must be free-born, of mature age, of good report, hale and sound, and 
not deformed or dismembered.” Very properly the Grand Lodge adopted the report. 

The effort of the Grand Orator occupies a page and a half of the proceedings and is a valu- 
able production, saying less and containing more than many much more pretentious. 

George W. IIopkins was elected M. W. Grand Master, and William A. M. VanBokkelen 
re-elected R. W. Grand Secretary. 


NEBRASKA. 

Communication of 1869, commencing October 26. Harry P. Deuel, M. W. Grand Master, 
and R. W. Furnas, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

Grand Master Irish, having received a government appointment which required his ab- 
sence from the State, the duties of that office, for a part of the year, were performed by Dep- 
uty Grand Master Deuel, and both reported their doings to the Grand Lodge. 

Grand Master Irish reported a case where a brother was elected a W. M. of a Lodge in Ne- 
braska while he was still a member of a Lodge in Connecticut, the Lodge and W. M. claim- 
ing that his election to that office constituted him a member. The Grand Master very prop- 
erly decided that he was a member of the Connecticut Lodge. 

Three Dispensations to open new Lodges were issued by the Grand Master, and a like num- 
ber were granted by the Deputy Grand Master, and all received charters, as did another which 
had worked under Dispensation from previous year. 

Measures were taken looking to the erection of a building to accommodate the Annual 
Communications of the Grand Lodge. 

Harry P. Deuel was elected Grand Master, and R. W. Furnas was re-elected R. W. Grand 
Secretary. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


Semi-Annual Communication, held December 29th, and Annual Communication held June 
9th and 10th, 1869. Alexander M. Winn, M. W. Grand Master, and Horace Chase, R. W. 
Grand Secretary. 
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No business of importance was transacted at the semi-annual communication. 

The Grand Master’s report to the Annual Communication is very brief and of no general im- 
portance. One Dispensation for a new Lodge was issued. The same brevity and lack of 
general interest characterise all the proceedings. The jurisdiction is prosperous, quiet and 
happy, and needs no legislation. There were no differences to settle. 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence reported that the Grand Orient of France, nor 
any other Masonic authority had the right to establish Lodges within the jurisdiction of an 
existing Grand Lodge. A favorable notice is given of the Grand Lodge of Illinois. 

Alexander M. Winn was re-elected M. W. Grand Master, and Horace Chase R. W. Grand 
Secretary. 


NEW JERSEY. 


Communication of 1870, commencing January 19th, and continuing two days. 

Henry R. Cannon, M. W. Grand Master, and Joseph H. Hough, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The address of the Grand Master is principally devoted to local affairs. He enters warmly 
into the subject of representation near Grand Lodges, and regrets that “some decided efi’ort 
had not been made to unite in the bonds of fraternal intercourse, the Grand Lodges of the 
country.” He mentions the application of the Grand Lodge of Quebec for recognition, but re- 
commends no particular action except reference to a committee, lie proposes the same course 
with the Grand Orients of France and Italy, and also on petition of colored men claiming to 
be Masons, for reception into Lodges. 

The last named petition was referred to the Committee on Jurisprudence, who reported that 
the matter was of so much importance that it could not be disposed of at that Communication, 
and recommended that it be referred to a special committee to report at the next Communica- 
tion, which was agreed to. 

The special committee, to whom was referred the correspondence from the Grand Orients 
of France and Italy, regretted that circumstances had recently occurred which precluded them 
from respondingin as cordial terms as they would have been glad to use. Not having suf- 
ficient information concerning the Grand Orient of Italy, and the Grand Lodge of Quebec, 
they recommended that a special committee to sit during recess, be raised, to report at the 
next Communication, the Grand Lodge of Quebec remaining unrecognized, and it was so 
ordered. 

The review of the proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Illinois, is short, fair and pointed. 

Robert Rusling was elected Grand Master, and Joseph II. Hough, who has filled the of- 
fice for thirty-two years , was re-elected R. W. Grand Secretary. 


NEW YORK. 


Communication of 1870, commencing June 7th, and continuing four days. James Gibson, 
M. W. Grand Master, and James M. Austin, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master’s address is lengthy, minute and exhaustive, lie refers in fitting terms 
to the death of P. G. M. Robert D. Holmes, of whom he gives a brief biographical sketch. 
Seven Dispensations to open new Lodges were granted, and seventeen petitions for that pur- 
pose were denied. Much complaint has been made against Lodges in that jurisdiction for 
using material belonging to others. Correction of the wrong has been provided. The Grand 
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Master complains of that fault in this jurisdiction, but says that ample reparation has been 
made. 

A singular question was propounded to the Grand Master, and it was more foolish than sin- 
gular. The query was, whether a member of a Lodge, called upon to testify in a court of jus- 
tice, should testify to the truth when it would “injure or disgrace a brother, or a brother's 
wife."’ The Grand Master very properly decided that where a Mason had sworn to “tell the 
truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth,” he should not fail to do it. 

A Lodge in New York buried a Mason who belonged to a Lodge in Indiana, charging the 
expenses to the Lodge to which the deceased belonged, which refused to pay the demand. 
The Grand Lodge of Indiana sustained the Lodge in the refusal. The Grand Master says that 
the action of the New York Lodge is that usually pursued by Lodges in that State. The Com- 
mittee on Jurisprudence reported that one jurisdiction could not make laws lor another, and 
so the matter stands. 

The proceedings at laying of the comer stone of the new Masonic Temple are given in full. 
They were imposing and impressive. The report of the Committee on Foreign Correspond- 
ence is full and yet interesting. It contains a very flattering notice of the Grand Lodge of 
Illinois, and generally accedes to its decisions, but excepts to that which holds that a protest 
against the advancement of a brother is more permanent in its effect than an adverse ballot. 

John II. Anthon was elected M. W. Grand Master, and James M. Austin R. TV. Grand Sec- 
retary. 


NORTH CAROLINA. 


Communication of 18G9, commencing December 6th, and continuing four days. Robert B. 
Vance, M. TV. Grand Master, and Donald W. Bain, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The address of the Grand Master relates chiefly to local affairs, and in that regard is worthy 
of admiration. He reports general harmony and prosperity throughout the State. 

Nine Dispensations for opening new Lodges were issued. The Grand Master recommends 
that the Deputy Grand Master be appointed by the superior officer ; that the Grand Secretary be 
ex-ojfficio chairman of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence; that fraternal intercourse be 
withdrawn from the Grand Orient of France. The last mentioned matter was reported upon 
by the Committee on Foreign Correspondence, who recommended the severance of Masonic 
intercourse with that Grand Orient. The report was adopted. 

The report of the committee reviews the proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Illinois for 
1868, and quotes largely from the address of the Grand Master. 

Ninety-one Lodges in that State (North Carolina) have gone out of existence. 

Robert B. Vance was re-elected M. W. Grand Master, and Donald W. Bain R. W. Graud 
Secretary. 


OHIO. 


Communication of 1869, commencing October 19th, and continuing three days. Howard 
Mathews, M. W. Grand Master, and Joun D. Caldwell, R. TV. Grand Secretary. 

Fourteen Dispensations were issued for opening new Lodges. The report of the Grand 
Master is an able document. Two public discussions of the merits and demerits of Masonry 
have been held in Ohio, during the past year. TVe agree with the Graud Master when he 
says: “It is degrading the institution of Masonry, and humiliating to its friends, to see this 
public discussion of its merits.” We hope to hear no more of it. 
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The invasion of the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Louisiana is spoken of in fitting 
terms, and action by the Grand Lodge is recommended. Accordingly the Grand Lodge pro- 
hibits all members of Lodges in its jurisdiction from holding Masonic intercourse or fraternal 
relations with those who claim to have received the Symbolic degrees through the so-called 
Supreme Council, chartered by the Grand Orient of France, which, in our opinion, is rather a 
mild way of discountenancing such a flagrant wrong. The Committee on Foreign Corres- 
pondence denounce the body in Louisiana, recognized by the Grand Orient, as clandestine. 

Alexander H. Newcomb was elected M. W. Grand Master, and John D. Caldwell was re- 
elected R. W. Grand Secretary. 


OREGON. 


Communication of 1869, commencing June 21st, and continuing three days. Avery W. 
Smith, M. W. Grand Master, and J. E. Hurford, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

There was one Dispensation granted for opening a new Lodge. 

The Grand Master decided that an Entered Apprentice, becoming maimed after initiation, 
is entitled to advancement ; he laments there are so many non-affiliated Masons, and recom- 
mends that a resolution be passed making it the duty of Worshipful Masters of Lodges to 
notify such non-affiliates to prefer their petitions for membership, or show cause why they 
should not be expelled; suggests that a dimit should only be evidence of good standing, and 
not a clearance from the Lodge until deposited for membership; decides that a member has 
the right to object to the admission of a Mason not a member, and that the Worshipful Mas- 
ter must exclude all persons so objected to. 

The Grand Lodge modified the recommendation of the Grand Master by abolishing all fees 
for affiliation, and making it the duty of subordinate Lodges to persuade those not 
members to become such; that if a member objects to the entrance of any Mason into his 
Lodge, he must prefer charges against him. 

At the communication for 1870, commencing June 20th, and continuing three days, the 
Grand Master reports the issuing three Dispensations to open new Lodges. 

Representatives near most of the Grand Lodges of the several States were appointed, R. 
W. Bro. O. H. Miner, being honored with the appointment in this jurisdiction. 

The Committee on Jurisprudence say they could not report in the case of the Grand Lodge 
of Quebec. The Grand Orient of France was condemned, and fraternal intercourse prohib- 
ited with those Masons who owe it allegiance. 

Conciliatory resolutions were passed relative to a difficulty with the Grand Lodge of Wash- 
ington Territory. 

D. G. Clark was elected M. W. Grand Master, and J. E. Hurford re-elected R. W. Grand 
Secretary. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 


Communication for 1869. Richard Vaux, M. W. Grand Master, John Thompson, R. W. 
Grand Secretary. 

There is nothing of general Interest to be noticed in the proceedings of the Quarterly Com- 
munications. The Annual Communication opened on the 27th of December. There were 
two addresses by as many Grand Masters, the outgoing and the incoming.

Grand Master Vaux opposes with vehemence the system of the representation of Grand 
Lodges, by the appointment of representatives near them ; takes ground with the Grand 
Lodge of Canada as against the Grand Lodge of Quebec; does not think much of the corrob- 
orative testimony to the truth of Masonic history said to have been found on the site of Sala- 
mis; eulogizes the Pennsylvania work; deprecates calling Masonry progressive, and closes in 
an eloquent peroration. 

Grand Master Lamberton, who succeeded to the East, congratulates the Grand Lodge on 
the prospect of the erection of a Temple, which “mil be peerless among Masonic edifices;” 
speaks wisely of the necessary qualifications of officers; enlarges on the proper use of the 
ballot, from which it is difficult to decide whether he would be stern and just, or mild and 
charitable; insists very unreasonably that D. D. Grand Masters should be qualified for their 
stations, recommends the Temple once more and closes. 

The report of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence occupies about a hundred and 
fifty pages, and is minute and verbose. If, as is stated in the document, “brevity is the soul 
of wit,” we might be discouraged in searching in their report lo find it. Illinois is noticed. 
The Committee offer a resolution to sever all Masonic intercourse with the Grand Orient of 
France, and with all Masons owning fealty to that body, but as we do not find that the report 
was adopted, we have no right to conclude the regulation is in force. 

Robert A. Lamberton, elected at a previous communication, was installed M. W. Grand 
Master, and John Thompson was re-elected and installed R. W. Grand Secretary. 


SOUTH CAROLINA. 


Communication of 1869, commencing on the 16th of November, and continuing two days. 
James Conner, M. W. Grand Master, and R. S. Bruns, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master congratulates the Grand Lodge on the continued prosperity of the juris- 
diction ; states that its relations with other Grand Lodges are most friendly ; that the objec- 
tions to the recognition of the Grand Lodge of West Virginia had been removed, and recom- 
mends its recognition; says the Lodges generally ceased work during the war; that many of 
them lost their jewels and other property, and their members were scattered never to return. 
In 1865 but twenty-six Lodges were represented. The Grand Master expresses a fear of the 
too rapid increase of the Lodges, and of membership, and of too little care in the selection of 
material: recommends that names shall be given to Lodges which are not offensive to good 
taste: disapproves of the common use of dispensations to evade the by-laws, and states that 
he had refused to grant them except in extreme cases. 

The Grand Master speaks in fitting, yet fraternal terms of the action of the Grand Orient of 
France in the recognition of the spurious body of clandestine Masons in the jurisdiction of 
Louisiana, and earnestly advises the Grand Lodge to stand by the right. lie clearly shows 
that the issue between the two Grand Bodies, is not upon the question of race or color, but 
whether the Grand Orient of France has the Masonic right to establish Lodges within the ju- 
risdiction of the Grand Lodge of Louisiana. If this may be done then it may be done every- 
where, and fraternal intercourse and Masonry itself is at an end. 

The recommendations of the Grand Master were concurred in, and all Masonic intercourse 
with the Grand Orient of France was discontinued. 

James Conner was re-elected M. W. Graud Master, and B. Rush Campbell was elected R. 
W. Grand Secretary. 
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TEXAS. 


Conuminication of 1870, commencing June 13th, and continuing six days. Philip C. Tucker, 
M. W. Grand Master, and George H. Bringhurst, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The address of the Grand Master is lengthy, showing much labor, but principally devoted to 
local affairs. Dispensations were issued for opening ten new Lodges. A source of difficulty 
too common in all jurisdictions, was found in Texas. That Grand Lodge has settled the ques- 
tion that a candidate must not be maimed. A Lodge initiated one in that condition. The 
Grand Master arrested its charter, and the Grand Lodge approved the act. 

The questions connected with the recognition of the Grand Lodge of Quebec are ably stated 
by the Grand Master, and fully set forth in the report of the Committee on Foreign Corres- 
pondence. Its recognition was recommended, and it was so ordered. The Grand Lodge refused 
to recognize the “Grande Oriente della Masoneria, Italia,*’ over which General Garibaldi pre- 
sides. 

The Grand Lodge decided that a dimit may be granted when the Lodge becomes too 
large; when the brother dimits to join another Lodge; or when he is about to remove, or 
has removed to the jurisdiction of another Lodge ; in all other cases the Lodge shall be judge 
of the sufficiency of the cause. We suppose it is intended to say the brother has a right to 
demand a dimit when the specified causes exist, and the Lodge is bound to grant it. 

The report of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence is an able and well condensed doc- 
ument, and reading it does not involve the digestion of a mass of irrelevant matter. 

Clinton M. Winkler was elected M. W. Grand Master, and George H. Bringhurst re- 
elected R. W. Grand Secretary. 


VIRGINIA. 


Communication of 1809, commencing December 13th, and continuing four days. William 
Terry, M. W. Grand Master, and John Dove, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master in his address grapples with the question of recognition of persons of 
color, claiming to be Masons. He says: “It is our right to exclude not only individuals but 
classes or races.” He did not feel at liberty to consider the subject in recess, nor in any man- 
ner to forestall the action of the Grand Lodge. He closes on the subject by saying: “There 
is no halfway ground. To grant the right of representation in any form, or on any condition, 
is a clear recognition of their Masonic existence, and would be the entering w’edge to a com- 
plete and final breaking dowrn of all distinctions of race or color.*’ The Grand Master recom- 
mends nothing. 

The committee appointed for that purpose reported that an amicable and truly Masonic ad- 
justment of the difficulty with the Grand Lodge of West Virginia, had been consummated. 

The committee to whom was referred the matter of the recognition of colored persons claim- 
ing to be Masons, reported that if Masons at all, they w r ere illegally such, as they said they 
had received the degrees in a Lodge in Virginia which w as chartered by a Grand Lodge having 
no jurisdiction. They could not, therefore, be recognized. A resolution in harmony with the 
report w as adopted. A resolution was also passed sustaining the Grand Lodge of Louisiana in 
her jurisdiction, as against the Grand Orient of France. 

Eighteen dispensations to open new' Lodges w r ere granted, fifteen of w'hich received charters 
at the Grand Communication. 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence made no report, but the Grand Secretary ac- 
knowledges the receipt of copies of the proceedings of Grand Lodges, among them being 
those of Illinois. 
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T. F. Owens was elected M. W. Grand Master, and John Dove re-elected R. W. Grand Sec- 
retary. 


RHODE ISLAND. 


Annual Communication of 1800, commencing: May 16th. Thomas A. Doyle, M. VV. Grand 
Master, and Charles D. Greene, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The address of the Grand Master is brief and confined to local subjects. A Dispensation to 
open a new Lodge was issued, and a hall was dedicated by the Grand Master. He recom- 
mended that steps be taken to erect a new Masonic Temple, and a committee was raised for 
that purpose. 

The deaths of an uncommonly large number of aged Masons, are announced. Pardon 
Sayles, aged 84; Jonathan Ballou, 70; John W. Hill, 70; James Coffin, 81 ; John W. 
Davis, 70; William Field, 73: Charles Cotton, 82; Remington Arnold, 72; George Taft, 
78. We doubt if similar instances of longevity can be found in any other body. 

Thomas A. Doyle was re-eleeted M. W. Grand Master, and Edward B. Knight, R. W. Grand 
Secretary. 


WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 


Communication of 1860, commencing September 16th, and continuing three days. Benj. E. 
Lombard, M. W. Grand Master, and Thomas M. Reed, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master reports that he has visited all the chartered Lodges in his jurisdiction, 
and found harmony and fraternity prevailing. One Dispensation to open a new Lodge was 
granted. The address closes with the expression of profund regret that the difficulty between 
the Grand Lodges of Washington and Oregon still remains unadjusted 

The Grand Secretary reports that no Committee on Foreign Correspondence was appointed at 
the last Comunication, and believes the Grand Lodge was not so unfortunate as it was for- 
getful. We cannot find it in our heart to dissent from the opinion of the Grand Secretary. 

No definite action was taken upon the Franco-Louisiana case, it having been referred to a 
committee, who failed to report. 

W. n. Troup was elected M. W. Grand Master, and Thomas M. Reed was re-elected R. W. 
Grand Secretary. 


WEST VIRGINIA. 


Communication of 1860, commencing November 0th, and continuing two days. William J. 
Bates, M. W. Grand Master, and Thomas II. Logan, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master announces a prosperous state of atfairs in his jurisdiction; congratu- 
lates the Grand Lodge on the happy termination of the dispute with the Grand Lodge of Vir- 
ginia; reports five Lodges opened by dispensation ; pronounces the action of the Grand 
Orient of France towards Louisiana to be utterly without authority, and announces the 
deaths of several Brethren well known in Grand Lodge. 

A flattering and fraternal notice is given by the Committee on Foreign Correspondence of 
the proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Illinois. 
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William J. Bates was rc-clcctcd M. W. Grand Master, and Thomas H. Logan rc-electcd R 
W. Grand Secretary. 


WISCONSIN. 


Communication of 1870, commencing June 14th, and continuing three days. Gabriel 
Bouck, M. W. Grand Master, and William T. Palmer, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master in his address at once attacks the work before him, and performs it in 
handsome style. Four Dispensations for new Lodges were granted, and six for the same 
purpose were refused. Of three opened, the petitioners were required to furnish the necessary 
funds to put the Lodges in working order, with furniture, etc., with the pledge not to receive 
payment therefor at any future period. 

The Grand Master and the Grand Lecturer are at issue on the subject of instruction in the 
work, the chief officer adopting the “school system,” and the Grand Lecturer favoring the 
“visiting method.” 

The Grand Master is evidently in favor of short sessions. He recommended the communi- 
cation should be closed on the morning of the third day, and the Grand Lodge complied with 
his suggestion. 

The Grand Master decided that a man who enlists in the army of the United States, and 
serves out of the State, when he returns is not eligible for the degrees of Masonry until he 
shall have resided in the State for two years thereafter. Is not that rather oppressive? The 
legal residence of such a person would remain where it was at the time of his enlistment. 
Should Masonry be more severe than the statute law? 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence give the jurisdiction of Illinois a fair and just 
notice, though it hints that our “Lodges of Past Masters” were a rather unnecessary excres- 
encc on the body of Masonry. A very full history of the Canada-Quebec difficulty is 
given. 

Gabriel Bouck was re-elected M. W. Grand Master, and William T. Palmer re-elected 
R. W. Grand Secretary. 


LOUISIANA. 


Communication of 1870, commencing February 14th, and continuing five days. Samuel M. 
Todd, M. W. Grand Master, and J. B. Batchelor, R. W. Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master represents Masonry as enjoying a healthful prosperity in his State; that 
there are evidences of a wise discrimination in the admission of candidates; that there arc 
few instances of defection from the principles of Masonry among the members ; speaks feel- 
ingly of the demise of some of the old members of the Grand Lodge; reports the appoint- 
ment of several representatives near other Grand Lodges, and conveys the intelligence that 
the Grand Orient of France persists in recognizing the clandestine Lodges in that jurisdic- 
tion, but hopes that justice will finally be done in that important regard. 

The queestion of physical qualification having arisen, the Grand Master decided that “We 
want, and want only, men who can, in case of need, be able, physically, to meet all the ob- 
ligations they may be called upon to take,” and that the Lodge is the proper judge of what 
constitutes that ability. We think the decision is sound and Masonic. 

The Grand Master recommends that members in arrears be charged with with-holding 
money due the Lodge, and duly punished according to Masonic usage instead of being 
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silently dropped. All of the decisions of the Grand Master were approved by the Grand 
Lodge. 

An attempt to prod nee a complete history of Masonry in Louisiana has tints far proved 
ahortive, though it is yet hoped the project Mill be successful. 

Dispensations for opening six new Lodges were issued. The Grand Lodge of West Vir- 
ginia having been recognized by the Grand Master,, the Grand Lodge approved the decision. 

Samuel M. Todd was re-elected M. W. Grand Master, and James C. Batchelor re-elected 
R. W. Grand Secretary. 


ENGLAND. 


The record of proceedings of a single quarterly communication of the “United Grand Lodge 
of England’* was laid before the Committee. It took place on June 1st, 1K70. Right 
Honorable the Earl of Zetland. P. G. M., presiding. 

An interesting discussion on the desirableness of a perfect uniformity of work, was had on 
a motion to create a committee to secure that object. The prevailing opinion seemed to be that 
entire uniformity was not attainable, and hardly desirable. After a pretty thorough discus- 
sion, the appointment of the committee was indefinitely postponed. 

The greater portion of the Communication was occupied in the examination of cases pre- 
sented as proper objects of charity, and in the bestowment upon those which were found to be 
worthy. 


FRANCE. 


Though not strictly in our province, yet the doings of one of the most nssnining, if woMhe 
most powerful Masonic bodies in the world, arc of sullicient importance to merit a passing 
remark. From official sources we learn that there are 311 subordinate Lodges working under 
the auspices of the Grand Orient, of which twelve arc in Algeria, ten in the colonies, and 
thirty-three in foreign countries. Five of these have recently been established in Hungary. 

We find in the .report that the Grand Lodge of Hanover has been abolished. Eighteen 
Lodges working under the clandestine supreme council within the jurisdiction of Louisiana, 
are reported. 

An attempt was made to abolish the ofiiccof Grand Master, and to substitute a kind of Di- 
rectory, but the project lias thus far failed. We can scarcely refrain from the belief that there 
is a political feeling at the foundation of the movement. It may be stated as throwing light on 
this point, that in the Orient of Paris, a Lodge, by resolution, most emphatically condemns 
the war raging between France and Germany, saving there is nothing by which the sacrifices 
of lives and treasure demanded of France can be justified, and that he who dared to sacrifice 
the ideas of right and liberty to the phantoms of power and glory, has nothing in common with 
a people’s cause. The Lodge invites all French Masons to join in the protest. 

August 8th, 1870, the Grand Orient of France issued a circular, under the signature of the 
Grand Master of France, to all broihers and companions, calling on them to immediately 
commence an international subscription, in behalf of worthy Masons and their families, 
whether in the army or navy, without distinction of nationality. 

In no paper that has come before your committee is there the slightest hint given of the 
withdrawal of fraternal intercourse by the American Grand Lodges with the Grand Orient of 
French Masonry, nor is any action observable indicating an appreciation of the foul wrong 
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perpetrated against a sovereign Grand Lodge in the State of Louisiana. There is but one way 
for American Masons to proceed, and that is to enforce the edicts of non-intercourse to the 
letter. 


ITALY. 


Masonry has progressed greatly since 1850, within the jurisdiction of this Grand Masonic 
Body, and especially under the United Government. Since that period Masonry has been al- 
lowed to appear in public, where before it was compelled to secrete itself from its enemies. 
From the names of men who are holding positions in the administration of political affairs, 
and also known to be high in the rank and the confidence of the Fraternity, we conclude that 
Masonry has had much to do in ameliorating the severity of kingly rule, and that its good re- 
sults arc being seen in the practical affairs of life. 

Masonry gave the first powerful impulse to provide for general education in Italy. Frapoli, 
the Grand Master of Masons in that country, was instrumental in procuring Ihe issue of a de- 
cree bearing date Angnst 11th, 1868, establishing a Nalional Association for public instruction, 
thus proving that Masonry is the same everywhere — ready to spread light among those who 
are in darkness. 

It is with pleasure that wc arc able to report that there is a strong probability that a perma- 
nent and fraternal union will be soon effected between the Grand Orient of the symbolic rite 
at Florence, whose head is that well-known dignitary of the Order. Grand Master Frapoli, 
and that Grand Body which is resident at Palermo, and is presided over by General Garibaldi. 

Under the jurisdiction of the Grand Orient at Florence, there are now 150 working Lodges, 
spread over both continents, ihcre being some in South America, some in Africa, while the 
larger number is to he found in Italy. This Grand Orient is in fraternal communication with 
most, if not all of the Masonic Grand Bodies in Europ ', as well as in the Western Hemisphere, 
and especially with those in the United States. The Grand Lodges of the District of Columbia, 
of the States of Indiana, Lonisana, Pennsylvania, Georgia, Alabama, Iowa and Teunessec have 
representatives near the Grand Orient at Florence. 

It is reported, we arc not advised on what authority, that the Grand Orient of Italy has al- 
ready been established in the Eternal City, and that hereafter its edicts will he issued from the 
same place, which has so often sent forth anathemas against the order. The world moves. 


MASONRY IN CERMANY. 


The changes In the condition and prospects of Masonry in Germany since lS66havc scarcely 
been less great than the changes in the political status of the same country, wrought by the 
batlles of Sadow’a and Kocniggratz, and the treaty of Prague, as far as relates to the territo- 
ries concerned in that war which w’crc annexed to the Prussian Empire, Hanover, Hessen, 
and other minor principalities, and the hitherto free city of Frankfort-ou-thc-Main. 

All Ihc Lodges that arc working under the Grand Orient of Berlin enjoy the protectorate of 
King William, and arc allowed to exist under law’s promulgated towards the end of the last 
century, regulating the affairs of the order. 

Since the annexation of Hanover the Grand Lodge of that Kingdom has been abolished, 
and its subordinate Lodges were directed to place themselves under the direction of one of 
the three Grand Lodges of Berlin. In a similar condition arc the Lodges of the other princi- 
palities. It is, however, expected that these affairs will he soon arranged to the satisfaction 
of all parties. 
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Wc observe from documents before ns, that the convention of Grand Masters was this year, 
as heretofore, well attended, and measures pertaining to the good ol' the order were discussed. 
The following Grand Bodies were represented: 

The National Grand Lodge of the Three Globes was represented by Grand Master Messer- 
scuiiiDT and Deputy Grand Master Boreman. 

The Grand Lodge of Prussia, at Berlin, by Grand Master Von Dachroden. 

The Grand Lodge Royal YorkZur Freundschaft, by Grand Master Scunakenburo. 

The Grand Lodge of Hamburg, by Grand Master Buck and his Deputy. 

The Eclectic Grand Lodge, of FrankCort-on-the-Main, by Grand Master IIoeesteii and Sen- 
ior Grand Warden Paul. 

The Grand Lodge of Darmsdadt Concordia, by Grand Master Pfalz and Deputy Grand 
Master Sejekun. 

The Grand Lodge of Saxony, by Grand Master Warnatz and Senior Grand Warden 
Soerber. 

At this convention it was agreed to collect from Masonic documents the landmarks ol‘ Ma- 
sonry, and make them the standard by which all Lodges in Germany should be governed. 
Another proposition, having in view a more intimate connection with Grand Lodges in for- 
eign countries, was adopted. The question concerning Supreme Councils and the higher or- 
ders was postponed. 

No Masonic communication is held between the Grand Lodges of Germany and the Grand 
Orients of France and Belgium, in consequence of the circulars issued by Grand Master Mel- 
linet regarding the refusal to admit candidates on account ol their religion, in the German 
States, and in America on account of their color. With tin* Grand Orient of Belgium intercourse 
was severed, because in that country political and religious topics were allowed to be intro- 
duced in their Lodges. 

From the evidence furnished us, wc are led to the belief that Masonry in Germany is in a 
nourishing condition, and since the Emperor Josefii obtained light in Masonry legal re- 
straints have been removed, and the Order is permitted to shine and bless in the dominion of 
the Ilapsburg. 

The desire for friendly and fraternal relations on the part of the Orient of Berlin, is shown 
in the appointment as representative near this Grand Lodge, It. W. Bro. Joiin N. Niglas, 
whose status will be officially announced at the present communication. 

There are Lodges springing up in most of the principal towns and cities of Austria. They 
are known as Clubs, the greater part of these being in Vienna, known as llumanilos. It is to 
be hoped that since the regeneration of Austria has commenced, the light may be diffused 
and darkness be forever banished from the land. In Hungary, Masonry has a le^al existence 
and the Brethren meet in Lodges, and among them are the first patriots of the nation. 


MASONRY IN SPAIN. 


Masonry was introduced into Spain at the beginning of the last century, and mot with op- 
position, despotism and tyranny at once and ever since. The Brethren, under the rule of 
bigoted Bourbons, were arrested, thrown into dungeons and murdered. But the Order sur- 
vived, and the blood of the murdered martyrs seemed to be the seed for new members. 
Since the late revolution, which overthrew the throne of Queen Isabella, the condition of Ma- 
sonry has changed. Having been compelled before to meet on high hills and in low vales, the 
Order is now welcomed at the capital, aiul embraces men of every rank in society, represent- 
ing intellect, wealth and industry. We learn, also, that in a short time a Grand Lodge of 
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Spain will be formed, and a periodical has already been established called “ Colmena or 
“The Rock," which is exerting a benilicent influence and will do much to establish Masonic 
principles where bigotry and darkness have reigned sovereign for centuries. 


MASONRY IN PORTUGAL. 


Until very recently it was not known that Masonry had a strong hold in Portugal, and the 
Grand Orient of Lusitania, in the city of Lisbon, was supposed to be the sum of Masonic 
sireugth. But it has been recently ascertained that there are other Lodges in that city who 
derive their charters from Grand Lodges of other countries. 

By the published transactions of the Grand Orient of Lusitania for 1869, we are certified of 
the existence, in that kingdom, of anoiher high Masonic power, the Grand Orient of Por- 
tugal. 

It is exceedingly gratifying to every lover of Masonry to learn that these Grand Bodies 
have taken the preliminary steps to consummate a satisfactory union, and it is to be hoped 
that it will soon lake place, and that when united, that the Kingdom of Portugal will be a 
land enlightened, liberalized and blessed by the benign influences of Masomy. 


CONCLUSION. 


Your committee in concluding their report cannot forego the opportunity presented to con- 
gratulate the Fraternity everywhere on the progress and prosperity of Masonry, as universal 
as humanity, as beneficent as charity; ir warms. the affections, strengthens the resolutions and 
beautifies the lives of its members everywhere, bringing joy to the sorrowing, hope to the 
despairing, and help to all who want. May it exist forever.

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REPORT KNOXVILLE RESOLUTIONS. 

R. W. Bro. Bagby ( 9 ), from the committee to whom had been re- 
ferred the resolutions offered by Knoxville Lodge No. 66, (Page 118, 
Proceedings 1869,) submitted the following majority report : 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois : 

Your committee to whom was referred the Preamble and Resolutions found on page 118 of 
the published proceedings of this Grand Lodge for 18G‘J, would report: 

That they have had the matter under consideration, and after mature deliberation, and 
in view of the ample provision now made by law for the gratuitous education of all the chil- 
dren of this State under our common school system, your committee feel constrained to re- 
commend that the further consideration of said resolution be indefinitely postponed. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

REPORT — COMMITTEE ON MASONIC JURISPRUDENCE. 

R. W. Bro. Cunningham, D. D. G. M., from the Committee on 
Masonic Jurisprudence, to whom had been referred the “Resolutions in 
Force,” submitted the following report : 

To the 31. W. Grand Lodge of Illinois , Ancient , Free and Accepted Masons : 

Your Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence, to whom was referred various resolutions here- 
tofore adopted by this Grand Lodge, and known in the printed proceedings as “Resolutions in 
Force,” would respectfully report that they have carefully considered the same and their origin: 

They find that the ohject of the adoption of Resolution No. One, having been accomplished 
in the compilation and publication by W. Bro. Jojik C. Reynolds, of a creditable “History of 
Masonry in Illinois,” recommend that it be dropped. 

They tind that while the principle expressed in Resolution No. Five, is good, yet while the 
issue of Dispensations is a prerogative of the Grand Master, with which the Grand Lodge 
cannot interfere except by amending the Constitution, recommend that said resolution be re- 
scinded leaving the issue of Dispensations, in the wise discretion of the Grand Master. 

Your Committee also find that in their opinion the continued existence of Resolutions Nos. 
Six, Nine, Ten and Twelve, in relation to the work known as the conservators work, serves 
only to keep in mind the recollections of an era of ill-feeling now happily passed, and there- 
fore recommend that they be dropped. 

The Committee find that Resolutions Nos. Seven, Eight, Fourteen and Fifteen being only 
the expression of opinion of the law and of policy to be pursued for the time, need not further 
encumber our printed proceedings, and therefore recommend that they be dropped. 
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Your Committee have had their attention especially called to Resolutions Nos. Two, Three, 
Four, Eleven. Thirteen, Sixteen, Seventeen and from Eighteen to Thirtj-three inclusive, and 
find that while the regulations sought to J e established thereby are good and wholesome, and 
they have, so far as the Committee are advised, been obeyed as law, yet owing to the manner 
of their adoption, have, in the opinion of the Committee, no binding force. Section 86 of the 
By-Laws of this Grand Lodge wisely provides that no alteration or amendment shall take 
place in the By-Laws except the amendment be proposed in writing at a regular meeting of 
the Grand Lodge, spread npon the minutes and printed proceedings; and if a majority of the 
members at the next regular Communication shall agree to the same, it shall become a part of 
the By-Laws. In the opinion of this Committee any regulation aiming at the dignity of a By- 
Law, must take the course here indicated, or be of no force. Therefore deeming the objects 
arrived at in the resolutions last above named, wholesome and desirable, they have embodied 
the same in the form of amendments to the By-Laws, appended them hereto, and recommend 
them for adoption as such. 

The Committee believe that the practice of adopting resolutions intended to govern the ac- 
tion of the officers or members of the Grand Lodge, or of subordinate Lodges, and which 
practically amount to amendments to the Constitution or By-Laws, is subject to great abuse 
and ought not to be tolerated. 

Your Committee have likewise had under consideration the subject of a Board of Examin- 
ers, provided for in Resolutions Thirty-two and Thirty-three, and believe the right exists in 
the Grand Master to call to his aid any Master Mason, and to incur any reasonable expense 
in maintaining and teaching the work, but that such appointment does not make the persons 
so appointed members of this Grand Lodge, nor is a provision by the Grand Lodge for their 
appointment necessary. 

Your Committee have likewise considered the recommendation of Grand Master Gorin, 
made iu 1867, and concurred in by the Grand Lodge of that year, that Entered Apprentices 
and Fellow Crafts not applying for advancement within one year be dropped from the rolls, 
said to have the force of a -Resolution iu Force, 1 ' and, believing that the relation of Entered 
Apprentices and Fellow Crafts to their Lodgescannot be thus summarily severed, recommend 
that the same be dropped. 

Your Committee have likewise had under consideration the snbject of non-intercourse with 
the Grand Orient of France, declared in resolution No. Thirty-four. They believe it is likewise 
the province of the Grand Master, for what may to him seem good cause, to withdraw offi- 
cial connection from any body of Masons, and in like manner to renew such intercourse; 
therefore, believing such resolution lias served its purpose, recommend that it be dropped, 
leaving it to the Grand Master to renew official communication with the Grand Orient of 
France when, iu his opinion, such recognition shall be proper. 

All of which is fraternally submitted.

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AMENDMENTS TO THE BY-LAWS SUBMITTED BY THE COMMITTEE. 

The following amendments to the By-Laws are proposed by the 
Committee : 

Amend Section Seven (7) by adding, after the last word, the words “Any Lodge failing to 
comply with the requirements of this section shall forfeit its claim for mileage and per diem 
for its representative in the Grand Lodge.” 

Amend Section Eleven (11) by striking out all in relation to Committees on Appeals and 
Grievances, Mileage aud Per Diem, on Lodges Under Dispensation, and on Chartered Lodges. 

Amend Section Eleven (11) further by adding, after the word “referred,” in the third (3rd) line 
of the sixth (Oth) clause, the following: "To destroy all paid Grand Lodge orders surren- 
dered to them by the Grand Treasurer, after being satisiied that the same has been paid, can- 
celled aud listed, and their report on the same has been approved by the Grand Lodge.” 

Amend Section Twelve (12) hy adding, afrer the third (3rd) clause of the same, as “Fourth” 
( 4 th), “Fifth” (5th), “Sixth" 16 th) and “Seventh” (7th), respectively, the clauses in Section 
Eleven (11) pertaining to Committees on Lodges Under Dispensation, on Chartered Lodges, 
on Appeals and Grievances, and on Mileage and Per Diem. 

Amend Section Twelve (12) further by adding, after the seventh (7th) clause thus provided 
for, the following: “All of which committees shall assemble at the call of the Grand 
Master.” 

Amend Section Twelve ( 12 ) furlher by striking out the word “three,” wherever it appears 
in the secoud line, and insert the word “seven.” 

Amend Section Thirteen (13) by adding, after the last word, the words: “Which petition shall 
not be acted upon by said Lodges until the same shall have been presented at a regular meet- 
ing and laid on the table for one month.” 

Amend Section Eighteen (18) by adding to the same the words: “And the Secretaries of 
such Lodges shall record at length with the proceedings, Ihc Dispensation under which the 
Lodge is convened, and when chartered, the Secretary shall likewise record at length the 
charter.” 

Amend Section Thirty-three (33) by adding to it the following words: “When two or more 
Lodges desire to consolidate their membership into one Lodge, they may do so by taking 
one of the names and one of the numbers of said Lodges, and officially informing Ihc Grand 
Master of such actiou; that npou such consolidation being perfected, the title 1 o the property 
of the two Lodges shall be vested in said consolidated Lodge, and a new special charter shall 
be issued by the Grand Master to said Lodge by its new f name and number without fee: Provided, 
that no proposition looking to such consolidation shall be acted upon by any Lodge until the 
same shall have been presented at a regular meeting and laid 011 the table for otic month; 
and. Provided furlher. that such consolidation shall only he effected hy the unanimous consent 
of all members present when such proposition shall he acted upon.” 

Amend Section Thirty-five (35) by adding, after the word “to,” in the first line, I lie follow- 
ing words: “Receive any petition for membership, or the degrees, unless the petitioner shall 
in such cases set forth whether he has or has not made application to any oilier Lodge for in- 
itiation or admission.” 

Amend Section Thirty-five (35) hy adding the following paragraph: “When the petition of 
a non-affiLatod Mason for membership in any Lodge in w'hosc jurisdiction he may reside 
shall be rejected, he may again petition the same or any other Lodge for membership wilhout 
regard to time. In lowns or cities in this jurisdiction w’herc two or more Lodges exist, upon 
the presentation of any petition 1 o any Lodge in such town or city, either for membership or 
the degrees, notice shall at onec he given to each Lodge in such tow r n or city of the presenta- 
tion of snch petition, and of the t’nic when the same will be acted upon.”

Amend Section Thirty-six (36) by adding the words: “Nor shall any petition for membership, 
or the degrees, he received unless the petitioner shall have signed the same with his full 
name; and all Lodges are required to preserve in their records the full name of each person 
hereafier becoming members thereof.” 

Amend Section Forty (40) by adding the following: “And all Lodges are expressly forbid- 
den to confer either of the degrees, or to transact any other business, save such as pertains to 
a Lodge of Sorrow, on the Sabbath day.” 

Amend Section Forty-six (46) by adopting in its stead the following: 

Section 46. “No candidate shall receive more than one degree on the same day without a 
dispensation from the Grand Master: and no candidate for" the second and third degrees 
shall he advanced to such degrees unless, upon examination in open Lodge, he shall show a 
satisfactory knowledge of the lectures of the degree upon which he stands, except upon like 
dispensation; nor shall any Lodge confer any degree upon more than one candidate at the 
same time.” 

Amend Section Forty-nine (49) by addingthereto the following; “That no Lodge may inter- 
fere with the right of private ballot; and if a member of a Lodge expresses to the Worshipful 
Master an objection to conferring a degree upon a petitioner, even after such petitioner shall 
have been elected to such degree, such candidate shall stand as rejected; and shall be so en- 
tered of record and shall so stand, until such objection is withdrawn; nor can the reasons for 
such objection be demanded. Where a candidate for the second and third degrees has been 
rejected by the Lodge, sueh rejection shall not debar him from applying for such degree at 
the next or any subsequent meeting.” 

Amend Section Sixt 3 r -one (61) by adding after the last word the following; ’‘And will like- 
wise sustain any Lodge in administering any reasonable punishment upon any member who 
shall attempt to give the aid of Masonry in organized or individual form to any lottery or gift 
enterprise.” 

Amend Section Eighty-one (81) by adopting in its place the following: 

Section 81. “This Grand Lodge hereby interdicts all recognition of all persons claiming to 
hail from Lodges within the bounds of the United States or of British America, unless such 
Lodges are directly subordinate to the Grand Lodges in correspondence with this Grand Body, 
in the State, Territory, Dominion or District from whenee they hail.” 

Add to the By-Laws the following Section: 

Section — “When for any reason the charter of any Lodge shall be annulled, the Grand 
Secretary may, upon being satisfied that any member of such Lodge, free of charges and in 
good standing, has paid all dues against him, issue to sueh member a dimit under the seal of 
t his Grand Lodge. And the Grand Secretary may in like manner issue dimits to Masons made 
in Lodges under dispensation, -when, for any reason sueh dispensations have been returned 
and no charter granted to sueh Lodge.” 

Under the operation of Section 86 of the By-Laws, the amendments lie over until the next 
Annual Grand Communication.

RECEPTION — GRAND SECRETARY WISCONSIN. 

\V. Bro. John C. Reynolds, D. G. S., introduced to the M. W. 
Grand Master, and through him to the M. W. Grand Lodge, R. W. 
Bro. William T. Palmer, Grand Secretary of the M. W. Grand 
Lodge of Wisconsin. 

The M. W. Grand Master received him with appropriate remarks, 
and invited him to a seat in the East. 
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READING OF MINUTES DISPENSED WITH. 

On motion of W. Bro. Reynolds, D. G. S., the reading of the 
minutes of the second day’s session was dispensed with. 

oration. 

M. W. Bro. Bromwell, P. G. M., delivered the Annual Oration as 
follows : 

•Justice, Most Worshipful Grand Master, is the glory of kings, the excellence of judges, and 
the jewel of the Grand Master. To the king it gives the right to command: to the judge to 
determine; and to the Grand Master to rule and govern. 

Kings who are wise strive for its possession, judges seek to acquire it, and the Grand Mas- 
ter if he attain it has attained to more than all beside; but it belongs in its extent and 
completeness to the Almighty, and to him alone. 

Kings may turn back on this glory of the crown; judges despise this honor of the ermine; 
Grand Masters dishonor this jewel of the East; but be to whom justice belongs in supreme 
perfection will make sure of its vindication, against the presumption or insolence of any. 

Justice is the fourth point in the Masonic circumambulation, being last and most signal of 
them all ; which four stand in this order, Temperance, Fortitude, Prudence, and Justice; and 
it may he said that he who has arrived at this point in his Masonic progress, is worthy and 
well qualified to command with kings, sit ip counsel with Judges, and vie among Grand Masters 
as Most Worshipful of all. 

Justice is not the first: for how can a man bo just except he be first endowed with pru- 
dence? The imprudent man cannot be just, for justice requires discernment and supervision 
of the thonghts. The mind of the just must not be ensnared by mere, appearances, nor sur- 
prised by the sudden upturning of unlooked for events, nor discomposed by the confusion of 
disorderly surroundings. 

And how can one be prudent who is destitute of fortitude? For he that is without fortitude 
has not courage to determine, and for want of decision of character is pressed to and fro, and 
wavers and stumbles, and often falls in the same disaster with the foolish. This is what is 
meant by the sixty strong men constantly guarding the bed of king Solomon, to protect him 
from the evil designs of the foolish. 

And who has fortitude but he who first has mastered and applied the lesson of temperance? 
For he who is without temperance is without that government of his own appetites and pas- 
sions necessary to self-control in the moment of alarm and danger. 

Hence temperance goes before fortitude, fortitude before prudence, and prudence before 
justice. 

According to our Masonic system, which is externally perfected according to all the art, 
order, and connection of the material, or outward and visible universe, that it may properly 
represent internally the mysteries of the mental universe which is interior, and the moral 
universe which is inmost; the four cardinal points of virtue are fixed in correspondence with 
the four cardinal points of the terrestrial sphere, south, west, north and east. 

Temperance in the south. Here stands continually the Junior Warden, whose duty is to 
“ look well to the south," that is, to maintain active supervision over all the Craft— that is, over 
all the appetiles and passions— to see that they do pot convert, the means of refreshment to 
the purposes of intemperance and excess; for the means of refreshment are of divine 
appointment, and are a part of the Masonic system. Besides, the whole Craft signify all the 
powers, faculties, passions and activities of a man in their complex, which have their seasons 
of exercise, rest and refreshment ; so 1 hat the wdiole body of Masons is as one man, of whom 
the Master is head, and the Wardens are the hands, and the Junior Warden is the left hand, 
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and the Senior Warden is the right; consequently the Junior governs the Craft at 
refreshment, as the left, side signifies the will, appetites and passions ; and the Senior gov- 
erns the Craft at labor, as the right side signifies intelligence, wisdom and power, by which 
the work is wrought in order. 

Fortitude in the west, for the Senior Warden stands in the west, as the pillar of strength; and 
fortitude is moral strength. He whose charge is to “look well to the west,” must stand at the 
west, acting as the right hand of the Masonic body, to pay the Craft their wages, for wages 
make plenty , and the west is the sign of plenty, because when the sun is in the west at the 
close of day mankind receive their tvages, whereby is plenty, which is strength. 

So also at the sunset of life, those who have wrought well by the level, plumb and square, 
that is, in humility, uprightness and justice through the hours of their allotted day on earth, 
receive their wages, in the approbation and blessing of the Grand Architect of the Uni- 
verse upon their labors. 

Prudence in the north, for the north is the place of darkness — that is of secresy or hiding — 
not the place of ignorance as some suppose and teach, but of darkness signifying concealment; 
and this is the part of prudence. For it is the first lesson of prudence to keep secrets; and the 
philosophers of all ages have taught that none need hope to attain to wisdom who lack this 
hermetic qualification. The Holy Writings also reiterate this doctrine, for it is there 
expressly said, “he that reveille th secrets shall be sawn asunder;” and again, “It is the glory 
of God to conceal a thing, hut the honor of kings to search out a matter.” 

Hence prudence is an essential virtue; and only he that is possessed of temperance and 
fortitude can attain to prudence; and only he who has all these can aspire to he just. 

Justice in the east, for in the east rises the Worshipful Master, bearing the supreme.je'wel, 
the square — an angle of ninety degrees, or fourth part of a circle — the symbol of justice, which 
is committed to the Worshipful Master, that rising in the east before the Lodge, as the sun in 
his course upon the earth to open and govern the day, he may w r ith like order and regularity 
rule and govern his Lodge in justice. 

At such a time the sacred jewel of the square, shines upon the breast of the Master in its 
complete symbolic Masonic significance. Here in this seat of power and authority, elevated 
above ail and emblazoned by the simplest yet most august symbol known to man, the sacred 
letter G where the mystic gavel repeats the symbolic strokes by which the walls and parts of 
the temple are put together; is placed the sublime, supreme, and immovable jewel, showing 
forth the divine principle of justice. 

I speak to you to day of justi e because our Institution sees proper to attribute to this virtue 
the highest place of honor and distinction known to its system of symbols or government. I 
speak of justice because if this be wanting no system of whatsoever kind can possibly endure ; 
and because to the absence of this may be attributed almost entirely the cruelties, barbarities, 
despotisms, wars, conquests and desolations which have scourged, and lacerated and de- 
voured society from the beginning. 

It is only where justice reigns that peace can dwell. She is an outcast from every other 
dominion. She can seek redress at no other throne — she leads her train of benefactions to no 
other realm. In the temple of justice only she scatters her precious offerings and whispers 
her bcautitudes ; and bids her angels wave their odorous censers, and wake the melody of their 
golden-lipped instruments about its altar. 

For where justice is, the virtues gather together from the four quarters of the heavens, beside 
her evenly-poised scale. Temperance, Fortitude and Prudence stand in order with the pitcher 
the pillar and the glass— there Brotherly Love, Relief and Truth, pour corn, and wine and oil ; 
friendship presents her tessera, hope plants her anchor, harmony attunes her concords, and 
religion sheds her golden sunlight over all the hallowed ground. 

What picture does the history of the human race present? A shifting scene of treachery, 
rapine, oppression, vengeance, suffering, despair and death! Ever passing with unabated 
swiftness on a stage wide as a world with all its continents, and unceasing as the march of 
years. 
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The fierce assaults of ambitious rulers who leave trampling on their crushed and wailing 
subjects to grapple in deadly contest with each other for power and dominion over wasted and 
unhappy lands— the death struggles of subjugated nations sinking in rnin and despair— the 
phrenzied uprisings of others against the bloody power of leagued and heartless tyrants— 
the merciless combats of exasperated factions hastening to destroy what even their tyrants 
might have spared — armies marching through scorching deserts and icy wastes to tear each 
other hearts with vengeful missels — chained captives dragged naked and bleeding over stony 
fields, made bare and sterile by the hand of man. Behold all this and you behold the work 
of selfishness that universal and continent of all sin and wrong, whose very life is in the over- 
throw of justice and its extermination in the earth. 

Could any of these things have been, had justice been the motive principle of rulers and of 
men? Had rulers been just to their people and to each other, could the blood-written pages of' 
history have surcharged all the libraries of earth, and outnumbered all others written by 
man, merely to preserve a glimpse of infinite confusion, conflict and crime? 

Who would have seen or heard of the rivers of blood which have run down the furrows of 
every land, the trampled harvests, the demolished cities, the desolated homes, the perished 
arts, or the man made deserts wide as kingdoms, which tell the story of inhuman wars? 

Had justice prevailed among men from the first, who can conceive a picture of the grand 
advances made by man in all the domain of government, philosophy, science and the arts? 
What cultured nations would now dwell in peace and prosperity, where the w ild beast and 
savage contend for possession of desert and jungle? What ancient cities, more magnificent 
than Babylon or hnndred-gated Thebes, would still sit. serenely amid their palaces and tem- 
ples, unmarred as when their capstones were borne aloft in the old and wondrous ages of 
poesy and fable? What vineyards, which bloomed when Abram was a watcher of the stars in 
Ur of the Chaldees, would still offer their ripening clusters to dwellers of the same villages 
in w'hich Zoroaster might have rested in his journeyings? What great bridges, w hose build- 
ers walked with the founders of Nineveh or Damascus, might to-day throw their lofty arches 
for the transit of costly wares and busy multitudes over the rivers of now lonely lands? 

What works of art multiplied to infinity, would grace the stately scenes of a thousand cap- 
itals, now piles of dust and rubbish, the sepulchres of vanished nations? What libraries, 
more ancient that the pillars of Luxor, still preserving their infinite treasures, would prolong 
the history of contented generations wdio knew no rivalry but in the arts of peace? How the 
long lines of rulers would now sleep in order in their honored sepulchres, amid worthy com- 
panions, artists, poets, philosophers, statesmen, and divines, w'hobore with them the labors 
of humanity’s progress, and shared the plaudits and remembrance of a faithful people. 

But alas! it has never been and never can be so. The w T orld will not be just. Prom the 
ruler on his throne, to the servant with his burden, who of all can speak of jnsticc save as of 
the unseen and unattainable ? Yet always the good and bad alike speak for justice. All tes- 
tify to its divinity and against the race. Kings and emperors proclaim it as the object of their 
ambition. Law givers declare it the aim of their promulgations. Statesmen profess to act 
for no other end. The warrior challenges his foe in an appeal for this. The poet chants and 
the orator discourses to manifest its excellency. Judges sit in council to pronounce its vin- 
dication, while priest and mufti, rabbi and evangelist cnjoiuits supremacy under all the sanc- 
tions w'hich religion or superstition can impose. From palace and cathedral, mosque and 
synagogue, chapel and pagoda, senate-house and forum, one voice rises in witness for justice 
throughout the earth. 

What do w r e see to be the grand results in action? Behold Europe this very day; see the 
baptism of blood and fire which sweeps from the Rhine to the sea. What speaks this doleful 
spectacle of w r oe? These trampled harvests, consuming cities and devastated homes ; these 
countless burials; these unending trains of mangled beings: these shrieks of pain: these cries 
of famine; these wailings of broken households ; all this aggregated volume of distress, 
astounds the eye, distracts the ear, and shocks the heart to tell that vanity and pride and 
lust of power have put in motion the energies of mighty nations; and where justice would 
have wrought the holy alliance of peace and concord amoug dw r ellers in lands fair as the 
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garden of (he Lord ; war with her hosts of phrenzied passions makes the portals of fair cities 
as the gates of hell. 

Such, Most Worshipful Grand Master, are a few of the reflections which might serve to show 
the sublime and holy qualities of jus: ice. Truly our ancient brethren did well when they 
installed this virtue in the very throne of honor, and dedicated to its illustration the second 
great light of Masonry. 

Verily it is possible that one may even pass all points hut this, and possess himself of the 
jewels of temperance, fortitude and prudence, and still be and remain a man: but he who is 
master of justice must needs be first a God, for where can justice be found save in the counsels 
of his supreme wisdom and supreme providence. “Who exerciscth loving kindness, judgment 
and justice in the earth.” 

Justice without its consort, judgment, is but an abstraction and disappears ; therefore, he who 
is master of the one is clothed with the other; and with both has loving kindness or charily. Hence 
the Worshipful Master, while he bears the square of justice also holds the gavel of judgment, and 
at the same time is furnished with the trowel which spreads the cement of brotherly love , and 
thus his symbolic character is made complete. 

Justice and judgment are not to be separated — they arc two, but indivisible, as the two great 
pillars of the porch, the two parallel lines, Ihc two Saints John, the two Wardens of the Lodge 
or the two great primaries, love and wisdom, from which they proceed in order. 

All those arc in conformity with the dual principle which pervades the universe in all its 
degrees, and is set forth and demonstrated throughout the body of Masonry. 

Thus in the written part of Masonry — the Holy Writings — we read conccrnin "justice and 
judgment : “Thy justice, O, Jehovah, is like the great mountains, and W\y judgment are a great 
deep. Jehovah shall hring forth thy justice as the light, and thy judgment as the noonday.” 
“He shall judge thy people with justice and thy poor with judgment .” “Keep ye judgment and 
do justice.” “ Justice and judgment are the habitation of thy throne, ’’ and so in many other pas- 
sages. 

Among the many thousands of rulers in all lands and ages, how few have prized the attain- 
ment of justice as much as the accomplishment of selfish ends? Yet by far the greater num- 
ber of them all have exercised such unlimited power as to invest them with the ordaining of 
laws, the determination of causes, and the execution of decrees. Nay, in most cases the will 
or mere caprice of the monarch has been the law for the time being, so that no obstacle has 
prevented them administering justice in every variety of dispute before them had they been 
so inclined : yet how few have, gone to their tombs without the curses of an injured people 
ringing in their dying'ears the charges of cruelty, extortion, deception and oppression. 

As with rulers so with jndges; as with judges so with priests : among the thousands who 
have been houored with the title great or grand or saint which one has received the surname of 
the just? 

The story of the grand caliph who refused to destroy the beggar’s hovel before his palace 
window, has sounded through the world as sufficient cause of continuous wonder at the mag- 
nanimity of a monarch ; while at best it merely shows that one despot refrained from robbery 
of the poor to gratify himself. That this act has been celebrated by orator and poet is evidence 
of the lamentable use of power in human hands. 

But why these reflections often made before on the weakness and culpability of man? I 
offer them here to show' in some measure ihc exceeding importance to mankind of this chief 
of virtues; and further to show' the admirable system and order of our Institution ; and to im- 
press upon the minds of all present the absolute necessity of making the great lessons of the 
Lodge operative and effectual in the conduct of affairs; and fnrtherto show forth more fully 
the excellency involved in our symbolic rites; and invite the Craft to more complete explora- 
tion of the magazines of philosophy and truth concealed in the treasure house of Masonry. 

Fori maintain that the true theism, the order of creation and providence in general and 
particular, the w'hole phylosophy of government and of life, the principles of all equity and 
the rationale of mental and moral advancement are embodied in the simple and silent, but 
sublime lessons of the Lodge. 
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It is in this that Masonry excels all other societies; and as to length of days, harmony and 
contentment of its members, and stability of existence, puts out of comparison all institu- 
tions of church or state — reckons its existence by centuries where others count by years or 
generations — counts its Lodges and Grand Lodges till they reach the numbers of the stars 
and constellations visible to the human eye, and hears the voice of harmony from its ten 
thousand councils swelling to greet the hosts of heaven wheresoever they ascend in endless 
march around the revolving earth. 

Let ns for a moment consider the form and beauty of that Lodge which makes the jewel of 
justice the jewel of authority and rule. In many writings this is attempted to be shown and 
is shown to some extent. But as most of the writers on Masonry have fallen into the error 
that Masonry owes its origin to a society of operative mechanics, and as this mistake affects 
matters primary and fundamental, of course it follows through all their ideas of the whole 
system ; and so a certain confusion pervades all their attempts to set out our institution in its 
true light before the Craft and the world. 

Every one who understands Masonry should combat this short sighted notion; for as long 
as it prevails it must be impossible to bring the minds of the Craft to any adequate apprecia- 
tion of the dignity of the institution, or incite the necessary zeal in exploring its mysteries. 

Any one may know that a system like S3Tnbolic Masonry, or, as our writers persist in call- 
ing it, speculative Masonry, which treats altogether of abstract and recondite truths concern- 
ing the Deity, the philosophy of life, the excellency of virtue, the course of providence, the 
nature of man, and the like, all taught by symbols and veiled in allegory, has nothing in 
common with an association of mechanics to regulate work and wages, and for mutual bene- 
fit, unless one of these institutions should be used as a covering or mask of the other. 

If any one looks on the Masters carpet, he secs indeed many things which appear to be 
implements of architecture, but in fact are mostly implements of geometry; and beside these 
a much larger number, and many of them the most important, which have no relation to archi- 
tecture at all. For instance, a ladder, constantly alleged to have been seen at Bethel, two 
parallel lines perpendicular, with the Holy Writings on them, three burning tapers, an 
anchor, an ark, a pot of incense, the letter G, the sword pointing at the naked heart the 
acacia, the sun, moon and stars, the hour-glass and scythe, the tabernacle of Moses, the 
cloudy canopy, the blazing star, a sheaf of wheat at a waterfall, the lamb, the cherubim, &c. 

Now, what is the special connection between all these and architecture? Bear in mind 
that the lambskin, not the apron, is the only badge of a Mason; that the letter G is the high- 
est symbol in the Lodge: that the cherubim, alone, constitute the banner of the Lodge , to the 
exclusion of all else, and beside all these, three great lights, the chief of which is the Holy 
Writings. 

Docs all this look like the work of a society of mechanics for co-operation in their art, and 
for mutual protection? Why should they make the lambskin a sine qua non, a badge which 
no member may dispense with, while he may dispense with anything else, jewel, workin" 
tools, or clothing? Why should his Masonic progress begin with the lambskin and end with 
the lion— the lion of the tribe of Judah? Why should the cherubim, the guards of the Ineffa- 
ble Word, be the banner of the Lodge? The lloly Writings, the first great light, and abso- 
lutely indispensable, and all this in a Lodge erected to God, and opened and closed in his 
name alone? 

But especially consider the three great lights. A moment's rcllection will show that what- 
ever the great lights are now, such they were at the beginning; that there lias been no addi- 
tion to the number, or substitution of one for another by way of reconstruction. 

Every one can sec that the system is complete and in harmony from beginning to end; so 
that whatever is in one part is contemplated in the adjustment of all other parts. Now it is 
impossible that the system, such as it is, was started with less or more than three "reat 
lights. We might as well suppose that the Lodge begun with two burning tapers, with one 
Warden , with two supports, with two ornaments, and so on. 

For in all the work, from beginning to end, is represented the universal duality and the uni- 
versal trinity, which exist and are co-ordinated throughout all things whatsoever. Thus wc

see the two great pillars, but at the same time the three great pillars in which the two are 
repeated. So the two Wardens, who are, as it were, conjoined and merged in the Master. So 
the two immovable jewels, the level and the plumb of the Wardens, which form a right-angle, are 
merged in the square of the Master. So the two degrees of Apprentice and Fellow-Craft, the 
one representing the left side and the other the right, are invplved and made perfect in the 
third, which represents man entire. So the corn and wine of consecration, one of which 
is food and the other drink, are mingled with the oil of olives, which is both food and drink, 
and so on throughout. 

Apply these principles to the great lights, and we see that there should be hco co-ordinated 
according to the dual principal ; that is, positive and negative, masculine and feminine; and 
that these two should be conjoined in order with the third and greater, and at the same time 
the complement of the two. 

lie who understands rightly to place the compasses upon the square, according to 
ancient form, so as to show the relation between the square and the four cardinal points, will 
see the square and the triangle formed and conjoined in order, exhibiting the two geometric 
figures which cause these implements to be called lights; the one representing matter, 
the other intelligence or life, that is, the all-producing cause. This signification we know 
was understood three thousand five hundred years ago; hence these two are great lights, 
because they stand for the whole body of Masonry or light, the mystery of the Deity and his 
works. 

Now this being so, as the dual symbols and representations in the work, in their final man- 
ifestation, conjoin themselves with a third of higher a degree, involving both and making the 
complement, and so forming the trine, it is clear that the same must especially be the case 
with the great lights, which must be two forming the dual conjoined and involved in a third 
or higher degree, the complement of both, and perfecting the sublime trine or trinity, and 
must have been so disposed at the beginning. Accordingly we find that in the case of the 
great lights the most important and sublime of all Ihe symbols of the Lodge; there is no 
failure or discrepancy; but that the only object competent to fill the chief place and form the 
complement, is and always was the revealed word itself, for the prolection of which the cher- 
ubim exist; and which involves in perfection all which is intended by the other two, and 
transcends in character both them and all other things of the Institution, and is therefore 
alone worthy to take the central place in the Lodge and in the system, between the burning 
tapers, which place it holds. 

The Holy Writings not only are, but must be. ihe first great light; not merely on account 
of dignity, but because many of the most important symbols and ceremonies have no other 
interpretation than is given by the Holy Writings, wherefore the latter enlightens them, and 
through them the entire Lodge. For example, what force would be in the symbol of the lamb- 
skin as a badge, or what Masonic signification in the lion apart from the first great light or 
what sense in the cherubim, the guards of the word being the ensign of the lodge, if the 
true word were not found in it as the principal tiling:'' 

Indeed, without this connection, how would we see that a shoe signifies possession, and the 
bare foot renunciation? That the knee made bare signifies subordination and duty? That 
the ear being opened signifies obedience? That the left hand signifies charity, and the right 
hand faith? That the knock thrice signifies in the name of God? to say nothing of other par- 
ticulars. 

Who that considers these things can consent to the notion that all this wonderful system 
came together by chance, as some men imagine the Universe came into being, or that it grew 
up from a mechanics 1 society, organized for mutual benefit? As well attribute the light of the 
sun to reflection from the moon. 

If any one asks why has Masonry made use of architectural terms, and why do our Grand 
Masters still officiate at the laying of cornerstones, what is then the art of architecture to 
Masonry? The answer is, first, that our Grand Masters do so because they always did so: we 
are expressly taught that our ancient brethren wrought both in operative and speculative 
Masonry ; and, secondly, the art of architecture is the same to the science of Masonry that 
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the goat skin was to the tabernacle of Moses, or the enclosing walls and roof to the enclosed 
House of the Lord in the temple. It is the covering. Without this covering Masonry would 
not be Masonry. All the works of the Divine are covered both in the whole and in every 
part. The tabernacle would not have been the “pattern of the things which are in the Hea- 
vens, 11 as St. Paul declares it was; nor would the designs of the temple have been furnished 
from heaven to King David, unless such had been a perfect symbol of the divine order; and 
so with the Lodge. I11 the language of Holy Writ, “on all t lie glory there shall be a cov- 
ering/’ 

It is to the interior we must look for the life and motion and quality of anything whatso- 
ever, even to our own actions of every kind. Interior to the act is the thought ; and inmost 
of all is the motive of the heart. The sword of divine justice points not at the hand nor yet 
at the head, but at the naked heart. Let each one take due notice and govern himself accord- 
iugly. 

It is to the interior of the Lodge that we must look, even to its inmost, if we wonld dis- 
cover its real excellencies. 

The multitude, in eager curiosity, may throng the great courts of the temple, examine its walls 
and gates, ascend its pillared galleries, and even climb to the summit of its highest pinnacle ; 
and then suppose they have explored its wonders, but only he who has permission to pass 
its gates by the words of wisdom can know what lies upon its tables oris hidden in its 
golden coffers. 

The veils of the inner chambers are not lifted to gratify the inquisitive and vain; the triad of 
faces is not to be broken to satisfy the greed of the importunate and perverse; the light of 
the golden candlesticks is not for the gaze of the idle and profane. 

The world will not be wise, but the blaze of the Shekinah will shine on as a light which 
ariseth out of darkness for the upright in heart. 

The world will not. be just, but the sword of divine justice will point at the naked heart of 
nations, and execute continually in the earth the judgment they imprecate upon each other, 
and as epochs rise and ages open and close, judgment will run to and fro in the earth from the 
rising of the sun to the place of its going down, to vindicate the truth of the divine enuncia- 
tion, “with what judgment ye judge ye shall be jndged, and with what measure ye meet it 
shall be measured to 3 r on again.” 

Masters, Wardens and Brethren, great is justice and shall prevail. Let ns honor the lessons 
of the Lodge, meeting upon the level and parting upon the square. If we have aught to com- 
plain of against the world, time patience aud perseverance accomplish all things, and among 
them, if we are faithful, will be the vindication of onr cause. 

Already we have seen much which may endanger us with pride over the discomfiture of 
those who have been encamped against us. 

For ages the unholy spirit of spiritual domination coupled with royal power was able to for- 
bid our existence in many parts of the earth. Where no longer supported by the secular arm 
of coercion this spiritual power sitting spider-like at the center of its ecclesiastical web, has 
not failed to put in motion every means which subservient momirchs might lend or supersti- 
tion make available to scatter our assemblies, disgrace our ceremonies, scandalize onr princi- 
ples and trample on our rights. 

But as “pride goetli before destruction, and a haughty spirit before a fall,” we have of late 
seen the last and highest otlenc.* of human arrogance put in form by the devotees of clerical 
dominion, in summoning the world to fall down and worship the embodiment of infallability 
set up at Home, and before the moon could change her horns, we have seen this same viccge- 
rant of God surrendering to the secular power, the hired mercenaries paid from the gains in 
the traffic in holy things, to defend the triple carnal crown and scepter of mammon against 
his own people, amid the shouts ol'an enfranchised community and the plaudits of the world, 
so that nothing now remains of that draconic power which so long brought against Masonry 
and freedom the dungeon, the rack, and the scaffold, but a hoary effigy of spiritual despotism 
inscribed with malediction and anathema against the bearers of the open Bible. 
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As to minor and imitative sects and societies who neglect the salvation of men to put up 
new bars to the gate of the Kingdom of Heaven; who leave off the work of proclaiming the 
Gospel to rouse the church by loud and unseemly combats with their own sectaries detected 
in the act of minding tlieir own business; their works are neither novel nor important. The 
cemetery of human enterprise has been long enriched by the remains of such. As to the 
men who clothe themselves in the livery of evangelists to go about the world seeking the 
notoriety to be obtained by holding conventions of the people with display of piety and zeal, 
let them go on exercising their faculties as they may choose. We should not envy them their 
fame; nor covet the few nickles occasionaly secured by timely collections after pious and pro- 
tracted appeals. Let them have raiment and wherewilh to be filled. 

As to ourselves let all these things but serve to incite us to that noble contention, or rather 
emulation, ‘•who can best work and best agree, 1 ’ until the fire of charity and the light 
of wisdom shall so vivify and illuminate all hearts and minds, that we may give glory to the 
God of justice by imitation of his benevolence and illustration in life of his adorable attributes 
set forth in the lessons of the square.

The Committee on Constitution, By-Laws, Code of Jurisprudence and Manual, would 
respectfully report that they have prepared the form of a new Constitution, which they ask 
may by read, seconded and submitted to the Lodges for adoption or rejection, without delay. 

That considerable progress has been made in the work assigned them, and they beg leave to 
submit their preparation for a new Code of By-Laws, with leave to perfect the same, and to 
be printed with the proceedings of the Grand Lodge. 

They also respectfully ask further time to make further report.

CONSTITUTION OF THE M. W. 


GRAND LODGE OF ILLINOIS. 


Whereas, Every Grand Lodge is Sovereign within its prescribed jurisdiction, and pos- 
sesses the inherent power to form a Constitution, as the law of its Masonic Action; to amend 
or alter the same ; to enact By-Laws from time to time, and to make such rules and prescribe 
such regulations for the administration of its subordinate Lodges as will insure the prosper- 
ity thereof and promote the general good of Masonry. And Whereas, every Grand Lodge 
is the representative of all the fraternity in communication therewith, and in that behalf is 
an absolute, independent body, with supreme legislative, executive and judicial authority: 
Provided , always , that the Ancient Landmarks of the Institution be held inviolate. Therefore, 
upon these principles, which are indisputable, the Grand Lodge of Illinois does hereby 
ordain, establish and prohulgate the following Constitution for its future government: 
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ARTICLE I. 

This Grand Lodge shall hereafter be known hv the name and style of the Most Worship- 
ful Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons, of the State of Illinois. 


ARTICLE II. 

OF WHOM IT CONSISTS. 

The Grand Lodge shall consist of a Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, Senior Grand 
Warden, Junior Grand Warden, Grand Treasurer, Grand Secretary, Grand Chaplain, Grand 
Orator, Deputy Grand Secretary, Grand Pursuivant, Grand Marshal, Grand Standard Bearer, 
Grand Sword Bearer, Senior Grand Deacon, Junior Grand Deacon, four Grand Stewards, 
Grand Tyler, thirty District Deputy Grand Masters, together with the Worshipful Masters 
and Wardens of the Chartered Lodges duly constituted, under its jurisdiction; and such Past 
Grand Masters, Past Deputy Grand Masters, Past Grand Wardens, and Past Masters as shall 
be present and are members of subordinate Lodges in Illinois. 

No Grand Officer shall officiate in the station to which he may be elected until he has been 
legally installed. No proxies shall be allowed in Grand Lodge. 


ARTICLE III. 

MEETINGS. 

The Grand Lodge shall hold a stated Communication once every year, at such time and in 
such place as may be designated in its By-Laws. 


ARTICLE IV. 

QUORUM. 

The Grand Lodge shall not be opened unless there be present the Representatives from at 
least twenty of the Chartered Lodges; nor shall any business be done until there be present 
the Representatives from at least fifty of the Chartered Lodges; less than a quorum may 
assemble until noon of the second day, when, if less than fifty Chartered Lodges arc repre- 
sented. the Grand Master shall declare the Grand Lodge closed until the next Grand Annual 
communication in course, in which case the Grand Officers will hold over for another term. 


ARTICLE V. 

STYLE AND RANK OF GRAND OFFICERS. 

The officers of the Grand Lodge shall be styled and take rank as follows: 
Most Worshipful Grand Master. 

Right Worshipful Deputy Grand Master. 

Right Worshipful Senior Grand Warden. 
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Right Worshipful Junior Grand Warden. 

Right Worshipful Grand Treasurer. 

Right Worshipful Grand Secretary. 

Right Worshipful Grand Chaplain. 

Right Worshipful Grand Orator. 

Right Worshipful District Deputy Grand Master. 
Worshipful Deputy Grand Secretary. 

Worshipful Grand Pursuivant. 

Worshipful Grand Marshal. 

Worshipful Grand Standard Bearer. 

Worshipful Grand Sword Bearer. 

Worshipful Grand Senior Deacon, 

Worshipful Grand Junior Deacon. 

Worshipful Grand Steward. 

Brother Grand Tyler. 


ARTICLE VI. 


STYLE AND RANK OF MEMBERS, REPRESENTATIVES, MASTERS, AND OTHER OFFICERS. 

Past Grand Masters shall he styled Most Worshipful; Past Deputy Grand Masters and 
Past Grand Wardens shall be styled Right Worshipful; Representatives of Foreign Grand 
Lodges shall be styled Right Worshipful, and have the rank of Past Senior Grand Warden: 
Past Masters and Representatives of Lodges shall be styled Worshipful ; Grand Lecturers 
shall be styled Right Worshipful, and Masters of Lodges shall be styled Worshipful. 

Style and rank may be assigned to other Brethren by law. 


ARTICLE VII. 

ELIGIBILITY. 

No Brother shall be eligible to or hold office in this Grand Lodge who is not, at the time of 
election or appointment, a member in regular standing of a Chartered Lodge, subordinate to 
this Grand Lodsie. And no Brother shall he eligible to the office of Grand Master, Deputy 
Grand Master, Grand Warden, or District Deputy Grand Master, who has not been duly 
elected and installed, and has presided over a subordinate Lodge. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


VOTES, ELECTIONS AND APPOINTMENTS. 

Section 1 . At each regular Annual Communication there shall be elected, on or before the 
second day, hy ballot, a Grand Master, a Deputy Grand Master, a Grand Senior Warden, a

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Grand Junior Warden, a Grand Treasurer and a Grand Secretary. All other Grand Officers 
shall be appointed by the Grand Master elect. 

Sec. 2. In all elections, and in all questions before the Grand Lodge, each Lodge shall be 
entitled to three votes ; the Grand Master to one vote, the Deputy Grand Master to one vote, 
each Grand Warden to one vote, the Grand Treasurer to one vote, the Grand Secretary to one 
vote, each Past Grand Master to one vote, the Past Deputy Grand Masters to one vote collect- 
ively, the Past Grand Wardens to one vote collectively, and the Past Masters to one vote col- 
lectively. No Representative of a Lodge shall vote as a Grand Officer. 

Sec. 3. In case a Lodge has hut one representative present, he shall cast three votes: if 
two representatives be present, the highest in rank shall cast two votes, and the lowest, one; 
if three representatives be present, they shall cast but one vote each. 

Sec. 4. The yeas and nays shall be ordered upon the demand of twenty representatives. In 
taking the yeas and nays, the Lodges in their order shall be called first, the members second- 
ly, and the Grand Officers last. In all votes and elections a majority shall govern, unless 
otherwise provided by law. 


ARTICLE IX. 

VACANCIES. 

Section 1. In the case of the death, absence or disability of the Grand Master, the Deputy 
Grand Master shall fill his place; in the case of the death, absence or disability of the Grand 
Master and the Depnty Grand Master, the Senior Grand Warden shall fill the place of the 
Grand Master; in case of the absence or disability of all three, the Junior Grand Warden 
shall fill the place of the Grand Master, and in the case of the death, absence or disability of 
all the above named Grand Officers, the Master of the oldest Lodge shall be Grand Master. 

Sec. 2. All vacancies shall be filled by the Grand Master. The office of Grand Master is 
never vacant. 


ARTICLE X. 

SOVEREIGNTY AND JURISDICTION. 

Section 1. This Grand Lodge is the only source of authority, and exercises exclusive 
jurisdiction in all matters pertaining to Ancient Craft Masonry, in the State of Illinois. 

Sec. 2. Any organizations, associations, parties or persons, professing to have any author- 
ity, powers or privileges in Ancient Craft Masonry, not derived from this Grand Lodge, 
within the State of Illinois, are declared to be clandestine, and all intercourse with, or recog- 
tion of them, or any of them, is prohibited. 


ARTICLE XI. 


POWERS OP THE GRAND LODGE. 

Section 1. This Grand Lodge may 

First— Grant Dispensations and Charters for holding regular Lodges of Free and Accepted 
Masons, with the right to confer therein the several degrees of Entered Apprentice, Fellow 
Craft and Master Mason, and when deemed expedient and for good cause, may annul, revoke 
or amend such Dispensation or Charter, or any pre-existing Dispensation or Charter. 
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This Grand Lodge has 

Second — Original and exclusive jurisdiction over all subjects of Masonic legislation and 
administration; appellate judicial and administrative jurisdiction from the decisions of 
Worshipful Masters, and from the decisions and acts of Lodges, and, when expedient, has 
original judicial jurisdiction over its officers, members and Worshipful Masters; and its enact- 
ments and decisions upon all questions shall be the supreme Masonic law of the state. 

This Grand Lodge may 

Third — Assign the limits and fix the location of each Lodge under its jurisdiction, and 
settle all controversies that may arise between them, and has the fiual decision and determi- 
nation of all matters of controversies or grievances which may be brought up by appeal or 
otherwise. 

Fourth — It may make and adopt general laws and regulations for the government of the 
several Lodges under its jurisdiction, and at pleasure may alter, amend or repeal the same. 

Fifth — It may assess and collect from the several Lodges under its jurisdiction, such sums 
of money annually as may be provided for by law and found necessary for the support and 
maintenance of the Grand Lodge. 

SiXTn — It may supervise the state and condition of its own finances, and adopt such 
measures in relation thereto as may be deemed necessary. 

Seventh— It may reprimand, suspend or expel any member from its own body for a viola- 
tion of the Constitntiou, By-Laws and Regulations of the Graud Lodge, or for any other un- 
masonic conduct; and may suspend or expel any accused person upon trial by appeal. 

This Grand Lodge shall 

.Eighth— At each Annual Communication consider and review the reports and doings of its 
Grand Officers for the past year, as well as those of its several Lodges under its jurisdiction. 

This Grand Lodge may 

Ninth — E stablish a Mileage and Per Diem rate for its officers, the representative highest in 
rank from each Lodge, and its standing committees, not exceeding five cents per mile each 
way, and two dollars per day. 

No representative shall draw mileage and per diem exceeding the amount of dues paid by 
his Lodge. 

Tenth — And finally may do whatsoever may be considered necessary to the well being and 
perpetuity of Ancient Craft Masonry. 


ARTICLE XII. 

powers of the grand master. 

The Grand Master has the power 

First— To convene the Grand Lodge in special Communication in case of emergency. 

Second— To preside at all special and regular Communications. 

Third— To exercise the executive functions of the Grand Lodge when not in session. 

Fourth — To decide all questions of usage, order and Masonic law. 

Fifth— To require the attendance of, and information from any Grand Officer respecting his 
office. 

Sixth— To convene any Lodge within the jurisdiction, and in person or by deputy, to pre- 
side therein with the Master on his left hand, inspect their proceedings and require their con- 
formity to Masonic rules. 
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Seventh — To issue his Dispensation to any regular Lodge to make a Mason, or confer any 
degree at sight. 

Eighth — To suspend the functions of any Lodge for good reasons. 

Ninth— To command every Grand Officer, and to call on any of them for advice and assist- 
ance on business relative to the Craft. 

Tenth— In person or by Deputy, to constitute Lodges, dedicate Masonic Halls, lay corner 
stones of Masonic Halls, public buildings and structures. 

Eleventh — To sppoint Representatives, by warrant, in any other recognized Grand Lodge, 
and receive and accredit such Representatives from other Grand Lodges. 

Twelfth — To command the Wardens or any member of a Lodge which he may visit to act 
as Wardens for the time being. 

Thirteenth — To see that the Ancient Landmarks and charges are observed, and to do and 
perform the duties of Ancient Grand Masters, agreeably to the requirements of Masonry and 
this Grand Lodge. 


ARTICLE XIII. 

NEW LODGES. 

Section 1. During the recess of the Grand Lodge the Grand Master may grant Dispensa- 
tions for new Lodges, which shall be issued and attested by the Grand Secretary and under 
the seal of the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 2. No Dispensation shall be issued by order of the Grand Lodge or by the Grand 
Master, in any city or town having three or more chartered Lodges, (except the city of Chi- 
cago,) without the recommendation of the three oldest Lodges, nor in any other place without 
the recommendation of the three nearest Lodges. 

Sec, 3. No petition for a new Lodge shall be considered by any Lodge until it has laid over 
four weeks for consultation and consideration. 

Sec. 4. No Dispensation for a new Lodge shall be issued until the sum of one hundred dol- 
lars shall be paid to the Grand Secretary, which shall he in full for Dispensation and Charter 
fees. 

Sec. 5. Fvery petition for a new Lodge shall be signed by eight Master Masons, accompa- 
nied by a certificate from a Grand Lecturer, that the proposed Master is able to open and close 
a Lodge, and to confer the degrers of Entered .Apprentice, Fellow Craft and Master Mason 
correctly and in full, with a plat and description of the halls and ante-rooms to be occupied, 
and statement in regard to the ownership and use of the same. 

Sec. 6 . No new Lodge shall be established in towns or cities as follows: 

Where the population is less than 3,000 and there is one Lodge; less than 6,000 and two 
Lodges ; less than 10,000 with three Lodges; after which no new Lodge shall be formed with- 
out an addition of 5,000 population for each one. 

Sec. 7. Petitions for new Lodges in South Chicago shall he recommended by five Lodges 
meeting in five different halls in South Chicago; petitions for new Lodges in North Chicago 
shall be recommended by three Lodges meeting in three separate halls in North Chicago; and 
petitions for new Lodges in West Chicago, shall be recommended by five Lodges meeting in 
three separate places in West Chicago. Said petition shall designate the ward in which said 
new Lodge is proposed to be located; and the said location shall not he changed from the 
territory embraced in such ward without the consent of the Grand Lodge. 
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Sec. 8. No Dispensation or Charter, for constituting a now Lodge, shall be granted to any 
person or persons whomsoever, residing out of the State of Illinois, if within the jurisdiction 
of any other constitutional Grand Lodge. 


ARTICLE XIV. 

DISTRICTS AND DISTRICT DEPUTIES. 

Section 1. Immediately upon the adoption of this Constitution the Grand Master shall 
divide the State into thirty districts, having regard to population, Lodges and convenience. 
Said districts shall remain so until the year A. L. 5880, when the Grand Master shall divide 
the state into districts again, and so on once in every ten years. 

Sec. 2. One District Deputy Grand Master shall be appointed and commissioned annu- 
ally by the Grand Master in each district. Each deputy shall be a resident of his respective 
district, and a member of some Lodge therein. 

Sec. 3. The duties of said District Deputies shall be such as the Grand Master may gen- 
erally or especially assign them, and may be defined by law. 


ARTICLE XV. 


instruction. 

The Grand Master shall provide for thorough instruction in the work and lectures already 
established by this Grand Lodge. 


ARTICLE XVI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section. 1 . This Constitution may be amended in the following manner only: The pro- 
posed alteration, addition or amendment must be submitted in writing at some regular com- 
munication; if seconded by the Grand Lodge it shall be entered upon the proceedings, and in 
some convenient form duly certified, shall be immediately submitted to the several subordi- 
nate Lodges for their approval or rejection ; if approved by two-thirds of the Lodges such 
amendment or alteration shall thenceforth be a part of the Constitution, whereof the Grand 
Master shall cause due proclamation to be made. 

Sec. 2. The By-Laws of this Grand Lodge may be amended in the following manner: Every 
alteration, addition or amendment shall be proposed in writing at a regular Communication 
of the Grand Lodge, if seconded by twentv representatives, the amendment shall lie over one 
year, be printed in the minutes, and if adopted by a two-thirds vote, it shall become a part of 
the By-Laws. 

Sec, 3. Regulations, Rules of Order, Code of Jurisprudence, and Standing Resolutions 
may be repealed, altered or amended at any regular communication, by a vote of three-fifths of 
the legal votes present. 

On motion of R. W. Bro. Robbins, P. G. O., the report was re- 
ceived. 
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The Grand Lodge proceeded to the consideration of the report. 

R. W. Bro. Robbins, P. G. O., moved that the words, “no proxies 
shall be allowed in Grand Lodge,” be stricken out of Article 2. 

The amendment was accepted by the committee and the provision 
stricken out. 

R. W. Bro. Robbins, P. G. O., moved that the words, “and have 
the rank of Past Senior Grand Warden,” be stricken out of Ar- 
ticle VI. 

The amendment was accepted by the committee and the provision 
stricken out. 

W. Bro. Wilmot (521) moved to amend Article n, Section 1, para- 
graph 9, by striking out the words, “No representative shall draw 
mileage and per diem exceeding the amount of dues paid by his 
Lodge.” 

The amendment was adopted and the provision stricken out. 

Bro. Avery (41 1) moved to amend Article 13 by striking out the 
whole of Section 7. 

The motion was lost. 

Bro. Barker (160) moved that Section 7, Article 13, be submitted 
to the Lodges as a distinct proposition. 

The motion was adopted. 

W. Bro. Randall (610) moved to amend Article 13, Section 1, by 
striking out the words, “which shall be issued and attested by the 
Grand Secretary under the seal of the Grand Lodge.” 

The amendment was adopted and the provision stricken out. 

R. W. Bro. Robbins, P. G. O., moved to amend Article 13, Section 5, 
by striking out the words, “accompanied by a certificate from a Grand 
Lecturer that the proposed Master is able to open and close a Lodge, 
and to confer the degrees of Entered Apprentice, Fellow Craft and 
Master Mason, correctly and in full.” 

The amendment was lost. 

Bro. Law (308) moved to amend Article 13, Section 7, by striking 
out the words, “said petition shall designate the ward in which said 
new Lodge is proposed to be located, and the said location shall not 
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be changed from the territory embraced in such ward without the con- 
sent of the Grand Lodge.” 

The amendment was accepted by the committee and the provision 
stricken out. 

Upon motion of M. W. Bro. Reynolds, P. G. M., the proposed 
Constitution, as amended, was seconded by the Grand Lodge, and 
recommended to the Lodges for adoption. 

COMMITTEE TO PREPARE ADDRESS. 

Upon motion of M. W. Bro. Reynolds, P. G. M., the M. W. 
Grand Master, and Committee on Constitution, Manual and By-Laws, 
were authorized to prepare an address to the Lodges to accompany 
the submission of the Constitution. 

REPORT ADOPTED. 

Upon motion of M. W. Bro. Reynolds, P. G. M., the report of 
the committee was adopted, and the committee continued until the 
next session of the Grand Lodge. 

RANTOUL LODGE. 

R. W. Bro. Luckey, J. G. W., from the Committee on Chartered 
Lodges, submitted the following report : 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois : 

The Committee on Chartered Lodges, to whom was referred the memorial of sundry Breth- 
ren for the restoration and revival of Rantonl Lodge No. 470, annulled at the last session of 
this Grand Lodge, having duly considered the subject matter of said petition, recommend 
that the whole subject be referred to the Most Worshipful Grand Master, with power to take 
such action in the matter as in his judgment will be to the true interests of the Fraternity in 
the vicinity where said Lodge was formerly located.

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REPORT COMMITTEE ON CHARTERED LODGES. 

R. W. Bro. Luckey, J. G. W., from the Committee on Chartered 
Lodges, submitted the following report : 

To the M. W. Grand Lodge of Illinois, A ., F & A. 21. : 

The Committee on Chartered Lodges would fraternally report: That they have carefully 
examined the returns of the several Lodges so far as the same have been received by them. 

Many of the returns bear evidence of great skill and accuracy on the part of the Secretaries 
of their several Lodges, but your Committee are forced to the opinion that there are some 
Secretaries who either lack brain power for the duties of their positions, or else are wilfully 
and inexcusably neglectful of the requirements of the laws of this Grand Lodge. 

Your Committee have no reasons assigned them for the transmission of returns unsealed 
and uncertified save forgetfulness and neglect, save in a few instances where it was claimed 
that the Lodge had no seal. 

It is true, our laws require these things as requisite to the returns, but as the law imposes 
no penalty, it seems rapidly to be becoming, in effect, a dead letter. 

The following Lodges have failed to affix seals to their returns, viz:

The following Lodges have sent returns wholly uncertified by either Master or Secretary, viz: 
85 23*2 442 621. 

Returns uncertified to by the Secretary: 291 383. 

Rctnrns uncertified by the Master: 84 133 146 191 192 240 208 356 367 444 465 550. 

No returns have been received from the following Lodges, viz: 28 116 376 506 507. 

For want of returns for 1869, your Committee have been unable to determine the correct- 
ness or incorrectness of the returns of the following Lodges, viz: 135 590 602. 

The labors of your Committee have been greatly enhaneed by the practice of Secretaries of 
giving initials only, and recommend that it be made imperative, in all cases, that all names 
be written out in full in the return. Many ofthe Representatives have been before the Commit- 
tee and wherever practicable the returns have been corrected, bnt many cases require refer- 
ence to the Lodge records. We recommend that the notes made by the Committee be refer- 
red to the Grand Secretary with instructions to call upon the Lodges whose returns remain 
uncorrected and unexplained : that they be required to report immediately the necessary infor- 
mation to make their returns complete, and that he also call upon the Lodges not having re- 
ported in 1869, for returns, and that he report to this Grand Lodge at its next annual session 
all Lodges failing to comply therewith. 

Your Committee notice several cases of expulsion for non-payment of dues. Believing that 
such expulsions are improper we recommend that the subject be referred to the Committee on 
Masonic Jurisprudence for consideration and report at the next annual session. 

Your Committee also notice a few cases of “striking from the roll,” and as we know of no 
law permitting such action, suggest that the Lodges having done so be required to reverse 
their action. We recommend that in all cases where Dispensations are granted for balloting 
and conferring degrees in less than legal time, it be made imperative that such Dispensation 
be stated in the return. 

The usnal table of statistics showing the detail of work and the present condition of the 
Fraternity your committee have been unable to prepare, owing to the failure of many Lodges 
to forward tbeir retnrns, and the great number of unexplained errors in the returns, and we 
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recommend that the subject be referred to the Grand Secretary for preparation and publication 
so soon as the requisite information be obtained.

Your Committee to whom was referred the following cases of Appeals and Grievances beg 
leave most lespectfully to report that they have duly considered all the within eases, have 
given a patient, fair and impartial hearing to all persons who have come before them, and 
to the best of their abilities rendered such decisions according to the testimony before them 
as in their judgment seems just and right, and which we trust will meet the approval of this 
Grand Lodge:

In presenting this case for the consideration of this Grand Lodge, your Committee, owing to 
the peculiar circumstances surrounding it, have felt it their duty to enter rather more into 
detail than is usually the custom with cases coming before this Committee, and while wc feel 
a delicacy in trespassing upon your time and patience, we confidently hope the importance 
and gravity of the points presented mil lead you to acquit us of intentional and unnecessary 
prolixity. 

In the opinion of your Committee there are in this case questions involved of the most vital 
importance to the subordinate Lodges in this Grand Jurisdiction, questions that must be 
forever set at rest, and in such plain, explicit and emphatic language as to render it next to 
impossible for any Lodge in the future to mistake her duty, or fail to comprehend her just 
rights, and the rights of other jurisdictions. 

If this had been an ordinary case of charges, trial, punishment and appeal, affecting directly 
our own jurisdiction only, your Committee would have taken the responsibility of deciding the 
case upon its merits, and submitted their decision for your approval. But this case presents 
some complications which may require separate action and could not be well and properly 
considered except in the connection which each part bears to the other as a whole. 

Your Committee are fully sensible that it is not their province to make legal deductions, 
and therefore do not feel warranted in takiug upon themselves the responsibility of deciding 
and ofleringa recommendation for yonr action, without laying the subject before this Grand 
Lodge for its deliberations, lest we should establish a precedent that might at some future 
day be productive of unpleasant results; and as it is not only possible, but highly probable, 
that some discussion may grow out of the subjects presented for your consideration, your 
Committee confidently hope that the Craft in general will realize that in a multiplicity of 
connsel there is wisdom, and that your action in this matter will be worth to the Fraternity 
all it shall cost. 

The case is as follows: Sometime in the month of December, 1808, a Mr. George VanHou- 
ten presented a petition to H. W. Bigelow Lodge No. 438, praying to be initiated into the mys- 
teries of Masonry, and 011 or about the 4th day of January, 1869, he was initiated, and in due 
time passed and raised; and there docs not appear to have beeen anything the matter until 
sometime in July, 1869, when our M. W. Grand Master receives a communication from the M. 
W. Grand Master of New York complaining that II. W. Bigelow Lodge had initiated, passed 
and raised said Van Houten, who was a rejected candidate from Gennesse Falls Lodge No. 
557, and asks for redress in the premises. And from the correspondence it seems that an 
apology was proposed to be ofi'ered by H. W. Bigelow Lodge, which appears to have been re- 
jected by the M. W. Grand Master of New York and Gennessee Falls Lodge, on the ground 
that an apology was not sufficient reparation for the supposed wrong. 

Several letters seem to have passed between the M. W. Grand Master of New York and the 
W. Master of Gennessee Falls Lodge, on the one side, and our Grand Master and the W. Mas- 
ter of H. W. Bigelow Lodge, on the other, running up to January 18th, 1870. 

H. W. Bigelow Lodge, being in fear that they would lose their charter unless some decided 
action was taken to ward oft the danger, had charges and specifications preferred against 
said Van IIouten, setting forth that he, the said Van Houten, had knowingly and pur- 
posely concealed the fact that he had been rejected by Gennessee Falls Lodge, in the Stale of 
New York, and upon the 23d day of March, 1870, he was put upon his trial upon said charges 
and specifications, and found guilty, by a vote of 44 to 10, on the first charge and specifi- 
cation. 

And this brings us to the first important point submitted for your consideration. 

And your Committee respectfully submit that if the statement were true, that the candidate 
had knowingly and purposely concealed the fact of his rejection by Gennessee Falls Lodge, 
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lhat it cuts no figure in the case at all : for your Committee believe that if a man who may 
have been rejected in one country or State should emigrate to another, and after residing the 
specified time required by the Grand Lodge in his adopted country or State, that he, so far as 
citizenship and the right of jurisdiction is concerned, is eligible to admission to the Masonic 
Fraternity with or without the consent of the Lodge in the country or State from which he em- 
igrated and ceased to become a citizen. 

The law of this Grand Jurisdiction which requires that a rejected candidate shall wait one 
year from the time of his rejection before he can make a second application, or ask and ob- 
tain the consent of the rejecting Lodge, is a strictly local law, enacted expressly for the gov- 
ernment of the subordinate Lodges in this particular Grand Jurisdiction, and can have no 
hinding effect whatever in any foreign jurisdiction. Upou this point your Committee feel 
particularly anxious that you should decide how far, in your judgment, we, your com- 
mittee, are correct. 

lint it appears to your Commiltee, from what we consider good and sufficient testimony, 
that H. W. Bigelow Lodge did know, prior to his initiation, that he had been rejected by 
Gennessee Falls Lodge, and that five years had elapsed since said rejection took place, as 
shown in the testimony of Breth. Look, Lee and Reinhart, and in addition to which Bro. 
Lapham, W. Master of H. \V. Bigelow Lodge, in a letter addressed to Bro. Shelp, W. Master 
of Gennessee Falls Lodge, admits that said Van Houten did inform the Secretary of H. W. 
Bigelow Lodge that he had been rejected five years previous, or thereabouts, by said Gennes- 
see Falls Lodge; or in other words, that he had made application to said Lodge and his 
money had been returned. In addition, Bro. Lapham further states, according to the letter of 
the Grand Master of New York, that the Secretary of II. W. Bigelow Lodge was sent out to 
ask the usual questions, and that he returned and reported that the usual questions had 
been asked and satisfactory answers returned. 

Under these circumstances your Committee are of the opinion that said Van Houten was 
unfairly dealt with and should not have been expelled upon this charge and specification. 

But your Committee, from a careful study of the papers, feel satisfied that H. W. Bigelow 
Lodge has committed a grave offence by invading the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of New 
York, in conferring the degrees upon said Van Houten, he being at the time a resident of that 
State: and it appears to your Committee that said Lodge ought and must have known, 
through the investigating committee, the residence of the applicant, and if the investigating 
committee failed in the discharge of their duty, the Lodge is none the less responsible, the 
committee acting as the agents of said Lodge; and the Lodge, acting upon the report of said 
committee, assumes at once and is responsible for the action had upon said report. That the 
offence against Gennessee Falls Lodge was not in conferring the degrees upon said Van 
Houten as a rejected candidate of said Lodge, hut in conferring the degrees upon Van 
Houten, a resident of the city of Rochester, and State of New York, it being clearly shown by 
the letter of the Grand Master of New York that the family of said Van Houten had resided 
in said city for a number of years, and was residing there at the time of his initiation and 
until sometime in July, 186!). Your Committee therefore recommend that this Grand Lodge 
will, in their wisdom, inflict such punishment upon said H. W. Bigelow Lodge No. 438 as 
the circumstance of the case demands, in justice to our sister Grand Lodge and in vin- 
dication of the honor of our own. 

The second charge and specification against Van Houten shows that the defendant had 
been engaged in receiving and disposing of stolen goods. ’ The circumstances are briefly 
these: A clerk in the employ of a wholesale drug establishment had, during a period of six 
or seven months from June, 186!), to January, 1870, stolen at various times from his employ- 
ers drugs to the amount of $1,350. which he, the said clerk, confessed to have given to Van 
Houten to dispose of, and who sold said drugs to various parties on account of said 
clerk, and to whom he paid the proceeds of said sales, receiving a compensation for so doing. 
And although there is not before your Committee such absolute and positive evidence that 
the said Van Houten knew that said goods were stolen as would lead to a conviction in a 
criminal prosecution, yet there is very strong presumptive evidence that he must have known 
they were stolen and from whom. 
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Your Committee are therefore of the opinion that the sentence of the Lodge, expelling him 
from all the rights and privileges of Masonry, was just. 

We recommend that the appeal be dismissed and the action of the Lodge sustained upon 
the second charge aud specification.

It further appears that said applicant demanded the five dollars of Mithra Lodge, and to 
get rid of his importunities the Lodge paid the amount and preferred charges against Weber 
and expelled him. 

In the opinion of your Committee, that as the petition and money had never been the prop- 
erty of Mithra Lodge, they having in effect refused it, said Lodge had no cause of action against 
Bro. Weber. 

Your Committee therefore recommend that the action of the Lodge be set aside and that Bro.

Sec. — . If any Lodge of this jurisdiction violates this expressed will of this 
Grand Lodge, it shall be the duty of the Most Worshipful Grand Master of the State 
to at once arrest its charter. 

Which amendment, under Section 86 of the By-Laws, lies over 
until the “next regular communication.” 

AMENDMENT TO BY-LAWS — SECTION 8. 

R. W. Bro. Hollister, D. D. G. M., offered the following amend- 
ment to Section 8 of the By-Laws : 

Amend Section 8 by adding: Nor for members who have been exempted from 
paying Lodge dues.

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REPORT — MASONIC JURISPRUDENCE. 

R. W. Bro. Cunningham, D. D. G. M., from the Committee on 
Masonic Jurisprudence, to whom had been referred the proposed 
amendments to the Constitution, reported as follows : 

To the M. W. Grand Lodge of Illinois : 

Your Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence to whom was referred the amendments to the 
Constitution of this body, prepared by Bro. Geo. C. LANPHEREat the last Annual Communica- 
tion, proposing the division of the State into District Grand Lodges, would respectfully report 
that they have had such amendments under consideration, and have endeavored to give the 
same that careful attention which their great importance demands. 

Your Committee are of the opinion that the adoption of the amendments, while it might 
cure some evils which are now embarrasing this Grand Lodge, might, and they fear would 
be productive of much greater evils. 

The coming together in Annual Communication of the great body of Masters and Wardens 
of the State, and the comingling together of brethren from the north, the south, the east and 
the west of our noble jurisdiction, while it has been hurried to some extent, undignified per- 
haps, has, in the opinion of the Committee, been more than compensated in the uniformity of 
work, and the healthy emulation it has produced, and the fraternal feeling which has for so 
many years bound together as noble a body of Masons as the world ever saw in bonds of iron 
strength, which have successfully resisted alike the attacks of foes and the defection of 
friends. 

The family of Masons, as its exists in Illinois is invincible— separate it into principalities 
and its strength would easily be broken. 

Your Committee are of opinion that by repealing Section 5 of the By-Laws of the Grand 
Lodge, permitting Masters and Wardens to appear by proxy, the number attending the Grand 
Lodge would be greatly lessened and at the same time no injustice would be done any Lodge.. 
At the last Annual Communication about twenty-three per cent, of the representatives were 
the proxies of the constitutional members of the Grand Lodge. 

Without raising the question of the constitutionality of Section 5, your Committee recom- 
mend its repeal, and believe that with the smaller representation at theGrand Lodge, which 
would follow, and the exercise of more patience on the part of the members of the Grand 
Lodge, in view of the importance of the annual meetings, the evils now complained of, wonld, 
to a great measure be remedied. 

We offer the following resolution: 

Resolved , That Section 5 of the By-Laws be, and the same is hereby repealed.

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REPORT-COMMITTEE ON OBITUARIES. 


To the M. W. Grand Lodge of Illinois: 

One short year ago the choice of this Grand Lodge fell upon James I. Dayidson as one whose 
voice might fitly shape our prayers and bear them aloft to the Throne of the Most High. To-day 
the vacaut chair of the Grand Chaplain, its mute eloquence more touching than ever fell from 
our Brother’s tongue of fire, reminds 11s that he has passed away ; admonishes us of the uncer. 
tainty of life, and points the necessity of doing to-day the duty which lies nearest our hands. 

Reckoned hy the years that had passed over his head, Bro. Davidson was still a young 
man. Reckoned hy what he was; hy his deeds; the amount and varied nature of his labors 
in behalf of his fellows, he had better earned the right than many of maturer years to put off 
the harness of earthly labor and pass on to his Heavenly rest. Through all the checkered 
web of his life’s varied experience, flecked here with sunshine, there with shadow; here with 
hardship, there with golden threads of comparative leisure — not. incompatible even with such 
industry as his — there ran one undeviating line of devotion to duty. Early thrown upon his 
own resources, he graduated in that school whose diploma is the calloused hand and self-re- 
liant heart, fitted for contact with men, ready to give and take in the battle of life. Though 
after he had entered the ministry and the graces of culture grew upon him, he doubtless felt 
the limitations of his early life bear heavily, yet it may well be doubted whether without 
them, and that appreciation of the needs of the humble which was born of them, he could 
have been brought so near to his fellows, or would have developed those qualities which in so 
rare a degree bound men to him, making all who knew him his friends. Combining with this 
rare manliness a tenderness almost feminine; convictions so etvong that he was ready to die 
for them if need be; a fluent diction, and an enthusiastic love for his calling, he naturally be- 
came a leader in the religious body with which he was affiliated. In this ever-widening sphere 
of usefulness he labored until his constitution, already weakened by the effects of wounds 
received in the service of his adopted country, gave way to the illness from which he never 
recovered. 

How he valued Masonry may be seen by referring to his oration, published and preserved 
in our archives, wherein he views it from the standpoint of the religious teacher, regarding it 
as the handmaid of Religion in the promotion of pure Morality. In this oration we find a fit 
monument to the memory of our departed brother. Its truths shall live when memorial 
marble will have crumbled away. 

The death of Bro. Phares A. Dorwin was not unlooked for, the announcement made at 
the last Communication of the Grand Lodge having prepared us for the sad event. In the 
prime of manhood he fell a victim to that insidious disease which beneath a glove of velvet 
conceals a hand of mail, and flatters those whom it has given a mortal hurt with visions of 
returning health. 
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When Bro. Dorwin relinquished the working fools of the institution he loved so well, they 
literally dropped from a dying hand. Skilled in the traditions of the fathers of Masonry in 
Illinois — his Masonic life reaching hack to the time when they were still active — his departure 
breaks another link in the chain which connects the present with the preceding generations. 
Honorable in all the relations of life; of strict integrity; self-poised and steadfast, yet unob- 
trusive, he commanded the respect of all who knew him. Though connected with other 
branches of the institution, the three degrees of Symbolic Masonry, whose severe simplicity 
accorded so well with his character, always commanded his truest devotion. Let 11s all profit 
by his steadfast example, that when we enter the Valley of the Shadow we shall be sus- 
tained by the consciousness that we have been true to that which is best, broadest and 
most ennobling in Masonry. 

In the persons of Robert D. Holmes, of New York, and Benjamin B. French, of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, there have passed away two Grand Masters whose names are inseparably 
connected with the history of Masonry in this country; men whose reputations overstep all 
territorial bounds and are the heritage of the Masonic family universal. In the loss of Bro. 
French death comes near to us in an especial sense, he being the Representative of this 
Grand Lodge near the Grand Lodge of the District of Columbia. Full of years, and bearing 
all the honors which the various branches of Masonry in this country could bestow, he has 
gone to his well-earned rest, while from every portion of this broad land come benedic- 
tions from thousands of loving hearts, to rest upon the hallowed spot where, beneath the 
memorial acacia, lie sleeps forever. Peace to his ashes 1 

Among the lamented dead of the year that is past there are many on whose noble qualities 
we fain would dwell, but the Deputy Grand Secretary promises a compilation from the 
obituary remarks entered upon the records of their Lodges : and we feel that such words, com- 
ing fresh from the stricken hearts of those who were nearest to them in life and in death, 
will be more appropriate and acceptable than any offerings of ours.

CONSTITUTION. 


1. It is Hereby Ordained, That the Grand Lodge of Illinois shall be composed ot' the 
following elected and appointed officers and members: 

The elected officers shall be a Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, Senior and Junior 
Grand Wardens, Grand Treasurer, Grand Secretary, Grand Chaplain, Grand Orator and 
Grand Tyler. The appointed officers, a Deputy Grand Secretary, a Grand Pursuivant, Grand 
Marshal, Grand Standard Bearer, Grand Sword Bearer, two Grand Stewards, Senior and 
Junior Grand Deacons. The members, all Masters and Wardens, for the time being, of the 
several chartered Lodges under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodire; all elected Past Grand 
Officers of this Grand Lodge, and all Past Masters members of Lodges under the jurisdiction 
of this Grand Lodge. 

2. The style and name of this Grand Lodge shall be “The Most Worshipful Grand 
Lodge of Illinois, of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons.” 

This Grand Lodge, thus consituted, shall hold stated annual grand communications, at 
which time, and on or before the second day of such communication, the Grand Master, Dep- 
uty Grand Master, Senior and Junior Grand Wardens, Grand Treasurer, Grand Secretary,- 
Grand Chaplain, Grand Orator and Grand Tyler shall he elected by ballot, and all subordi- 
nate officers appointed — the Grand Pursuivant, Grand Marshal, Grand Standard Bearer, Grand 
Sword Bearer, and Senior Grand Deacon, by the Grand Master : the Junior Grand Deacon by the 
Senior Grand Warden; the Grand Steward by the Junior Grand Warden, and the Deputy 
Grand Secretary by the Grand Secretary. 

3. The Grand Officers thus elected and appointed shall be duly installed before the close 
of the grand communication at which they were thus elected and appointed, and shall per- 
form their respective duties until their successors in office are duly elected and installed. 

4. No one shall be eligible to the officer of Grand Master or Deputy Grand Master, except 
present or Past Masters of Regular Lodges under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge. 

5. In case the Chair of this Grand Lodge shall have become vacated by death or other- 
wise, it shall be filled by the Deputy Grand Master; and in case any other office is thus vaca- 
ted, the Grand Master shall appoint officers for the time being to fill such vacancies. 
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6. In the absence of the Grand Master, the Deputy Grand Master, Senior and Junior Grand 
Wardens, and, if neither be present, the present or Past Master of the oldest Lodge repre- 
sented, shall each, in order named, preside at all regular and special grand communications. 

7. The dnties of the Grand Master shall be: to convene the Grand Lodge in case of emer- 
gency; to preside at all regular and special grand communications ; to decide all questions 
on points of order and Masonic law; to give permission, by special dispensation, in all cases 
requiring a temporary suspension of the regulations of the Grand Lodge, for conferring de- 
grees ; to organize and govern Lodges under dispensation; to constitute, consecrate and ded- 
icate new Lodges chartered by the Grand Lodge, and install their officers; to visit and pre- 
side over Lodges under his jurisdiction, with the Master of the Lodge on his left hand; to 
command the Wardens of the Lodge, or any Master Mason, to act as his Warden for the time 
being, and to exercise all the authority and perform all the duties of Ancient Grand Masters, 
as defined in the Ancient Constitutions and by the old landmarks. 

8. The duties of the Deputy Grand Master shall be; to assist the Grand Master as he may 
direct ; and in the absence of the Grand Mastfel*, \o fexercise all the prerogatives and perform 
all the duties of Grand Master. 

9. The duties of the Grand Wardens, Grand Treasurer, Grand Secretary, Deputy Grand 
Secretary, Grand Chaplain, Grand Orator, Grand Tyler, Grand Pursuivant, Grand Marshal, 
Grand Standard Bearer, Grand Sword Bearer, Grand Stewards and Grand Deacons, shall be as 
dei-cribed in our Masonic ritual, and such as are provided for in the Regulations of this Grand 
Lodge. 

10. In all elections and questions before the Grand Lodge, the representative, or represent- 
atives collectively, of each subordinate Lodge, shall be entitled to three votes, the Grand 
Master one vote, the Deputy Grand Master to one vote, the Past Grand Masters to one vote 
each, the Grand Wardens to one vote collectively, and the Past Masters of Lodges (members 
of Lodges under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, dnd not representative from a subor- 
dinate Lodge,) to one vote collectively. 

11. All elections and questions, unless otherwise provided for in the Laws and Regula- 
tions of this Grand Lodge, shall be decided by & majority of the votes thus given. 

12. The Grand Lodge shall have the power of enacting laws and regulations for the perma- 
nent government of Lodges and the Craft under its jurisdiction, and of altering, repealing 
and abrogating them at pleasure, except the by-laws of Lodges when they are in conformity 
with the Ancient Constitutions and landmarks. It shall have the authority to investigate, - 
regulate, and decide all matters relative to the Craft in general, to particular Lodges, and to 
individual brethren, upon appeal ; which it may exercise of itself, or by such delegated author 
ity as in its wisdom and discretion it shall appoint: Provided , always , That the Ancient Land- 
marks are preserved. 

13. The Grand Lodge shall have the power of suspending or annulling the charters of 
Lodges upon good and sufficient cause being shown. 

14. No addition, alteration, or amendment shall be made in this Constitution except in the 
manner following: 

Every addition, alteration, or amendment shall be proposed in writing, by a majority vote of 
the members present at an annual grand communication of the Grand Lodge, a copy of 
which shall be sent by the Grand Secretary to the subordinate Lodges at least three months 
before the grand annual communication, each of which shall pass or reject the same, and 
make returns to the Grand Secretary on or before the first day of the annual grand communi- 
cation, when, if it shall appear that a majority of such Lodges shall not have taken action 
on such proposed addition, alteration, or amendment, the question on its passage shall be 
taken in the Grand Lodge, dnd decided by a two-thirds Vote of the hiembers present. 
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BY-LAWS. 


Section 1. The Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge shall be held in the city of 
Chicago, on the first Tuesday of October, when the Grand Lodge shall have power to charter 
new Lodges, by letters patent, under its seal. 

VISITORS. 

Sec. 2. No brother, admitted as a visitor during the sitting of the Grand Lodge shall be 
permitted to speak on any matter before the Grand Lodge without leave of the M. W. Grand 
Master. 


ELIGIBILITY. 

Sec. 3. No brother shall be eligible to either of the offices of Grand or Deputy Grand Master, 
Senior or Junior Grand Warden, unless he shall have passed the Chair in some regular Lodge. 

Sec. 4. No member shall be eligible to any office in this Grand Lodge who is not a member 
of a subordinate Lodge in this jurisdiction. 

PROXIES. 

Sec. 5. Whenever the Master or Wardens of a Lodge cannot attend in person, he or they 
may depute any Master Mason to act for him or them: Provided. That such members so 
deputed shall be members of the Lodge from which the proxy is given. 

ANNUAL RETURNS. 

r Sec. 6. Every Lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge shall, on or before the 
first day of September, annually, transmit by mail, express, or some more expeditious mode, 
to the Grand Secretary, the annual retnrns of such Lodge, which shall embrace a list of officers 
and members; of all known non-affiliated Master Masons within the jurisdiction of such 
Lodge: of all initiations, passings and raisings; of nil admissions, rejections, suspensions, 
expulsions, restorations, demits, and deaths, with their respective dates, signed by the Master 
and attested nnderthe seal of the Lodge and the hand of the Secretary. 

ANNUAL DUES. 

Sec. 7. Every Lodge subordinate to this Grand Lodge shall, on or before the fifteenth day 
of September, annually, pay to the Grand Secretary, for the use of the Grand Lodge, the sum 
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of seventy-five cents for each Master Mason belonging to their Lodge at the time of making 
the annual return; but every Lodge shall pay at least ten dollars annual clues: and no repre- 
sentative of any Lodge shall be entitled to a seat in the Grand Lodge until the clues of his 
Lodge are paid, and the Grand Secretary’s receipt therefore produced ; and in case of the 
neglect or refusal of any Lodge to pay its annual dues at the time herein specified, or on or 
before the next Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge, such Lodge may be stricken from 
the books of the Grand Lodge, and their warrant or charter considered null and void. But 
on proper application to the Grand Lodge, making full returns and paying all dues, such 
Lodge may be restored to its former rank and privileges. 

Sec. 8. No Lodge shall be required to pay dues for members who shall have permanently 
removed without the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge. 

LEAVE OF ABSENCE. 

Sec. 9. No brother after having taken his seat as a member, shall be permitted to leave 
without obtaining permission of the Grand Master. 

COMMITTEES — THEIR DUTIES. 

Sec. 10. The Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, Senior and Junior Grand Wardens, 
Grand Treasurer, and Grand Secretary, for the time being, or a majority of them, shall be a 
standing Committee on Charity, under whose direction charities shall be distributed. 

Sec. 11. At each annual communication of the Grand Lodge, as soon as practicable after 
its organization, the Grand Master shall appoint the following committees; 

First . — A Committee on Credentials, to consist of three members, whose duty it shall be to 
examine the credentials of all Masons claiming the right of membership, and report their 
uames and Masonic connection to the Grand Lodge. 

Second . — A Committee to Examine Visiting Brethren to consist of seven members, whose 
duty it shall be to examine all visitors not properly vouched for, and report their respective 
uames, address, and Masonic connection to the Grand Lodge. 

Third— A Committee on Returns and Work of Lodges U. D., consisting of five members, 
whose duty it shall be to examine the by-laws, records of work, and the returns of Lodges 
under dispensation, and to make report to the Grand Lodge if (or not) in their opinion, charters 
should be granled to such Lodges. 

Fourth— A Committee on Returns and Work of Chartered Lodges, consisting of seven mem- 
bers, whose duty it shall be to examine the returns of proceedings and work of Chartered 
Lodges, and report the same to the Grand Lodge. 

Fifth— A Committee on Appeals and Grievances, consisting of five members, whose duty it 
shall be to examine and report upon all appeals, memorials and petitions, in relation to any 
matter of complaint or grievance within this jurisdiction, which shall come before the Grand 
Lodge. 

Sixth .— A Committee on Finance, consisting of three members, whose duty it shall be to ex- 
amine and report on all accounts and financial matters to them referred, and to make a full 
report, before the close of each annual grand communication, of the financial condition of the 
Grand Lodge. 

Seventh.— A Committee on Mileage and Per Diem, consisting of three members, whose duty 
it shall be to ascertain the distance necessarily traveled by each officer and representative 
entitled to mileage and per diem, and report the same totheGrand Lodge. The grand otlicers, 
members of the Committees on Masonic Correspondence and Masonic Jurisprudence, and the 
representative highest in rank from each Lodge under this Jurisdiction, shall he allowed live 
cents per mile, going and returning, for every mile traveled from his place of residence, com- 
puted by the necessarily traveled route, and two dollars per day for each day’s actual attend- 
ance at the Grand Lodge. No one shall draw mileage both as a grand ofliccr and representa- 
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tive. Said Committee shall make up the orde.rs, for mileage and, per diem,, and issue the same 
and may employ such assistance, as may be necessary* 

Eighth . — A Committee on Petitions, consisting of five members, who shall examine and 
report all petitions for new Lodges U. D., for changes of location, or for change of name, and 
upon all petitions and matters pertaining to the education of the children of deceased and 
indigent Master Masons. 

Ninth .— A General Committee, consisting of. three members., whose, duty it shall be to report 
upon all unfinished business, and upon su.cb other; mattery as shallbe referred to them. 

Tenth . — A Committee on Obituaries, to consist of three members, who shall make report 
upon such subjects as shall be referred to them. 

Sec. 12. Before the close of each annual communication of the Grand Lodge, the Grand 
Master shall appoint three standing committees for the ensuing Masonic year, as follows, viz: 

First . — On Masonic Correspondence, to consist of three members, whose duty it shall be to 
examine the correspondence and documents from other Grand Lodges in correspondence with 
this Grand Lodge, and report at each annual communication whatever may seem of sufficient 
importance and interest to demand its attention or action. 

Second .— On Masonic Jurisprudence, to consist of seven members, whose duty it shall be to 
examine and report upon all questions, documents and papers requiring investigation and 
decision upon points of. Masonic law.; and to make report upon the same. 

Third— On the Library, to consist of three members, of which the Librarian shall be one, 
to examine, select and purchase books, charts, magazines, and such other documents and 
articles as may seem proper; to procure the binding of such proceedings, works and docu- 
ments as they may judge expedient ; to draw orders for the payment of the same, in amount 
not to exceed in the aggregate the sum of one hundred dollars in anyone year, unless by the 
special order of the Grand Lodge; and to report all their doings and the condition of the Li- 
brary annually to the Grand Lodge. 

LODGES UNDER DISPENSATION. 

Sec. l^. No dispensation shall be granted by the Grand Master, or by the Grand Lodge, 
for the formation of. a new. Lodge, but upon the petition of. seven known and approved Mas- 
ter Masons, iq which their first, faster and, Wardens. shall be nominated. Said petition shall 
set forth the name of the county and place, and the time of holding, meetings ; also, that the 
petitioners have procured a suitable room, with convenient ante-rooms for the practice of 
Masonic rites, and that the material in their town and neighborhood is sufficient to sustain a 
healthy and reputable Lodge, which shall be accompanied by a recommendation from two 
Lodges nearest the place in which the new Lodge is to be holden, certifying to the truth of the 
statements., contained in said petition, and, that the brother uaiued for Master is qualified to 
open aud close a Lodge, and to confer, the three degrees, 

Sue. 14. There shall be paid for every dispensation for a new Lodge the sum of fifty dol- 
lars; for every charter, the sum of seven dollars; and the further sum, in addition, of two 
dollars, to be paid to the Grand Secretary; which said sums, respectively, shall he paid be- 
fore the delivery of the dispedsation or charter. The seal of the Grand Lodge shall he 
affixed to every charter without additional charge: Provided , That when a dispensation shall 
be granted for a new Lodge in any town or city of less than three thousand inhabitants, hav- 
ing one Lodge, or iu any town or city of less than seven thousand inhabitants, having two 
Lodges, or in any city of less than thirteen thousand inhabitants, having three Lodges, the 
dispensation fee shall be one hundred dollars. 

8 sc. 15. No dispensation for a new Lodge shall be granted in any city or place where 
three or more Lodges may be situate, except upon the recommendation of three Lodges. 

Sec. 10. All dispensations for ne,w Lodges granted after the first of, July in any year, 
may be made returnable to the Grand Lodge to convene in one year from the first Tuesday in 
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October thereafter: Provided, That such Lodges shall make regular returns at the next grand 
communication. 

Sec. 17. No charter shall issue to a Lodge under dispensation until it shall have conferred 
the degrees of Entered Apprentice, Fellow Craft, and Master Mason, in manner and form as 
prescribed by the rules and regulations of the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 18. Lodges under dispensation shall be governed by the code of By-Laws adopted for 
the government of Lodges under dispensation by this Grand Lodge, A. L. 5850. 

Sec. 19. No Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons can legally assemble in this State unless 
authorized to do so by this Grand Lodge. 

SPECIAL DISPENSATIONS, 

Sec. 20. There shall be paid into the hands of the Grand Master the sum of five dollars 
for every dispensation granted to confer any degree or degrees iu less than the usual time 
specified in the By-Laws or Regulations of this Grand Lodge, to be paid in all cases before 
the dispensation is issued; also, the sum of two dollars for every special dispensation for 
any other purpose. 


NON-AFFILIATED MASONS. 

Sec. 21. All Masons within this jurisdiction, not members of any Lodge, shall be subject 
to discipline, so far as may relate to their conduct and behavior as Masons, by the Lodge in 
whose jurisdiction they may reside. 

Sec. 22. Jurisdiction and discipline shall be exercised over uon-attiliated Masons by the 
oldest Lodge only, in cities or places where two or more Lodges may be situated. 

EXPULSIONS, SUSPENSIONS, RESTORATIONS, AND REJECTIONS. 

Sec. 23. Notice of expulsions, suspensions and rejections shall be given in the following 
manner: When any brother shall be suspended or expelled, or any candidate for initiation 
shall be rejected by any Lodge, immediate notice thereof shall be sent to the Grand Secretary 
and to all the Lodges within twenty-five miles of such Lodge. On the first days of Decem- 
ber, March, June and September, in each year, the Grand Secretary shall send notice of all 
expulsions, suspensions and rejections, reported to him for the three months previous, to all 
the Lodges in this State, and to the Grand Secretary of every Grand Lodge in correspondence 
with this Grand Lodge. All expulsions and suspensions shall be also published with the 
proceedings of the Grand Lodge. No member shall be permitted to make any expulsion or 
suspension public, or to communicate the same to any person not a Mason, except by a reso- 
lution to make public by the Lodge from which the brother has been suspended or expelled, 
and which shall also be reported to the Grand Secretary. 

Sec. 24. All appeals from any subordinate Lodge shall be in w'riting, and left w f ith the 
Grand Secretary ; and the appellant shall give the other party at least one month’s notice 
thereof; and all appeals must be brought before the Grand Lodge at the next annnnl commu- 
nication held after the judgment appealed from, provided one month intervenes, for notice, as 
aforesaid ; if not the. appeal may he brought up and tried at the next succeeding regular com- 
munication of the Grand Lodge, notice being regularly given as aforesaid, after which appeals 
will he considered out of date, unless brought by consent of the Lodge in which the trial 
occurred, given at a regular meeting of the Lodge, by a majority vote of the members present 
thereat. And in rase the decision of any Lodge suspending or expelling a brother shall be 
reversed by the Grand Lodge, such brother shall be restored to all his rights and privileges as 
a member of the Order. 

Sec. 25. In all cases of the the suspension or expulsion of a member, a vote of two-thirds 
of the members present shall be required; and in all eases of the restoration of a Mason, sus- 
pended or expelled by any Lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, the same major- 
ity shall be required. No expelled Mason shall be restored to the privileges of Masonry exeepi 
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by a vote of the Grand Lodge, and such restoration shall not reinstate him in membership in 
the Lodge from which he was expelled, without the unanimous consent of themembers thereof. 
No definite suspensions shall be ordered for a Iouger time than twelve months, and a major- 
ity of two-tliirds of all votes cast shall be necessary to fix the duration of the suspension. 

Sec. *26. No Lodge acting under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge shall knowingly 
receive any candidate in any of the degrees in Masonry, who has been rejected by any other 
Lodge, without first receiving the unanimous consent of the Lodge that rejected him. 


GRAND TREASURER — HIS DUTIES. 

Sec. 27. The Grand Treasurer shall have charge of all the funds, property, securities and 
vouchers of the Grand Lodge; and it shall be his duty to attend at. all grand communications 
and, if required by the Grand Master, to meet grand officers and grand committees, with the 
books and all necessary documents relating to his office; to make a full report at the annual 
grand communication; to give bonds, with security, for the faithful performance of his duty, 
such as shall be approved by the Grand Master; and finally to pay or deliver over to his suc- 
cessor in office, or such other person or persons as the Grand Lodge may appoint, all the funds, 
property, securities, vouchers, records and books belonging to the Grand Lodge. 

GRAND SECRETARY — HIS DUTIES. 

Sec. 28. The Grand Secretary shall attend at all regular and special communications of the 
Grand Lodge, and duly record its proceedings, and shall receive and accurately account for, 
and promptly pay or deliver over to the Grand Treasurer, all the funds and property of the 
Grand Lodge from whatever source, takiug his receipt for the same. He shall keep a record 
of the returns made by Subordidate Lodges; receive and preserve all petitions, applications, 
appeals and other documents ; sign, certify to, and duly seal all instruments of writing ema- 
nating from the Grand Lodge; conduct. the correspondence of the Grand Lodge, under the 
direction of the Grand Master; and report annually to the several Grand Lodges in corres- 
pondence with this Grand Lodge, the uames of Grand Officers elected. 

He shall, at each annual grand communication, make a report to the Grand Lodge of moneys 
received and paid over to the Grand Treasurer; of failure or want of punctuality on the part 
of Subordinate Lodges in paying dues and making proper returns; and of such other matters 
as, in his judgment, may require the action of the Grand Lodge. 

He shall, in due time, previous to each annual grand communication, furnish each subordi- 
nate Lodge with blank returns, and with such instructions in regard to them as the rules and 
regulations of the Grand Lodge may require. 

He shall be the Librarian of the Grand Lodge, and sh ill take charge of the Library, and have 
it present at every session of the Grand Lodge, for the use of the same, and may appoint a Dep- 
uty Librarian to serve during the communications of the Grand Lodge. Every officer or mem- 
ber of the Grand Lodge, drawing books from the Library for use during the session of the 
Grand Lodge, shall return the same to the Library before the close thereof. Whenever any 
officer or member shall fail to return any book or other thing drawn from the Library, as herein 
required, the value of said book or thing shall be charged in double the amount thereof, by 
the Grand Secretary, to the Lodge to which said officer or member shall belong, and be col- 
lected with the duqp of the succeeding year. 

The Grand Secretary shall also give bonds, with security, such as shall be approved by the 
Grand Master, for the faithful performance of his official duties, and for the prompt delivery 
to his successor in office of all the books, papers and other property of the Grand Lodge. 

lie shall pay the postage on all letters, proceedings and documents sent from his office. 

He shall cause the Constitution, By-Laws, Regulations and binding Resolutions of this 
Grand Lodge to be published annually, with the proceedings of the Grand Lodge. 
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OTHER OFFICERS THEIR DUTIES. 

Sec. 29. The Grand Chaplain shall attend the communications of the Grand Lodge, and 
perform religious services. 

The Grand Marshal shall proclaim the Grand Officers at their installation, introduce the 
representatives of foreign Grand Lodges, and distinguished visiting brethren, and conduct 
processions of the Grand Lodge. 

The Grand Standard Bearer shall take charge of the Grand Standard of the Order in proces- 
sions and public ceremonies. 

The Grand Sword Bearer shall carry the sword in procession, and perform such other duties 
as by ancient usage pertain to his office. 

The Grand Stewards shall have the immediate superintendence, under the direction of the 
Junior Grand Warden, in the provisions to be made on all festive occasions. 

The Grand Pursuivant shall communicate with the Grand Tyler, announce all applicants 
for admission, by their Masonic address, names, and connection, and take charge of the jewels 
and clothing. 

The Grand Deacons shall perform the dnties incident to their respective offices. 

The Grand Tyler shall guard the door of the Grand Lodge on the outside, report all persons 
claiming admission, and see that none enter but such as are duly authorized and properly 
clothed. 

The Grand Tyler shall have all the rights and be entitled to all the honors of the other 
grand officers, except the right to vote. 

UNLAWFUL LECTURES. 

Sec. 30. The delivery or teaching of any Masonic lectures not authorized, or which have 
not received the sanction of the Grand Lodge or of its lawful authority, is forbidden ; nor shall 
any person be permitted to give lectures to the several Lodges in this State, but such as may 
be duly appointed by the Grand Master. 

MASONIC MENDICANTS. 

Sec. 31. No Lodge, or officer or member thereof, shall under any circumstances, give a cer- 
tificate or recommendation to enable a Mason to proceed from Lodge to Lodge as a panper, or 
in an itinerant manner to apply to Lodges for relief. 

INDIVIDUAL LODGES — THEIR DUTIES. 

Sec. 32. All Lodges subordinate to this Grand Lodge shall, immediately after each animal 
election by such Lodge, report to the Grand Secretary the names of the Master, Wardens and 
Secretary elect. 

Sec. 33. Upon the demise of any Lodge within the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, the 
last Secretary and Treasurer of the Lodge shall, within three months thereafter, transmit to 
the Grand Secretary all the books, papers, jewels, furniture, funds and other properly, or evi- 
dences thereof, of the Lodge so demised. 

Sec. 34. No elections for officers shall take place in a Lodge U. D., but all vacancies shall 
be tilled by appointment by the W. Master. 

PETITIONS FOR INITIATION OR MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec. 35. Subordinate Lodges are instructed not to act upon any petition, cither for initia- 
tion or membership, unless the same shall have laid over four weeks. 
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Sec. 36. Subordinate Lodges shall not receive a petition for initiation from an applicant 
who lives nearer to another Lodge than the one he petitions, without first obtaining the unan- 
imous consent of the other Lodge, at a regular meeting. 

Sec. 37. No Subordinate Lodge shall be permitted to return a petition which has been pre- 
sented and referred, for membership or initiation, without first balloting for the candidate. 

Sec. 38. The Subordinate Lodges under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge are instructed 
not to initiate any candidate who has not resided in the State of Illinois twelve calendar 
months before such application be made. No Subordinate Lodge shall entertain a petition 
from a candidate who may have been rejected by auy Lodge in this jurisdiction until after the 
lapse of one year from such rejection. 

Sec. 39. Repealed. 


CONFERRING DEGREES. 

Sec. 40. No Subordinate Lodge in this jurisdiction shall confer the degrees upon any can- 
didate unless he be a perfect man, having no maim or defect in his body that may render him 
incapable of learning the art and becoming perfect in the degrees. 

Sec. 41. No Subordinate Lodge in this jurisdiction shall confer any of the degrees on non- 
resident citizens, without the consent of the proper jurisdiction, first had and obtained. 

Sec. 42. When any candidate for the privileges of Masonry shall be rejected by a Subor- 
dinate Lodge by mistake or misapprehension, the person or persons making such mistake, or 
voting under such misapprehension, may at any future meeting have the opportunity to cor- 
rect their votes: Provided , All the members of said Lodge have notice that said application 
will be made at said meeting. 

Sec. 43. No Lodge working under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge shall be allowed to 
do any work irregularly, unless it be by dispensation from the Grand Master; and any 
Lodge working under such dispensation shall return the same to the Grand Master. 

Sec. 44. A petition from a Lodge to the M. W. Grand Master, praying for a special dispen- 
sation to confer degrees, shall set forth fully and clearly the emergency. 

Sec. 45. Advancement to the degrees may be stayed at any time, for good reasons, by the 
Lodge or the Master. 

Sec. 46. No candidate shall receive more than one degree on the same day without a dis- 
pensation from the Grand Master, nor unless he has passed a satisfactory examination in 
open Lodge on that degree ; nor shall any Lodge confer the degrees of Entered Apprentice, 
Fellow Craft, or Master Mason, on more than one candidate at the same time. 

BALLOTING. 

Sec. 47. No ballot shall be spread except at a regular communication, unless by special 
dispensation. 

Sec. 48. In balloting for candidates, all members of the Lodge present shall vote; for, ac- 
cording to an old regulation, “No man can be entered a brother in any particular Lodge, or 
admitted to be a member thereof, without the unan inous consent of all the members of that 
Lodge then present when the candidate is proposed:” nor shall a member be excused from 
the performance of this important duty except by the unanimous consent of all the members 
present. No Mason shall be required by the Master or Lodge to give his reasons for the 
vote which he has deposited, for the very secrecy of the ballot is intended to secure the inde- 
pendence and irresponsibility to the Lodge of the voter. 

Sec. 49. The ballot shall be spread for each degree, and shall be unanimous. A “unani- 
mous ballot for each of the three degrees,” should be understood literally and should be the 
same in each, and unanimous in all, upon the moral, intellectual and Masonic qualifications 
of the applicant. 
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Sec. 50. After the ballot has been taken and duly examined, first by the Wardens, and 
finally by the Master, the result shall be declared hy the Master, unless only one negative 
vote appears, in which case the Master may order the second trial of the ballot, which shall in 
all cases be final, nor can it be set aside by the Lodge, Master, Grand Master, or even the 
Grand Lodge. 


FEES. 

Sec. 51. No Lodge shall confer the three degrees for a less sum than twenty-five dollars, 
to be paid in advance. 


RIGHTS OF WARDENS. 

Sec. 52. Lodges shall not open or call to labor unless the Master or one of the Wardens be 
present. 

Sec. 53. Wardens may preside and confer degrees in the absence of the Master. 

DEMITS. 

Sec. 54. It is contrary to and inconsistent with the ancient nsages and precepts of our 
Order, to withdraw from a Subordinate Lodge, or to reside in the neighborhood of a Subor- 
dinate Lodge without becoming a member thereof. 

Sec. 55. A Masonic demit dates from the Lodge record when the same was granted, and 
membership ceases with said date. 

Sec. 56. No Lodge shall grant a demit unless the applicant shall have paid his dues and 
produced a receipt therefor. 


CHARTERS. 

Sec. 57. It is not in the power of a majority of the members of a Subordinate Lodge to 
surrender the charter of said Lodge, so long as seven Master Masters, members thereof, con- 
tinue to work under said charter, and according to the ancient landmarks of Masonry. 

Sec. 58. Whenever the charter of a Lodge shall be destroyed by fire, or in any other man- 
ner, or shall be stolen and surreptitiously taken and detained, without the fault of the Lodge 
or Master, it shall be lawful for the Grand Master to order another charter to be issued to 
said Lodge; which charter shall set forth the names of the members and officers named in 
the charter so lost, detained, or destroyed, the grand communication at which it was granted, 
the names of the grand officers attached thereto, and the circumstances of its loss, destruc- 
tion, or detention, and shall be signed by the Grand Master and attested by the Grand Secre- 
tary, under his hand and the seal of the Grand Lodge, without fee. 

Sec. 59. Whenever the charter of any Lodge shall become so defaced or illegible as to be 
unfit for use, it shall be lawful for the Grand Master to grant them another charter, bearing 
the same name and number, setting forth the names of the memhers and officers named in 
the first charter, the date thereof, the names of the grand officers attached thereto, and the 
reason for granting another charter, which shall be signed by the Grand Master and attested 
by the Grand Secretary, under his band and the seal of the Grand Lodge, and who shall be 
entitled to the usual fee therefor. 

MORALS — CRIMES — MISDEMEANORS. 

Sec. 60. All chartered Lodges under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge shall have full 
power and authority to perform that duty which requires them to exercise penal jurisdiction 
over all Masons, unaffiliated as well as affiliated, within their geographical jurisdictions, for 
violations of moral and Masonic law. 
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Sec. 61. This Grand Lodge will sustain the action of any Subordinate Lodge under its 
jurisdiction in punishment by reprimand, suspension, or expulsion of any member who shall 
be found guilty of the inordinate use of intoxicating drinks, profanity, gambling, quarreling 
with or abusing a brother Mason. 


TRIALS. 

Sec. 62. All trials for Masonic offences in Lodges under the jurisdiction of this Grand 
Lodge shall be as follows : 

A regular charge, in writing, specifying the nature of the offence, and signed by the accuser 
shall be delivered to the Secretary, who shall read it at the next regular communication, at 
wliich time the Master shall appoint the time and place for trial, of which it. shall be the 
duty of the Secretary to give due and timely notice to the accused, who shall he entitled to a 
copy of the charges, and to ample time and opportunity to prepare his defence. 

Sec. 63. All Masonic trials shall be in the Lodge of the highest degree to which the ac- 
cused has attained, in which the examination of witnesses shall take place in the presence 
of both the accused and the accuser, who shall have the right to be present at all examina- 
tions of witnesses, in or out of the Lodge, and to propose such relevant questions as they 
may desire. 


Sec. 64. After the trial is concluded, the accused and the accuser shall be requested to re- 
tire, and in case the trial has been in a Lodge of Entered Apprentices or Fellow Crafts, the 
Lodge shall then be opened on the third degree; for no decision shall be made for or against 
a brother, after regular trial, except in a Master Mason’s Lodge, in which the question of 
“Guilty” or “Not Guilty,” shall be put by the Master, in which all the members present shall 
be required to vote, and of which two-thirds shall he in the affirmative or the accused shall 
be declared “Not Guilty.” 

Sec. 65. If the verdict is “Guilty,” the Master or presiding officer shall put the question 
as to the amount of punishment, beginning with the highest and ending with the lowest Ma- 
sonic punishment herein provided. The vote on the nature of the punishment may be taken 
by a show of hands, and decided by a two-thirds vote of the members present. 

Sec. 66. If the residence of the accused is not known, or if, upon due summons, he re- 
fuses or neglects or attend, a Lodge may proceed to trial without his presence. 

Sec. 67. The witnesses in all Masonic trials, whether Masons or not, shall be persons who 
have the use of their reason, and such religions belief as to feel the obligations of an oath, 
and who have not been convicted of any infamons crime. 

Sec. 68. The testimony of Masons shall be taken in Lodge or in committee; that of compe- 
tent persons, not Masons, by committee, on oath, administered by a competent legal officer, 
and may be by affidavit. 

Sec. 69. A Subordinate Lodge shall not suspend a member for non-payment of dues with- 
out written notice and a fair trial. 


PUNISHMENTS. 

Sec. 70. The Masonic punishment which may and shall be inflicted by the Grand Lodge 
and its subordinates for unmasonic conduct, shall be either reprimand, definite or indefinite 
suspension, or expulsion from all the rights and privileges of Masonry. 

Sec. 71. A reprimand shall be given in open Lodge, upon a majority vote of the members 
present. 

Sec. 72. When a Mason is expelled from a Lodge, he is thereby expelled from all the rights 
and privileges of Masonry. 
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APPEALS — RESTORATIONS. 

Sec. 73. All Masons have the right to appeal from the decisions of Subordinate Lodges to 
the Grand Lodge, in which case the Lodge shall furnish the Grand Lodge and the appellant 
with an attested copy of its proceedings on the trial, and such testimony in its possession as 
he may require for his defense. 

Sec. 74. An application to reinstate an expelled Mason must in all cases be accompanied 
by a recommendation from the Lodge by which the brother was expelled: Provided , Such 
Lodge be still in existence. 

Sec. 75. Restoration, after a definite suspension by a Lodge, shall take place at the expir- 
ation of the time specified in the sentence. 

Sec. 76. Restoration, after an indefinite suspension by a Lodge, shall be by the action of 
such Lodge at a regular meeting, after due notice, and by a two-thirds vote of the members 
present. 


SUMMONS. 

Sec. 77. A summons issued by a Subordinate Lodge, or the Worshipful Master thereof, must 
be written or printed, and under the seal of the Lodge. 

Sec. 78. Any summons issued as aforesaid need not contain any other matter except the 
requisition to attend the Lodge issuing the same, or the Master thereof when required. 

Sec. 79. Every Master Mason is bound to attend before the Lodge, at the meeting of the 
Lodge so requiring him, on being summoned or notified. 

Sec. 80. Any member of a Subordinate Lodge is subject to the discipline thereof, excepting 
only the Worshipful Master. 

Sec. 81. Repealed. 

Sec. 82. Repealed. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Sec. 83. Subordinate Lodges are required to do all their business in a Lodge of Master Ma- 
sons, except conferring the first and second degrees, and the trial of Entered Apprentices and 
Fellow Crafts. 

Sec. &4. The return of each and every Subordinate Lodge shall contain the number of miles 
necessarily traveled by the representatives to attend the communication of the Grand Lod^e 
and be made a part of said return. 


AMENDMENTS. 

Sec. 85. The Grand Secretary shall append to the printed proceedings all propositions for 
the amendment of the Constitution and By-Laws, or any other matter upon which it shall be 
necessary for Subordinate Lodges to act. He shall notify the Lodges by circular, embodying 
such propositions as it shall be necessary for them to act upon, in season for their action ; and 
such Lodges shall make report of their proceedings in such cases to the Grand Secretary, 011 or 
before the first day of September thereafter. 

Sec. 80. No alteration or amendment shall take place in these By-Laws, except in the fol- 
lowing manner: Every amendment shall be proposed in writing, at a regular meeting of the 
Grand Lodge, which shall be spread upon the minutes and printed with the proceedings of 
the Grand Lodge; and if a majority of the members at the next regular communication shall 
agree to the same, it shall become a part of these By-Laws. 

Sec. 87. The previous question is unmasonic, and all proceedings had by means of it, in 
Grand or Subordinate Lodges are irregular and unlawful. 
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Sec. 88. When any Lodge in this jurisdiction shall cease to work for a period of six months 
or more, citizens within its jurisdiction shall he permitted to petition the next nearest Lodge 
for the degrees, without regard to the claims of the dormant Lodge. 

Sec. 89. At every annual communication the work shall he exemplified in each of the 
degrees.

GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


LODGES U. D. 

Regulation 1 . No dispensation shall be granted for a new Lodge, the location of which 
shall be within five miles of any other Lodge, nnless the said Lodge shall consist of at least 
forty members, or the Lodge prayed for is to be located in a city or town containing a popula- 
tion of three thonsand inhabitants. 


REPEAL. 

Reg. 2. The resolutions in force, as published with the proceedings of A. D. 1857, together 
with all so published at any time prior thereto, of a binding character, are hereby repealed, 
and the By-Laws and General Regulations are adopted in lieu of them. 


AMENDMENTS. 

Reg. 3. These Regulations may be amended, revised or repealed, in whole or in part, at 
any regular grand communication, two-thirds of the members present agreeing thereto. 
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RESOLUTIONS IN FORCE. 


1. Resolved , That a Board of four Examiners, to be nominated by the Most Worshipful 
Grand Master, and confirmed by the Grand Lodge, be appointed, who, with the Grand Mas- 
ter, shall critically examine all applicants for commission as Grand Lecturers, and appoint 
none who are not thoroughly conversant with the work of this State.— 1869.

Their new Hall is large enough for their present and prospective needs, of excellent 
form and proportions, and a creditable addition to the growth and improvement of the Order 
and the place. The Brethren and citizens in large numbers testified their interest and plea- 
sure in the Masonic services, and the sumptuous repast which closed the evening was a happy 
time— long to be remembered. In Rev. Bro. Woodward’s oration on this occasion, was 
strongly and beautifully presented the religion and principles of Masonry in their harmony 
and adaptness to all true theories and religion. 
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On the twenty-third day of December, 18G9, at the special request of the Brethren, and also 
by request of R. W. Bro. Levanway, Deputy of that district, who was unable to attend, I 
dedicated the Hall of Byron Lodge No. 274, and installed its officers. This Lodge, some few 
years ago, purchased a large lot and a building formerly used for school purposes, and added 
a second story and something in length to the structure, making as complete, convenient 
and commodious a Lodge Hall, for the uses required, as any within my observation. The 
Lodge room above is safe and pleasant, and the social Hall below was successfully tested 
in ample form by the bounteous and tasteful supper prepared for the occasion. 

In all our boundaries, and often, too, the hour of festivity draws close to that of sorrow, 
and leaving, at midnight, the joys and comforts of this festival for a cold, dark ride of four- 
teen miles, was to discharge a higher and more sacred duty, in attending and conducting, on 
the next day (24th), the fuueral of Bro. James E. L. Southgate, former Secretary of Rockford 
Lodge No. 102. Although holding no high Masonic or civil station, his life of diligence and 
fidelity in business; sincerity and kindness in faith and practice; modesty and true charity 
in all, won respect while he lived and kind remembrance now that he is gone. This service, 
the last of my duties as Worshipful Master of Rockford Lodge No. 102, after fourteen years 
of work in that position, the last ten of which were consecutive, peculiarly refreshed the 
memories and attachments of Masonic life, which are so much the strength and beauty of 
our institution. 

On January 13, 1870, 1 installed the officers of E. F. W. Ellis Lodge No. 033, and found 
them doing good work for themselves and the Craft at large. 

In personal visitation of Lodges I have been restricted by want of time and means, yet 
have neglected no special call for my official services. 

In correspondence! have been able, I think, to materially aid in the duties of your arduous 
office, having in most cases had precedents and law to which I could refer. 

In general I cau report Peace and Prosperity in this district during the past year. If nu- 
merical increase is less than at some other years, it is more than compensated by greater 
care in admitting members, better attention to the financial, social and moral standing of the 
Lodges, and in new Halls, new furniture, and new zeal and love for the grand old institution. 

In this district are some few open, active, aggressive anti-Masons. If their opposition is 
sincere and shall keep them outside our walls, it is well. We need not to wage war upon 
them, for, if true to our Order, their efforts shall not shorten by a single line the measure of 
its glories or its years.

On the night of the 28th of December last, acting as your proxy, I dedicated a very beauti- 
ful and capacious Hall, erected for and fitted up by Paxton Lodge No. 410, at Paxton, in Fprd 
county. The structure reflects great credit upon our brethren there.

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OBITUARY REMARKS ACCOMPANYING RETURNS OF LODGES. 


Mount Moriah No. 51.— Bro. McKenzie Turner, was born in the State of Tennessee. He 
was initiated in Mount Moriah Lodge April 29, passed May 6, and raised May 31, 1841. Was 
Master of the Lodge four years. 

Havana No. SS.— Bro. W. W. Stout, was one of our oldest members. He served with gal- 
lantry and distinction in the late civil war as captain in the 27th Illinois Volunteers. In 1864, 
having been disabled by wounds received in the battle of Chickamauga, he resigned and re- 
turned home. In 1865 he was elected County Clerk of Mason county, holding that office at 
the time of his death. 

Rockford No. 102. — Bro. Josiah E. Richardson, entered the army in the early part of the war 
for the Union, in good health, but returned -with a shattered constitution, bearing in his body 
rebel lead. He was twice elected County Treasurer, and it was during his last term of office, 
while seeking relief, in the western territories, from the disease that was making him its vic- 
tim, that he was called from labor to refreshment, as we humbly trust, in the Paradise of God. 

Bureau No. 112.— Bro. J. K. Hoskins, was a faithful, zealous Mason, and an exemplary man 
and citizen. 

Mound No. 122.— Bro. Dorice D. Shumway, was a prominent citizen of Illinois, having 
served in the Legislature, Constitutional Convention and several minor offices. He was for 
nine consecutive years Master of Mound Lodge. 

Virden No. 161.- In the death of Bro. John R. Brooks, the Lodge lost a valued member; one 
whose quiet demeanor and exemplary life had won for him the love and esteem, not only of 
his brethren, but all who knew him. 

Star in the Hast No. 1G6.— Bro. William Huun, was one of the charter members of this Lodge. 
He occupied for many years the office of Clerk of the County Court, and was much respected 
for strict integrity, benevolence and devotion to duty. He was an affectionate husband and 
father, a valued citizen, and a Mason to whom we may all look as a model, exemplifying in 
an eminent degree the sublime tenets of our Fraternity. 

Moultrie Lodge No. 181. Bro. Henry Clapsaddle, was at the time of his death Treasurer of 
the Lodge. lie was an ornament to his church, his Lodge, and the community in which he 
resided. His loss we can but regret. 

Bro. J. M. Jones, had emigrated to Missouri but a short time previous to his death. His 
memory will long be revered for his many virtues and his worth as a man. 
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Meridian No. 183— Bro. Cornelius Asiiton, was a man that was loved and respected, not 
only by his brethren, but hy all who knew him. Although, on account of his great age, he 
was unable to participate freely in the work of the Lodge, still, when his health would per- 
mit, he would meet with ns, and seemed to love the Fraternity and his brethren next to his 
family and God. He had a kind word and pleasant smile for the brethren in and out of the 
Lodge, and his warm heart beat with generous emotion for all God's creatures. The Lodge, 
his children, his friends, and the community mourn his loss; but we are consoled with the 
almost perfect assurance that that which constitutes our loss is his eternal gain. Resurgam. 

Louisville No. 196. — Bro. John W. Abbott, was a kind husband, an affectionate father, good cit- 
izen, and a faithful Brother. Bro. James Monical, was one of the pioneers of Clay county, 
and one whose decease was mourned by a large circle of friends and acquaintances. 

Corinthian No. 205.— Bro. Jedediah Foster, was born A. D. 1780, was initiated, passed and 
raised A. D. 1801, having been a Mason 68 years. 

Fairfield No. 206. —Bro. Daniel Turney, was one of the oldest men, one of the longest resi- 
dent, and one of the oldest Masons in the county. He went to his grave in peace with God 
and his fellow-men, having tilled up the measure of his days as only does the honest man and 
zealous Mason. Requiescat. 

Oakland No. 219.— Bret h. A. J. Campbell and Moses Hunter, were honest men and upright 
Masons: men whose example in life all good Masons can safely follow. Bro. Campbell 
leaves a widowed mother, well advanced in years, and one whose welfare in life it is the sa- 
cred trust of Oakland Lodge to maintain. Bro. Campbell died of disease contracted in a 
rebel prison pen during the late civil war. 

Cairo No. 237.— Bro. IT. W. Taylor, died suddenly of heart disease, at the age of 42 years, 
lamented by a large circle of friends, to whom he had endeared himself by his many virtues 
as a citizen ; and by his Lodge for his uprightness as a Mason. 

Western Mar No. 240.— Bro. N. C. Beasley, was a Past Master of this Lodge, and an old and 
highly respected citizen of Champaign. 

Wheaton No. 269.— Bro. William E. Martin, was a respected and influential clergyman of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, and was universally beloved where known. 

Tyrian No. 333.— Breth. Walter C. Wiiitney and William Billington. Both these Bret h 
ren were charter members of No. 333. Their decease cuts the number of charter members 
down to six. Bro. Wiiitney was a good citizen, enjoying the confidence of the community in 
which he lived. Bro. Billington was a native of England, by profession a civil engineer, and 
was a consistent member of the Episcopal Church. Both were initiated, passed and raised 
in No. 333, Bro. Billington being the first and Bro. Whitney the third initiate. 

Jerseyville No. 394.— James Buinghurst, M. D., was a charter member of this Lodge, a good 
man, and a bright Mason. Solomon Calhoun, aged 74 years and one month, was a charter 
member of Morning Sun Lodge No 94. He was, for fifty-three years, a Mason, honored for his 
many virtues. He was made a Mason in Meridian Sun Lodge at Bath,N. n. 

Batavia No. 404. Bro. John H. Dewey, a worthy member, a faithful brother, a kind friend, 
and an earnest looker forward to the better land. 

Palmyra No. 463. Bro. Joseph 11. Crouch had been in failing health and went to his native 
place in Washington county, Tennessee, but in less than a fortnight after his arrival, was 
called away by death. His remains were buried with the Honors of Masonry, by Jonesborough 
Lodge, Jonesborough, Tennessee. Our Lodge has lost, for the first time, one of its members. 
We revere his many virtues, for he was in the strictest sense of the word an honest man. 

Andalusia No. 516. Bro. Samuel Love was cut down in the prime of life by a disease con- 
tracted while in the service of his country. He was a man of moral worth and integrity, and 
a zealous Mason. He, by his gentlemanly deportment commanded the respect and esteem of 
all with whom he came in contact. 
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Litchfield No. 517. — Bro. Nero C. Alexander was a charter member of this Lodge. He was 
a worthy Mason and an excellent citizen, and a kind and affectionate husband. He was the 
first victim in our Lodge to the grim monster Death. 

Illiopolis No. 521. — Brother A. R. Millar was Secretary of our Lodge from its organization 
until December, 1868. He was a good man and Mason. Bro. John M. England was, at the 
time of his death, Senior Deacon of this Lodge. He was a good man in every sense of the 
word, honest, temperate, upright. Because of his refusal to renounce Masonry, and sever his 
Masonic affiliation, he was expelled from the church of the United Brethren, of which he was 
a devoted member. 

Perry No. 95.— Bro. Frank Fifield. Bro. Fifield was a native of Boston, Massachusetts, 
and was, at the time of his death, in the neighborhood of thirty years old. He came west at 
an early age, settling first at Muscatine, Iowa. From thence he located in Perry, Pike county, 
Illinois. At the breaking out of the late civil war he enlisted and served nearly four years. 
After being discharged he was employed, in company with the writer, in the office of Major Gen- 
eral James Oakes, Assistant Provost Marshal General, at Springfield. During his employ- 
ment there he entered into a long sought, long delayed matrimonial alliance with Miss Mary 
Sutphin, daughter of DhSutphin, of Perry. After leaving the office above stated, he return- 
ed to Perry, engaged in the study of medicine, graduating at Rush Medical College, Chicago. 
His father-in-law, Dr. Sutphin, dying soon after Frank succeeded him in his practice, which 
he held until failing health compelled him to relinquish it and travel west. He was a warm- 
hearted, generous, open-handed friend and brother, and a close friendship and intimacy only 
tended to reveal the fact that he was in every respect a man. 

In the office he was an universal favorite, esteemed by all his associates, and respected by 
all with whom he came in contact. The first intimation of his decease afforded the writer, 
was had upon inspection of the return of Perry Lodge No. 95, for 1870. The sad fact that one 
with whom he had been on terms of close friendship, a mutual confidant, and one whom he 
had learned to love as a brother, and should never more meet on earth, stared the writer hereof 
full in the face, and entered into his soul, with force of an unexpected bereavement, and it 
is not to the discredit of human nature, and human feeling that the tears of mourning for the 
“gone before,” and sympathy for the bereaved ones he left behind, come coursing down the 
cheeks of one unnsed to weep. 

He leaves behind him his sorrowing wife and one child, whose welfare, we are firmly per- 
suaded, will be the sacred the trust of the generous-hearted brethren of Perry. 

Bro. Fifield, at his death, was a consistent member of the Presbyterian church. 

We have thus endeavored in our feeble way to render a last tribute to the memory of a “de- 
parted worthy brother.”

VACANT NUMBERS. 


No. 5. — This number was reserved for Far West Lodge, at Galena, at the organization of 
present Grand Lodge of Illinois, under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Mis- 
souri. It was never used by the Lodge. 

No. 6.— Was the number of the first Lodge at Columbus, Adams county. After the removal 
of P. G. M. Jonas to Quinc 3 r the Lodge declined and soon after surrendered its 
charter. 

No. 10.— This was the number of the first Lodge at Joliet, by name “Juliet Grand Master 
Walker revoked its charter iu 1845, and granted a dispensation for the present Mt. 
Joliet Lodge No. 42. 

No. 11.— Cass Lodge No. 23 was originally chartered as No. 11, but at the session at which it 
was chartered the grant was reconsidered and the Lodge continued U. D. another 
year. The next year it was chartered as No. 23. 

No. 12.— Was the number of Rising Sun Lodge, at Montrose, Iowa. It. passing under the 
jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Iowa, vacated the number on our register. The 
Lodge is now extinct. 

No. 18.— Was the number of LaFayette Lodge, at Chicago. The charter was ‘-arrested” by 
the Grand Lodge in 1804, owing to irreconcible internal dissention. Nos. 437 and 43S 

were formed from No. 18. 

No. 2t.— Was bestowed upon the first Lodge at Warsaw. The Mormon troubles caused its 
dissolution. 


No. 22.— Was the number of Milwaukee Lodge, now number 3 on the register of the Grand 
Lodge of Wisconsin. 
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No. 32.— This number was assigned to Apollo Lodge, at Chicago. It surrendered its charter 
for the purpose of merging its membership in Nos. 18 and 33, there not being “room 
enough in Chicago for three Lodges.” 

No. 41.— Far West Lodge, at Galena, not having accepted the No. 5 assigned to it, remained 
under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Missouri until 1846, when it accepted a 
charter from Illinois, bearing No. 41. It forfeited its charter in 1850. 

No. 62. -Was the number of Jerusalem Lodge at Oregon. Forfeited its charter. 

No. 73.— Was the number of the first Lodge at Batavia, which surrendered its charter for lack 
of material. 

No. 83.— This was the number of a once prosperous Lodge at Middleport, Iroquois connty, 
erected by Bro. William E. Russell, of Danville, now deceased. Owing to long 
and perplexing difficulties, the Lodge surrendered its charter. 

No. 94.— Was the number of Morning Sun Lodge at Jerseyville. Surrendered. 

No 101.— Madison Lodge at Upper Alton, which bore this number, having consolidated with 
No. 25, vacated this number. 

No. 120.— Harmony Lodge No. 3, at Jacksonville, having become very large, Jacksonville 
Lodge No. 120 was formed, but the brethren soon quietly abandoned it and returned 
to their old Lodge. 

No. 121. Was the number of Cataract Lodge, at St. Anthony’s Falls, Minnesota; vacated by 
the formation of the Grand Lodge of that State. 

No. 167. Was the number of the first Lodge at Oswego. Internal troubles caused its surrender. 

No. 184.— Nebraska Lodge, Nebraska Territory, vacated by the formation of a Grand Lodge in 
that Territory. 

No. 186.— Fort Armstrong Lodge at Rock Island, consolidated with Trio Lodge No. 57. 

No. 215. — Weir Lodge, at Six Mile Prairie, Madison county, surrendered. 

No. 225.— Owisco Lodge at Kankakee, surrendered. 

No. 242.— Aegis Lodge at Aunawan, Henry county. Arrested by Grand Master Buck. 

No, 281.— Martinsville, Clark connty. Arrested by Grand Master Gorin. 

No. 289.— Iroquois Lodge. Surrendered. 

No. 324. — Wankegan Lodge at Waukegan, Lake county. Consolidated with Union Lodge No. 
78, as Waukegan Lodge No. 78. 

No. 326. — Chemung Lodge at Chemung, McHenry connty. Consolidated with Bonus Lodge 
No. 258, as Chemung, No. 258. 

No. 343— Arctnrus Lodge at Polo, Ogle county. Surrendered. 

No. 357.— Kingston Mines at Peoria county. Arrested 1870 by Grand Master Reynolds. 

No. 451.— Bromwell Lodge at Assumption, Christian county. Annulled by Grand Lodge in 
1868. 

No. 470.— Rantoul Lodge at Rantoul, Champaign County. Arrested in 1868 by Grand blaster 
Reynolds. Petition for restoration now in hands of Grand Master. 

No. 571 .—Owisco Lodge at Kankakee, (Second of the name). Surrendered.

H. Rogers, of No. 1, elected Junior Grand Warden, but not installed. 

Harrison Dills, of No. 1, seventh Grand Steward, second Junior Grand Warden, sixteenth 
Grand Master, fifth and present Grand Treasurer. 

W. J). McCann, of No. 6 , first Deputy Grand Secretary. 

D. Rockwell of No. 29 (Far West), Representative. 

Of these but two (to my knowledge) are living, viz: Breth. John T. Jones and Harrison 
Dills.

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Shadrach Bond, the first Governor, was elected Grand Master; John York Sawyer, Sen- 
or Grand Warden; William M. Alexander (not present at the time), Junior Grand Warden; 
Richard T. McKinney, Grand Secretary, and James O. Wattles (not present), Grand Trea- 
surer. 

Bro. James Hall was appointed Deputy Grand Master. 

Hon. Thomas C. Brown was Chairman of the Convention, and William H. Brown, 
Secretary. 

Of all these, but one (Dennis Rockw t ell) was present at the organization of the present 
Grand Lodge. 
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PROPOSED CONSTITUTION OF THE M. W. GRAND LODGE OF 

ILLINOIS, 

AS AMENDED AND SECONDED BY THE GRAND LODGE AND SUBMITTED 
TO THE LODGES FOR ADOPTION. 


Whereas, Every Grand Lodge is Sovereign within its prescribed jurisdiction, and pos- 
sesses the inherent power to form a Constitution, as the law of its Masonic Action; to amend 
or alter the same; to enact By-Laws from time to time, and to make such rules and prescribe 
such regulations for the administration of its subordinate Lodges as will insure the prosper- 
ity thereof and promote the general good of Masonry. And Whereas, Every Grand Lodge 
is the representative of all the fraternity in communication therewith, and in that behalf is 
an absolute, independent body, with supreme legislative, exeentive and judicial authority: 
Provided , always , that the Ancient Landmarks of the Institution be held inviolate. Therefore, 
upon these principles, which are indisputable, the Grand Lodge of Illinois does hereby 
ordain, establish and promulgate the following Constitution for its future government : 


ARTICLE I. 

This Grand Lodge shall hereafter be known by the name and style of the Most Worshipful 
Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons, of the State of Illinois. 


ARTICLE II. 

OP whom it consists. 

The Grand Lodge shall consist of a Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, Senior Grand 
Warden, Junior Grand Warden, Grand Treasurer, Grand Secretary, Grand Chaplain, Grand 
Orator, Deputy Grand Secretary, Grand Pursuivant, Grand Marshal, Grand Standard Bearer, 
Grand Sword Bearer, Senior Grand Deacon, Junior Grand Deacon, four Grand Stewards, 
Grand Tyler, thirty District Deputy Grand Masters, together with the Worshipful Masters 
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and Wardens of the Chartered Lodges duly constituted, under its jurisdiction ; and such Past 
Grand Masters, Past Deputy Grand Masters, Past Grand Wardens, and Past Masters as shall 
be present and are members of subordinate Lodges in Illinois. 

No Grand Officer shall officiate in the station to which he may be elected until he has been 
legally installed. 


ARTICLE III. 

MEETINGS. 

The Grand Lodge shall hold a stated Communication once every year, at such time and in 
such place as may be designated in its By-Laws. 


ARTICLE IV. 

QUORUM. 

The Grand Lodge shall not be opened unless there be present the Representatives from at 
least twenty of the Chartered Lodges ; nor shall any business be done until there be present 
the Representatives from at least titty of the Chartered Lodges ; less than a quorum may 
assemble until noon of the second day, when, if less than fifty Chartered Lodges are repre- 
sented, the Grand Master shall declare the Grand Lodge closed until the next Grand Annual 
Communication in course, in which case the Grand Officers will hold over for another term. 


ARTICLE V. 

STYLE AND RANK OF GRAND OFFICERS. 

The officers ot the Grand Lodge shall be styled and take rank as follows: 
Most Worshipful Grand Master. 

Right Worshipful Deputy Grand Master. 

Right Worshipful Senior Grand Warden. 

Right Worshipful Junior Grand Warden. 

Right Worshipful Grand Treasurer. 

Right Worshipful Grand Secretary. 

Right Worshipful Grand Chaplain. 

Right Worshipful Graud Orator. 

Right Worshipful District Deputy Grand Master. 

Worshipful Deputy Grand Secretary. 

Worshipful Grand Pursuivant. 

Worshipful Grand Marshal. 

Worshipful Grand Standard Bearer. 

Worshipful Grand Sword Bearer. 
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Worshipful Grand Senior Deacon. 
Worshipful Grand Junior Deacon. 
Worshipful Grand Steward. 
Brother Grand Tyler. 


ARTICLE VI. 

STYLE AND RANK OP MEMBERS, REPRESENTATIVES, MASTERS, AND OTHER OFFICERS. 

Past Grand Masters shall be styled Most Worshipful ; Past Deputy Grand Masters and 
Past Grand Wardens shall be styled Right Worshipful; Representatives of Foreign Grand 
Lodges shall be styled Right Worshipful ; Past Masters and Representatives of Lodges shall 
be styled Worshipful; Grand Lecturers shall be styled Right Worshipful, and Masters of 
Lodges shall be styled Worshipful. 

Style and rank may be assigned to other Brethren by law. 


ARTICLE VII. 


ELIGIBILITY. 

No Brother shall be eligible to or hold office in this Grand Lodge who is not, at the time of 
election or appointment, a member in regular standing of a Chartered Lodge subordinate to 
this Grand Lodge. And no Brother shall be eligible to the office of Grand Master, Deputy 
Grand Master, Grand Warden, or District Deputy Grand Master, who has not been duly 
elected and installed, and has presided over a subordinate Lodge. 


ARTICLE VIII. 

VOTES, ELECTIONS AND APPOINTMENTS. 

Section 1. At each regular Annual Communication there shall be elected, on or before the 
second day, by ballot, a Grand Master, a Deputy Grand Master, a Grand Senior Warden, a 
Grand Junior Warden, a Grand Treasurer and a Grand Secretary. All other Grand Officers 
shall be appointed by the Grand Master elect. 

Sec. 2. In all elections, and in all questions before the Grand Lodge, each Lodge shall be 
entitled to three votes, the Grand Master to one vote, the Deputy Grand Masters to one vote, 
each Grand Warden to one vote, the Grand Treasurer to one vote, the Grand Secretary to one 
vote, each Past Grand Master to one vote, the Past Deputy Grand Masters to one vote collect- 
ively, the Past Grand Wardens to one vote collectively, and the Past Masters to one vote col- 
lectively. No Representative of a Lodge shall vote as a Grand Officer. 

Sec. 3. In ease a Lodge has but one Representative present, he shall cast three votes: if 
two Representatives be present, the highest in rank shall cast two votes, and the lowest one; 
if three Representatives be present, they shall cast but one vote each. 

Sec. 4 . The yeas and nays shall be ordered upon the demand of twenty representatives. 
In taking the yeas and nays, the Lodges in their order shall be called first, the members sec- 
ondly, and the Grand Officers last. In all votes and elections a majority shall govern, unless 
otherwise provided by law. 
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ARTICLE IX. 


VACANCIES. 

Section 1. In the case of the death, absence or disability of the Grand Master, the Deputy 
Grand Master shall fill his place; in the case of the death, absence or disability of the Grand 
Master and the Deputy Grand Master, the Senior Grand Warden shall fill the place of the 
Grand Master; in case of the absence or disability of all three, the Junior Grand Warden 
shall fill the place of the Grand Master, and in the case of the death, absence or disability of 
all the above named Grand Officers, the Master of the oldest Lodge shall be Grand Master. 

Sec. 2. All vacancies shall be filled by the Grand Master. The office of Grand Master i« 
never vacant. 


ARTICLE X. 

SOVEREIGNTY AND JURISDICTION. 

Section 1. This Grand Lodge is the only source of authority, and exercises exclusive ju- 
risdiction in all matters pertaining to Ancient Craft Masonry in the State of Illinois. 

Sec. 2. Any organizations, associations, parties or persons, professing to have any author- 
ity, powers or privileges in Ancient Craft Masonry, not derived from this Grand Lodge, within 
the State of Illinois, are declared to be clandestine, and all intercourse with, or recognition 
of them, or any of them, is prohibited. 


ARTICLE XI. 


POWERS OP THE GRAND LODGE. 

Section 1. This Grand Lodge may 

First— Grant Dispensations and Charters for holding regular Lodges of Free and Accepted 
Masons, with the right to confer therein the several degrees of Entered Apprentice, Fellow 
Craft and Master Mason, and when deemed expedient and for good cause, may annul, revoke 
or amend such Dispensation or Charter, or any pre-existing Dispensation or Charter. 

This Grand Lodge has 

Second — Original and exclusive jurisdiction over all subjects of Masonic legislation and 
administration; appellate judicia. and administrative jurisdiction from the decisions of 
Worshipful Masters, and from the decisions and acts of Lodges, and, when expedient, has 
original judicial jurisdiction over its officers, members and Worshipful Masters; and its en- 
actments and decisions upon all questions shall be the supreme Masonic Law of the State. 

This Grand Lodge may 

Third— Assign the limits and fix the location of each Lodge under its jurisdiction, and 
settle all controversies that inay arise between them, and has the final decision and determi- 
nation of all matters of controversies or grievances which may be brought up by appeal or 
otherwise. 

Fourth— It may make and adopt general laws and regulations for the government of the 
several Lodges under its jurisdiction, and at pleasure may alter, amend or repeal the same. 

Fifth— It may assess and collect from the several Lodges under its jurisdiction, such sums 
of money annually as may be provided for by law and found necessary for the support and 
maintenance of the Grand Lodge. 
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Sixth — It may supervise the state and condition of its own finances, and adopt such 
measures in relation thereto as may be deemed necessary. 

\ 

Seventh— It may reprimand, suspend or expel any member from its own body for a viola- 
tion of the Constitution, By-Laws and Regulations of the Grand Lodge, or for any other un- 
Masonic conduct: and may suspend or expel any accused person upon trial by appeal. 

This Grand Lodge shall 

Eighth — At each Annual Communication consider and review the reports and doings of its 
Grand Officers for the past year, as well as those of its several Lodges, under its jurisdiction. 

This Grand Lodge may 

Ninth— Establish a Mileage and Per Diem rate for its officers, the representative highest in 
rank from each Lodge, and its standing committees, not exceeding five cents per mile each 
way, and two dollars per day. 

Tenth— And finally may do whatsoever may be considered necessary to the 'well being and 
perpetuity of Ancient Craft Masonry. 


ARTICLE XII. 

POWERS OP THE GRAND MASTER. 

The Grand Master has the power 

First— To convene the Grand Lodge in special Communication, in case of emergency. 

Second— To preside at all special and regular Communications. 

Third — To exercise the executive functions of the Grand Lodge when not in session. 

Fourth— To decide all questions of usage, order and Masonic law. 

Fifth— To require the attendance of, and information from any Grand Officer respecting his 
office. 

Sixth — To convene any Lodge within the jurisdiction, and in person or by deputy, to pre- 
side therein with the Master on his left hand, inspect their proceedings and require their con- 
formity to Masonic rules. 

Seventh— To issue his Dispensation to any regular Lodge to make a Mason, or confer any 
degree at sight. 

Eighth— To suspend the functions of any Lodge for good reasons. 

Ninth— To command every Grand Officer, and to call on any of them for advice and assist- 
ance, on business relative to the Craft. 

Tenth— In person or by deputy, to constitute Lodges, dedicate Masonic Halls, lay corner 
stones of Masonic Halls, public buildings and structures. 

Eleventh — To appoint representatives, by warrant, in any other recognized Grand Lodge, 
and receive and accredit such representatives from other Grand Lodges. * 

Twelfth— To command the Wardens or any member of a Lodge which he may visit, to act 
as Wardens for the time being. 

Thirteenth — To see that the Ancient Landmarks and charges are observed, and to do and 
perform the duties of Ancient Grand Masters, agreeably to the requirements of Masonry and 
this Grand Lodge. 
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ARTICLE XIII. 

NEW LODGES. 

Section 1. During the recess of the Grand Lodge the Grand Master may grant Dispensa- 
tions for new Lodges. 

Sec. 2. No Dispensation shall be issued by order of the Grand Lodge or by the Grand 
Master, in any city or town having three or more Chartered Lodges, (except the city of Chi- 
cago,) without the recommendation of the three oldest Lodges, norm any other place withont 
the recommendation of the three nearest Lodges. 

Sec. 3. No petition for a new Lodge shall be considered by any Lodge imtil it has laid over 
four weeks for consultation and consideration. 

Sec. 4. No Dispensation for a new Lodge shall be issued until the sum of one hundred 
dollars shall be paid to the Grand Secretary, which shall be in full for Dispensation and 
Charter fees. 

Sec. 5. Every petition for a new Lodge shall be signed by eight Master Masons, accompa- 
nied by a certificate from a Grand Lecturer, that the proposed Master is able to open and 
close a Lodge, and to confer the degrees of Entered Apprentice, Fellow Craft and Master Ma- 
son correctly and in full, with a plat and description of the halls and ante-rooms to be occu- 
pied, and statement in regard to the ownership and use of the same. 

Sec. 6. No new Lodge shall he established in towns or cities as follows: 

Where the population is less than 3,000, and there is one Lodge; less than 6,000, and two 
Lodges ; less than 10,000, with three Lodges : after which no new Lodge shall be formed with- 
ont an addition of 5,000 population for each one. 

Sec. 7*. Petitions for new Lodges in South Chicago shall be recommended by five Lodges 
meeting in five different halls in South Chicago; petitions for new Lodges in North Chicago 
shall be recommended by three Lodges meeting in three separate halls in North Chicago, and 
petitions for new Lodges in West Chicago, shall be recommended by five Lodges meeting in 
three separate places in West Chicago. 

Sec. 8. No Dispensation or Charter, for constituting a new Lodge, shall be granted to any 
person or persons whomsoever, residing out of the State of Illinois, if within the jurisdiction 
of any other constitutional Grand Lodge. 


ARTICLE XIV. 

DISTRICT AND DISTRICT DEPUTIES. 

Section 1. Immediately upon the adoption of this Constitution the Grand Master shall 
divide the State into thirty districts, having regard to population, Lodges and convenience. 
Said districts shall remain so until the year A. L. 5880, when the Grand Master shall divide 
the State into districts again, and so on once in every ten years. 

Sec. 2. One District Deputy Grand Master shall be appointed and commissioned annually 
by the Grand Master, in each district. Each deputy shall be a resident of his respective dis- 
trict, and a member of some Lodge therein. 

Sec. 3. The duties of said District Deputies shall be such as the Grand Master may gen- 
erally or especially assign them, and may be defined by law. 

*By vote of the Grand Lodge, on motion of Bro. Barker, (160) this section is submitted to 
the Lodges as a distinct proposition. 
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ARTICLE XV. 


INSTRUCTION. 

The Grand Master shall provide for thorough instruction in the work and leetures already 
established by this Grand Lodge. 


ARTICLE XVI. 


AMENDMENTS. 

Section 1. This Constitution may be amended in the following manner only: The pro- 
posed alteration, addition or amendment must be submitted in writing at some regular com- 
munication; if seconded by the Grand Lodge, it shall be entered upon the proceedings, and in 
some convenient form duly certified, shall be immediately submitted to the several subordi- 
nate Lodges for their approval or rejection: if approved by two-thirds of the Lodges, such 
amendment or alteration shall thenceforth be a part of the Constitution, whereof the Grand 
Master shall cause due proclamation to be made. 

Sec. 2. The By-Laws of this Grand Lodge may be amended in the following manner: 
Every alteration, addition or amendment shall be proposed in writing, at a regular Communi- 
cation of the Grand Lodge ; if seconded by twenty representatives, the amendment shall lie 
over one year, be printed in the minutes, and if adopted by a two-thirds vote, it shall become 
a part of the By-Laws. 

Sec. 3. Regulations, Rules of Order, Code of Jurisprudence and Standing Resolutions, 
may be repealed, altered or amended at any regular communication, by a vote of three-fifths 
of the legal vote present.
